of  Taxes,  a Road  Commissioner,  a Tree  Warden  and  seven 
Constables,  all  for  one  year. 

One  Road  Commissioner  and  two  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library,  all  for  two  years. 

One  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one 
Road  Commissioner,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  one 
Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Water  ‘Commissioner,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Park  Board,  two  members  of  the  Planning  Board, 
two  Trustees  of  Public  Library,  one  Commissioner  of  Trust 
Funds,  all  for  three  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6.00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will  re- 
main open  continuously  until  6.00  in  the  afternoon,  when  they 
shall  be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  on 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  3,  1943 

at  7.45  P.  M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees,  and  act  thereon.

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 
See  Finance  Committee’s  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1943,  and  to  issue  a note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $160  for 
general  improvement  in  any  of  the  Cemeteries,  same  to  be  taken 
from  money  in  the  Town  Treasury  received  from  the  sale  of 
Burial  Lots  in  1942  in  accordance  with  Chapter  114,  Section 
15,  of  the  General  Laws,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  for : 

'‘Water  Main  Extension  Notes  Maturing  in  1943” — 
payment  of  prinicpal — $2,000. 

“Water  Main  Extension  Notes  Maturing  in  1943” — 
payment  of  interest  due  in  1943 — $280. 

“Water  Department  Maintenance” — $6,800. 
the  entire  $9,080  to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,” 
or  do  or  act. 

These  expenditures  are  normal  Water  Department  ex- 
penses. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Planning  Board  under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 41  (Chapter  211,  Acts  of  1936),  Section  81  A,  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  therein  and  in  any  existing  by-laws  of  the 
Town  provided,  to  consist-  of  six  members  to  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1944,  one  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  one  for  a term  of  two  years,  one  for  a term 
of  three  years,  one  for  a term  of  four  years  and  two  for  a term 
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of  five  years,  and  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  statute,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto,  or  do  or  act. 

The  general  purpose  of  this  article  is  to.  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  most  recent  legislation  covering  the 
operation  of  Planning  Boards.  Many  of  our  most  for- 
ward looking  towns  are  now  operatng  under  this  sec- 
tion of  the  General  Laws.  By  approval  of  the  article, 
the  Town  would  transfer  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Survey  from  the  Selectmen  to  the  Planning  Board. 

The  work  consists  principally  in  the  laying  out  and  ac- 
cepting of  sub-divisions  and  involves  some  engineering 
and  surveying  and  a considerable  amount  of  negotia- 
tion with  owners  of  property  which  is  to  be  sub- 
divided, as  well  as  those  who  own  abutting  land.  It  is 
a matter  closely  connected  with  the  development  of  the 
Town  and  in  all  respects  is  a matter  which  should  fall 
within  the  province  of  the  Planning  Board.  If  as  it  is 
now  reasonable  to  expect,  a building  boom  materializes 
immediately  following  the  war,  the  work  will  be  in- 
creased beyond  what  should  be  required  of  the  Select- 
men and  will  take  more  time  and  study  than  we  have 
a right  to  ask  or  expect  of  them.  The  statute  would 
require  a completely  fresh  election  in  March,  1944, 
under  which  thereafter  the  Planning  Board  members 
would  be  elected  for  five-year  terms.  Since  we  now 
have  six  members,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  we 
continue  with  six  and  that  one  be  elected  each  year, 
except  in  the  fifth  year  when  two  would  be  elected. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  acting 
with  the  Board  of  Health,  to  arrange  for  a system  of  garbage 
collection  through  a three-year  contract,  after  receipt  of  not 
less  than  three  bids,  the  contractor  to  have  the  exclusive  right 
to  collect  garbage  throughout  the  Town  under  rules  and  regu- 
lations to  be  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Health,  or  od  or  act. 

There  is  at  present  no  completely  satisfactory 
method  for  the  disposal  of  garbage  within  the  Town. 

The  present  cost  of  disposal  runs  from  nothing,  on 
the  part  of  those  who  bury  it  on  their  own  land,  up  to 
$1.50  per  month  per  dwelling.  A number  of  operators 
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°f  piggeries  now  participate  in  the  collection,  but  there 
appear  to  be  certain  sections  of  the  Town  where  it  has 
been  found  difficult,  if  not  almost  impossible  to  pro- 
vide for  collection,  particularly  during  periods  like  the 
present  when  the  costs  of  labor  and  trucking  are  high. 

If  the  Town  is  to  embark  on  this  type  of  service,  a 
contract  should  be  let  to  a responsible  collector  on 
contract  of  not  less  than  three  years  and  as  provided  in 
the  article.  Estimates  of  cost  have  been  received 
which  range  from  $2,200  to  $6,500  per  year,  calling 
for  two  collections  a week  during  the  six  months  of 
summer  and  one  a week  during  the  rest  of  the  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  no  occasion  to  ques- 
tion the  responsibility  of  the  persons  from  whom  the 
estimates  were  received.  It  recognizes  that  once  the 
service  is  begun,  it  will  probably  be  continued  indefi- 
nitely at  a rather  permanent  cost  to  the  Town  based  on 
the  above  figures  of  from  40c  to  $1.20  per  thousand 
on  the  tax  rate.  The  service  is  one  which  might  well 
be  deferred  until  the  expiration  of  the  war.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  price 
will  be  lower  at  that  time.  The  cost  of  securing  town- 
wide service  on  a contract  basis  at  $2,200  would  prob- 
ably not  amount  to  much  more  than  is  now  being  paid 
by  individuals  for  private  collection. 

Although  the  Finance  Committee  does  not  have  a 
strong  conviction  in  the  matter,  it  recommends  the  ap- 
proval of  the  article,  if  the  job  can  be  done  at  a cost 
not  to  exceed  $2,500. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a gift  from  the 
Bay  State  Realty  Exchange,  Herman  Hindenlang,  Trustee,  of 
certain  property  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Riverview 
Circle,  being  some  or  all  of  Lots  No.  302-389  and  Nos.  1-6  and 
12A-27  on  plan  entitled  “Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  Riverview 
Terrace,  Edward  Howard,  C.  E.”  dated  May,  1924,  and  re- 
corded with  Middlesex  South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan 
Book  339  Plan  No.  41,  and  any  other  of  the  lots  shown  on  said 
plan  and  offered  to  the  Town  by  the  owner,  for  recreational 
purposes  or  any  other  municipal  purposes,  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  and  cause  to  be  recorded  a deed  of  said 
property,  or  do  or  act. 

This  article  and  the  following  one  provide  for  the 
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acquisition  by  deed  or  purchase  of  lots  laid  out  in  the 
speculative  days  of  Riverview  Terrace  in  a way  which 
would  no  longer  be  permitted  under  the  zoning  laws. 

The  land  has  little  or  no  value  as  house  lots,  much  of  it 
being  under  water  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  Many  of 
the  intervening  lots  have  come  to  the  Town  through 
failure  of  the  owners  to  pay  taxes  and  are  now  either 
owned  outright  by  the  Town  or  are  in  tax  titles.  The 
Finance  Committee  feels  that  it  would  be  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  Town  as  a whole,  and  to  the  owners  of 
other  property  in  the  Riverview  section  in  particular, 
if  the  Town  could  acquire  by  gift  or  at  any  reasonable 
price  by  purchase,  the  lots  described  in  this  article  and 
the  following  one. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  both  articles. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  purchase  for  recreational  pur- 
poses all  or  any  part  of  lots  of  land  in  that  part  of  the  Town 
known  as  Riverview  Circle,  now  or  formerly  owned  by  the  Bay 
State  Realty  Exchange,  Herman  Hindenlang,  Trustee,  and 
shown  on  plan  entitled  “Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  Riverview 
Terrace,  Edward  Howard,  C.  E.”  dated  May,  1924,  and  re- 
corded with  Middlesex  South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan 
Book  339,  Plan  No.  41,  and  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  accept  a deed  thereof,  subject  to  approval  of  Town 
Counsel,  and  pay  the  purchase  price,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  in  connection  with  Article  9. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from 
Ralph  E.  Morse  the  gift  of  the  right  or  easement  to  use  for 
highway  purposes  a certain  lot  of  land  situated  at  the  corner  of 
Plain  Road  and  Glen  Street,  containing  about  360  square  feet, 
and  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  a deed  conveying 
such  rights  to  the  Town  and  cause  such  deed  to  be  recorded,  or 
do  or  act. 

This  and  the  following  article  cover  a transfer  of 
land  incident  to  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Highway 
Department  in  improving  the  angle  of  dangerous 
curves  at  the  location  mentioned. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  and  the  following  article. 
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Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from 
Mille  Palmer  the  gift  of  the  right  or  easement  to  use  for  high- 
way purposes  a certain  lot  of  land  situated  at  the  corner  of 
Millbrook  Road  and  Glen  Street,  containing  about  460  square 
feet,  and  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  a deed 
conveying  such  rights  to  the  Town  and  cause  such  deed  to  be 
recorded,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  in  connection  with  Article  11. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a committee 
to  name  and  dedicate  the  square  at  the  corner  of  Concord  Road 
and  Waltham  Road  as  “Charles  Kirby  Whittier  Square”  and 
instruct  the  Park  Board  to  erect  a suitable  wooden  post  and 
marker  for  the  duration. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  naturally  assumes  that  a more  per- 
manent sort  of  memorial  will  be  erected  at  a later  date 
to  Charles  Kirby  Whittier,  the  first  of  Wayland’s  sons 
lost  in  the  war. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  names  for 
certain  public  ways  not  hitherto  officially  named  or  for  which 
more  than  one  name  may  be  in  use,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  clarification  of 
the  naming  of  certain  roads  in  connection  with  the 
present  preparation  of  assessors’  maps. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  names  as  may  bear  the  endorsement  of  the 
Planning  Board. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post  . 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Warrant  for  1943  is  the  shortest  in  many  years,  due 
to  the  absence  of  requests  for  expenditures  outside  and  beyond 
the  regular  budget.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  this 
situation  directly  reflects  the  attitude  of  the  townspeople  toward 
additional  expenditures  in  these  abnormal  times. 

Careful  planning,  budgeting  and  administering  of  the 
Town’s  expenses  have  resulted  in  a steady  reduction  of  the  tax 
rate  for  five  consecutive  years  as  follows :

28.70 

while  the  services  rendered  by  the  various  departments  have 
been  well  maintained  and  improved. 

Your  Committee  feels,  however,  that  there  is  but  little 
prospect  of  further  immediate  reduction  and  that  the  Town 
will  be  fortunate  if  the  rate  can  be  held  under  thirty  dollars. 

Some  of  the  expenditures  from  the  Reserve  Fund  call  for 
a word  of  explanation.  About  $1,600  is  directly  attributable  to 
the  war  and  is  exclusive  of  the  Civilian  Defense  budget;  $1,100 
results  from  increased  use  of  the  Town  Hall  and  the  necessity 
of  converting  the  heating  equipment  from  oil  to  coal,  a job 
which  was  done  last  fall  before  the  start  of  the  heating  season; 
$800  arises  from  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  future  use,  for 
which  there  has  been  a deduction  from  the  1943  departmental 
budgets  and  after  other  miscellaneous  emergency  transfers,  a 
balance  of  $2,000  remained  unexpended  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  availability  of  an  adequate  Reserve  Fund  made  it  unneces- 
sary to  call  an  extra  Town  Meeting. 

The  department  heads  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  sav- 
ings which  they  have  effected  out  of  their  appropriations.  The 
unexpended  balances  together  amount  to  $13,000  for  the  year 
1942. 
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Your  Finance  Committee  considers  that  a part  of  its 
function  is  to  keep  constantly  in  touch  with  the  operation  of  the 
various  departments,  that  it  may  be  in  a position  to  make  intel- 
ligent recommendations  affecting  the  Town’s  finances.  Some 
of  the  matters  on  which  it  feels  it  should  report  this  year  are 
as  follows  : ( 1 ) The  Civilian  Defense  expenses  have  been  kept 
at  a reasonable  figure,  with  a saving  of  about  $1,200,  or  nearly 
one-half  of  the  original  appropriation.  (2)  Preparation  of  the 
assessors’  maps  has  gone  steadily  forward,  with  the  invaluable 
assistance  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors.  (3)  The 
Highway  Department’s  equipment  has  been  unusually  well 
maintained  and  the  wisdom  of  the  various  purchases  for  the 
Department  in  recent  years  is  becoming  more  evident  as  the 
shortage  of  labor  increases.  The  Highway  Surveyor  and  his 
crew  are  to  be  commended  for  the  fine  job  they  have  been  doing. 

(4)  The  Welfare  Board,  during  1942,  collected  from  Cities  and 
Towns,  the  State  and  Federal  government  $37,200,  or  the 
equivalent  of  almost  seven  dollars  on  the  tax  rate.  The  size  of 
the  figures  illustrates  the  necessity  for  continuing  our  insistence 
that  the  Board  be  manned  by  capable  administrators  and  that 
they  be  given  qualified  assistants.  Substantial  claims  and 
counter-claims  which  have  been  pending  for  years  between 
Boston  and  the  Town  were  cleaned  up  this  year  by  the  Town 
Counsel  and  the  Welfare  Board  at  a large  saving  to  the  Town. 

(5)  The  Selectmen  have  given  an  unusually  good  administra- 
tion and  have  conducted  their  office  in  a businesslike  fashion. 

The  budget  as  submitted  contains  recommendations  for 
salary  and  wage  increases  totalling  about  $5,500  and  in  almost 
every  case,  sufficient  funds  have  been  recommended  to  make 
possible  the  restoration  of  salary  and  wage  levels  existing  prior 
to  the  cut  which  was  given  in  the  early  days  of  the  depression, 
but  increases  have  not  been  recommended  in  those  cases  where 
salaries  have  been  advanced  in  recent  years  because  of  change 
or  increase  in  work  or  duties.  Temporary  salary  increases  have 
been  recommended  for  the  Accountant  and  Treasurer,  based  on 
extra  work  involved  in  the  collection  of  the  Victory  Tax.  The 
Clerk  of  Boards  salary  adjustment  is  based  on  a full  year’s 
work. 

The  supervision  of  the  Highway  Department  will  be 
switched  over  this  year  from  the  Highway  Surveyor  arrange- 
ment to  that  which  provides  for  Road  Commissioners.  It  has 
therefore  appeared  desirable  to  your  Finance  Committee  that 
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greater  flexibility  should  be  provided  for  in  the  use  of  the 
Department’s  funds.  All  ordinary  operating  expenditures  have 
accordingly  been  grouped  together  under  one  account — Main- 
tenance. Although  no  funds  will  be  available  in  1943  for  Chap- 
ter 90  highway  construction,  the  regular  program  of  Chapter  90 
highway  maintenance  has  been  assured  by  the  State  and  County 
and  an  appropriation  by  the  Town  is  therefore  recommended. 

The  increase  in  the  Library  appropriation  is  occasioned  by 
the  necessity  for  providing  for  painting  and  cleaning,  which  in 
prior  years,  was  taken  care  of  by  the  late  Mr.  Francis  Shaw. 
The  Library  Trustees  are  faced  with  the  major  job  of  installing 
a completely  new  heating  plant,  redecorating  the  interior  and 
modernizing  the  lighting  equipment,  all  of  which  will  have  to 
be  deferred  until  after  the  war. 

In  1942,  payment  of  our  share  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Hospital  debt  was  completed  so  that  the  only  annual  appropria- 
tion now  necessary  is  for  maintenance. 

In  line  with  our  policy  of  last  year,  and  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  new  Superintendent  of  Schools  with  sufficient  funds  to 
carry  out  his  program,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, appropriations  for  1943  amounting  to  $67,673  have  been 
recommended,  representing  an  increase  of  $2,156  over  1942  and 
$6,263  over  1941.  This  figure  does  not  include,  however,  funds 
for  major  repairs  which  are  needed  in  several  of  the  school 
buildings,  but  which  will  have  to  be  deferred  for  the  duration. 

A summary  of  the  recommended  appropriations  for  1943, 
as  compared  with  1942,  is  as  follows : 


This  would  indicate  a saving  of  $9,700.  In  addition,  based  on 
the  Governor’s  recent  budget  message  to  the  legislature,  it  now 
looks  as  though  the  net  amount  of  State  tax  to  be  assessed  to 
the  Town  will  be  slightly  reduced  by  virtue  of  the  sound  finan- 
cial management  of  the  State.  The  decline  in  the  expenses  of 
both  Town  and  State  will  probably  be  more  than  offset,  how- 
ever, through  a reduction  in  other  income  available  to  the  Town 
for  use  on  its  tax  rate.  The  reductions  are  expected  in  the 
assessed  values,  the  excise  tax,  license  fees  and  in  funds  from

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other  sources  which,  taken  together,  will  probably  mean  some 
increase  in  the  rate.

“Under  Article  18  of  the  Town  Warrant  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  last  year  the  action  of  the  meeting  is  correctly 
reported.  The  records  do  not  show,  however,  the  action  lead- 
ing to  the  approval  by  the  Attorney  General,  as  noted,  of  most 
of  the  Building  Code.  In  order  that  the  records  may  be  com- 
plete, this  official  report  is  now  made,  in  accordance  with  the 
unofficial  report  of  the  Moderator  published  in  several  news- 
papers and  posted  publicly  in  the  Town  at  the  time,  that  an  in- 
vestigation by  the  Moderator,  after  conferring  with  the  Town 
Counsel  and  the  Attorney  General’s  Office,  convinced  the  Mod- 
erator that  his  original  ruling  that  the  motion  was  lost  for  lack 
of  two-thirds  vote  was  in  error.  Therefore,  under  the  decision 
of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  the  case  of 
Ogden  v.  Selectmen  of  Freetown,  258  Mass.  139,  the  effect  of 
the  vote  as  recorded  was  that  the  motion  was  carried  and  the 
by-laws  providing  for  a Building  Code  were  adopted  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General  became  effective.

entire  sum,  $12,962.21,  to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Sur- 
plus,” and  the  work  on  the  tank  to  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Water  Department. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a sum  of 


money  for  the  purchase  of:  (1)  a one-half  ton  pick-up  truck, 
(2)  a one  and  a half  ton  dump  truck,  (3)  a blade  for  snow 
removal — these  pieces  of  equipment  to  be  for  the  Highway 
Department,  and  in  connection  with  the  purchase  thereof,  will 
authorize  the  Highway  Surveyor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  to  sell,  trade  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
1934  Ford  pick-up  truck  and  the  1935  Ford  dump  truck,  the 
sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  thereof  to  be  taken  from  Road 
Machinery  Fund,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,900  for  the  purchase  of  (1)  a 2^4  ton  pick-up  truck;  (2)  a 
\y2  ton  dump  truck;  and  (3)  a blade  for  snow  removal;  that 
the  sum  of  $2,900  be  taken  from  “Road  Machinery  Fund” ; that 
in  connection  herewith  the  Town  authorize  the  trade,  sale  or 
other  disposition  of  the  present  1934  pick-up  truck  and  the  1935 
dump  truck ; and  that  the  purchase  be  made  by  the  Highway 
Surveyor  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  defense  of  the  Town,  said  money  to  be 
expended  by  the  Defense  Committee  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  $2,500  for  the  Civilian  defense  of  the  Town,  the 
money  to  be  expended  by  the  Defense  Committee  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  office 
of  Highway  Surveyor  to  that  of  three  Road  Commissioners, 
pursuant  to  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  the  term  of  each 
Commissioner  to  be  for  three  years  and  to  be  effective  with  the 
annual  election  in  1943,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  change  the  office  of  Highway  Sur- 
veyor to  that  of  three  Road  Commissioners  by  abolishing  the 
office  of  Highway  Surveyor  and  providing  for  the  election  of 
three  Road  Commissioners,  pursuant  to  Chapter  41  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  effective  with  the  annual  election  in  1943,  at  which 
time  one  commissioner  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years  and  one  for  three  years  and  thereafter,  one  commis- 
sioner shall  be  elected  each  year  to  serve  for  a term  of  three 
years. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  preparation  of 
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Assessors’  Maps,  the  surveying  and  compilation  to  be  done 
under  the  joint  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$2,000  to  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  Assessors’  Maps,  the 
surveying  and  compliation  work  to  be  done  under  the  joint 
supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a 
public  town  way  under  the  Betterment  Act,  Lakeview  Road 
from  Cochituate  Road  to  Crest  Road,  in  that  part  of  the  Town 
known  as  Cochituate,  as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  as  shown  on  a plan  or  plans  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk ; 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  any  necessary 
land  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise ; and  to  appro- 
priate and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  cover  the  acquisition  of 
such  land  and  the  construction  of  said  way  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  accept  as  a public  way 
under  the  Betterment  Act,  Lakeview  Road,  from  Cochituate 
Road  to  Crest  Road,  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  Cochit- 
uate, as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  shown  in 
plans  by  Everett  Brooks,  dated  January,  1942,  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk;  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to 
acquire  any  necessary  land  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  pur- 
chase or  otherwise ; and  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $2,700  to  cover  the  acquisition  of  such  land  and  the 
construction  of  said  way  or  any  part  thereof,  the  work  to  be 
done  by  the  Highway  Surveyor  under  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  the  sum  of  $2,200  for  the  installation  of  a 6-inch 
water  main  on  Lakeview  Road  for  a distance  of  1,050  feet, 
with  two  hydrants,  three  gates  and  necessary  fittings,  or  do  or 
act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  approprate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $2,200  for  the  installation  of  a 6-inch  water  main  on 
Lakeview  Road  for  a distance  of  1,050  feet,  such  main  to  be 
from  Cochituate  Road  to  Crest  Road  with  two  hydrants,  three 
gates  and  necessary  fittings,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Water  Department. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
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to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Assessors  be  authorized  to  use 
a sum  not  exceeding  $10,000  from  available  funds  in  the  Treas- 
ury toward  the  reduction  of  the  1942  tax  rate. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a committee 
to  study  the  conditions  existing  in  Dudley  Pond  due  to  growth 
of  weeds  therein,  said  committee  to  report  at  -the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appoint  a committee  of  five  to  study 
conditions  existing  in  Dudley  Pond  due  to  the  growth  of  weeds 
therein,  such  a committee  to  be  composed  of  one  member  of  the 
Park  Board,  one  member  of  the  Water  Board,  one  member  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  two  others  to  be  chosen  by  the 
three  members  so  designated,  said  committee  to  report  at  the 
next  Town  Meeting. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  136,  Sections  7 & 8 of  the  General  Laws 
as  amended,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  hereby  accepts  sections 
7 and  8 of  Chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth as  heretofore  amended. 

“The  selectmen  of  a town,  may  grant,  to  any  reputable 
person  who  on  secular  days  is  a retail  dealer  in  frozen 
desserts  and/or  ice  cream  mix,  confectionery,  soda  water 
or  fruit  and  who  does  not  hold  a license  for  the  sale  of 
alcoholic  beverages,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,  a license  to  keep  open  his  place 
of  business  on  the  Lord’s  day  for  the  sale  of  frozen  des- 
serts and/or  ice  cream  mix,  confectionery,  soda  water  or 
fruit.” 

“Every  license  granted  under  the  preceding  section  shall 
specify  the  street  or  place  and  the  number,  if  any,  or  if 
there  is  no  number,  the  location  of  the  place  of  business  in 
which  the  license  is  to  be  exercised,  and  the  license  shall 
not  be  valid  in  any  other  place.  Such  licenses  shall  expire 
on  April  thirtieth  of  each  year;  but  they  may  be  granted 
during  April,  to  take  effect  on  May  first  following.  The 
fee  for  such  license  shall  not  be  more  than  five  dollars  a 
year,  and  it  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  officer  or 
board  granting  the  same.” 
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Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  amend  its  By-laws  by 
adding  to  the  present  By-laws  a new  article,  substantially  as 
follows : “The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  authority  to 
license  suitable  persons  to  be  collectors  of,  dealers  in  or  keepers 
of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals  or 
second-hand  articles,  may  make  rules  and  regulations  relative 
to  their  business,  and  may  provide  for  the  supervision  thereof. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  make  additional  rules,  regulations 
and  restrictions  which  shall  be  expressed  in  all  licenses.  Said 
licenses  may  be  revoked  at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  subject  to  Sec- 
tions 202  to  205  inclusive  of  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws, 
relating  to  the  issuing  of  certain  licenses,  as  provided  in  the 
General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  54,  except  that  societies, 
associations  or  corporations  organized  solely  for  religious  or 
charitable  purposes  and  their  agents  shall  not  be  required  to  pay 
a fee  for  such  licenses,”  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  amend  its  By-laws  by 
adding  to  the  present  By-laws  a new  article,  substantially  as 
follows : 

“The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  authority  to 
license  suitable  persons  to  be  collectors  of,  dealers  in  or 
keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase  , sale  or  barter  of  junk, 
old  metals  or  second-hand  articles,  may  make  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  their  business,  and  may  provide  for 
the  supervision  thereof.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
make  additional  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions  which 
shall  be  expressed  in  all  licenses.  Said  licenses  may  be  re- 
voked at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  subject  to  Sections  202  to 
205  inclusive  of  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  relating 
to  the  issuing  of  certain  licenses,  as  provided  in  the  General 
Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  54,  except  that  societies, 
associations  or  corporations  organized  solely  for  religious 
or  charitable  purposes  and  their  agents  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  a fee  for  such  licenses.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

Mr.  J.  Sidney  Stone  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
James  B.  Ames.  The  appointment  was  made  for  the  period  up 
to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  accordance  with  the 
General  Laws. 

In  addition,  vacancies  have  been  filled  on  the  following 
boards : Mrs.  Theone  H.  Morgan,  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Wayland  Public  Library,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Raymond ; Mr.  Philip  Burbank,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Civilian  Defense  Committee,  replacing  Mr.  L.  V.  Phelan ; Mr. 
John  B.  Holt,  appointed  Local  Administrator  of  War  Trans- 
portation Reserve,  and  also  as  Local  Mileage  Administrator. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  amount  of  work,  now  assigned 
to  the  Rationing  Board,  it  seemed  expedient  to  enlarge  this 
board,  and  two  additional  members  were  appointed ; Mr.  Allan 
R.  Finlay  and  Mr.  Merton  E.  Williams.  We  feel  that  the 
Town  is  deeply  indebted  to  all  the  members  of  this  board,  for 
the  duties  have  entailed  many  long  hours  of  tedious  work. 

Highway  Department 

The  Committee  composed  of  our  Board  and  the  Highway 
Surveyor,  after  receiving  several  bids,  purchased  a new  1J4 
ton  truck  and  a 1941  F2  ton  pick-up  truck  in  accordance  with 
Article  7 of  the  Annual  Town  Warrant. 

Under  the  Betterment  Act,  the  construction  of  Lakeview 
Road  was  nearly  completed.  During  the  spring,  the  additional 
work  of  surfacing  and  seeding  will  be  done. 

Fire  Department 

As  required  under  Chapter  688  of  the  Acts  of  1941,  a for- 
est-fire patrol  for  spring  and  summer  was  established.  Fire 
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Chief,  T.  H.  Harrington,  was  appointed  Forest  Fire  Warden 
by  our  Board  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Fire  Warden. 

Town  Insurance 

The  John  C.  Paige  Company,  General  Agent  for  all  Town 
insurance,  appeared  before  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance 
Rating  Association,  requesting  a reduction  of  fire  insurance 
rates  on  buildings  of  year-round  residents,  located  on  accepted 
streets,  with  hydrant  on  6-inch  water  main.  The  Company 
obtained  a ruling  that  the  special  locality  charge  should  be  re- 
moved, and  all  single- family  dwellings  be  given  the  new  rate  of 
$.27  instead  of  $.90. 

The  Selectmen  notified  all  owners  affected  by  this  new  rul- 
ing and  in  many  cases  a substantial  saving  was  realized. 

We  have  also  placed,  through  our  General  Agent,  liability 
insurance  coverage  on  assemblies  meeting  in  the  Town  Hall, 
the  High  School  and  the  Cochituate  Fire  Station. 

Civilian  Defense 

The  Selectmen  received  many  complaints  that  the  majority 
of  the  Town’s  residents,  in  Precinct  1,  were  unable  to  hear  the 
siren;  and,  since  the  New  England  Telephone  & Telegraph 
Company  could  not  hold  its  operators  responsible  for  the  sound- 
ing of  an  air-raid  alarm,  it  was  considered  imperative  to  relo- 
cate the  siren.  A new  tower  for  the  Fire  Department  was  con- 
structed and  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  the 
siren  was  installed  on  this  tower  in  the  open,  thus  allowing 
maximum  volume. 

Despite  the  many  changes  in  personnel  of  the  Civilian  De- 
fense Committee,  a gradual  improvement  has  developed  this 
into  a smooth  running  organization.  The  finances  of  this  Com- 
mittee have  been  exceptionally  well  handled,  with  the  result 
that  approximately  one-half  of  its  appropriation  for  1942  is 
still  available. 


General 

A recent  inspection  was  conducted  by  the  Engineers  and 
inspectors  of  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Associa- 
tion, of  the  licensed  establishments  in  our  Town,  and  the  few 
recommendations  in  these  reports  are  being  complied  with  by 
the  owners. 

The  bounds  between  the  Town  of  Framingham  and  Way- 
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land  were  perambulated  and  the  boundary  stones  marked  in 
accordance  with  the  General  Laws. 

Anticipating  the  fuel  oil  shortage,  the  Board  converted  the 
oil-burning  unit  in  the  Town  Hall  to  a coal-burning  stoker  unit. 
This  change  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  The  east  end  of  the 
Hearing-Room  has  been  partitioned  and  now  serves  as  an  office 
for  the  Tax  Collector. 

Within  the  past  year,  the  Selectmen  presented  the  “Boston 
Post  Cane”  to  Mr.  Daniel  Brackett,  our  oldest  citizen.  Mr. 
Brackett  is  now  ninety-one  years  of  age  and  is  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

We  are  proud  of  the  well-organized  Wayland  Unit  of  the 
State  Guard,  67th  Company,  under  the  leadership  of  Captain 
John  W.  Leavitt.  The  response  for  recruits  for  this  new 
organization  has  been  grattifying  and  the  weekly  drill  in  the 
Natick  Armory,  together  with  the  summer  and  fall  outdoor 
maneuvers  for  training  has  been  of  great  interest  and  benefit 
to  the  members. 

Due  to  the  increased  patronage  of  the  bus  lines,  it  has  been 
suggested  that  a portable  shelter  be  constructed  at  the  junction 
of  Cochituate  Road  and  State  Road  East.  The  Board  has  re- 
ferred this  matter  to  the  Park  Commissioners  and  they  are  to 
supervise  its  construction. 

We  are  glad  to  report  again  that  the  Town  has  kept  within 
its  budget,  without  the  necessity  of  extra  Town  Meetings.  The 
Selectmen  again  wish  to  thank  all  Town  officials  and  employees 
for  their  continued  co-operation.

The  1941  Legislature  makes  it  compulsory  on  the  Assessors 
to  classify,  with  the  assent  of  the  owner,  all  forest  land  which 
does  not  in  value  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre  or  is 
otherwise  used.  The  law  establishes  a system  of  valuing  and 
taxing  classified  forest  land  different  from  that  which  is 
required  for  other  real  estate.  A production  tax  and  a land  tax 
may  be  levied.  The  production  tax  on  a sliding  scale  of  one 
per  cent  up  to  six  per  cent ; the  valuation  on  a scale  of  ninety 
per  cent  down  to  ten  per  cent.  Presumably  this  method  of  tax- 
ation is  in  favor  of  the  tax  payer.  To  encourage  a growth  of 
commercial  forest  products  is  undoubtedly  good  policy.  How 
far  owners  of  forest  land  will  go  in  this  direction  depends  on 
hw  much  they  are  willing  to  do  for  posterity. 

In  case  of  lands,  a part  of  which  is  suitable  for  forest  land 
and  a part  not  suitable,  either  because  it  is  swamp  or  used  or 
may  be  used  for  other  purposes,  the  Assessors  must  divide  the 
land  accordingly  and  describe  the  part  to  be  classified  with  suf- 
ficient accuracy  for  identification.  This  means  the  services  of 
an  engineer  which  in  time  means  money.  Therefore,  having 
no  funds,  we  did  little  in  the  matter  in  the  past  year.  And  in 
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view  of  the  fact  that  the  town  has  ordered  a survey  and  plot- 
ting of  all  individual  holdings  of  real  estate,  the  Assessors  are 
of  the  opinion  that  in  the  current  year,  we  should  go  slow  in  the 
matter  of  classifying  forest  lands,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  town,  doing  only  enough  to  defy  the  District  Attorney. 

If  anyone  is  especially  interested  in  forestry,  we  suggest 
he  contact  the  State  Forester. 

Note : It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  tax  on  State  owned  land 
is  reflected  in  estimated  receipts — “In  Lieu  of  Taxes.”

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JOINT  REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLANB  BOARD  OF 

ASSESSORS  AND  PLANNING  BOARD 
For  the  Year  1942 


The  preparation  of  Assessors’  Maps  was  by  far  the  most 
important  project  launched  in  1942  under  joint  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board.  After  care- 
ful consideration  the  Boards  jointtly  selected  Mr.  Everett  M. 
Brooks  of  Newtonville  as  Civil  Engineer  in  charge.  Most  of 
our  efforts  during  the  first  six  months,  moreover,  went  into 
setting  up  the  many  details  of  may  layouts,  size,  indexing,  and 
so  on,  which  are  so  essential  to  the  clarity  and  usefulness  of 
finished  maps.  The  maps  themselves  will  consist  of  about  55 
separate  sectional  maps  which,  on  completion  some  time  in  the 
future,  will  fit  together  into  one  large  accurate  map  of  the 
whole  Town.  Each  sectional  map,  which  covers  an  area  of 
about  250  acres,  shows  the  boundaries  of  individual  house  lots 
and  other  lands,  the  area  and  frontage  of  each  lot,  the  name  of 
the  owner,  the  locatiton  and  nature  of  buildings  situated  there- 
on, and  other  pertinent  information.  In  addition,  these  maps 
are  planned  in  such  a way  as  to  make  possible  an  eventually 
complete  and  flexible  plan  for  house  numbering  in  the  Town. 

During  1942  six  of  these  sectional  maps  were  completed 
and  five  others  partially  completed.  In  the  north  end  of  the 
Town  the  area  covered  by  the  completed  work  is  a section  along 
the  Weston  line,  about  three-quarters  of  a mile  wide  east  and 
west,  and  extending  from  the  Lincoln  line  on  the  north  to  State 
Road  on  the  south.  The  western  boundary  of  this  section  is 
roughly  Concord  Road  from  the  Lincoln  line  to  Lincoln  Road 
and  then  a line  southerly  to  State  Road,  lying  100-300  fest  west 
of  Draper  Road.  In  Cochituate  the  completed  work  covers  the 
Mansion  Inn,  Shore  Acres,  and  part  of  the  Castle  Gate  devel- 
opment areas,  to  the  west  and  southwest  of  Dudley  Pond. 
Because  of  the  far  greater  number  of  buildings  and  separate 
lots  involved,  the  area  covered  in  the  southernpart  of  the  Town, 
while  smaller,  required  approximately  as  much  time  to  corn- 
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plete  as  all  the  rest  of  the  area  covered  during  1942.  All  of 
the  work  completed  during  this  first  year  may  be  seen  and  con- 
sulted at  the  Town  Hall  at  any  time  during  Assessors’  office 
hours,  and  we  urge  the  townspeople  to  make  full  use  of  these 
valuable  maps. 

A thoughtful  glance  at  these  maps  clearly  shows  the  im- 
mense amount  of  survey  and  other  work  that  has  been  done. 
More  important,  it  shows  their  real  value  to  the  Town  as  a 
whole  and  its  residents  individually.  Any  property  owner 
who,  for  any  reason,  requires  an  accurate  survey  of  his  prop- 
erty will  find  the  cost  of  such  a survey  greatly  reduced  by  this 
work.  Moreover,  they  provide  an  accurate  basis  for  all  future 
Town  improvement  projects.  Finally,  by  outlining  more  accur- 
ately the  ownership  of  each  piece  of  property,  they  provide  a 
fairer  basis  for  tax  assessments.  In  fact,  the  experience  of 
other  towns  which  have  prepared  such  maps  has  occasionally 
been  that  enough  previously  unassessed  land  has  been  discovered 
by  the  surveys  to  yield  new  taxes  equal  to  a significant  part  of 
the  actual  cost  of  preparing  the  maps. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  and  Planning  Board  feel  that  this 
report  would  not  be  complete  without  mention  of  the  fact  that, 
in  preparing  these  maps  Mr.  Brooks,  because  of  his  keen  inter- 
est, has  contributed  a large  amount  of  his  personal  time  at  no 
cost  to  the  Town,  over  and  above  the  regular  compensation  to 
his  organization  for  survey  work. 

The  Boards  jointly  look  forward  to  extending  this  valuable 
work  on  Assessors’  Maps  to  additional  areas  during  1943.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
For  the  Year  1942 


In  additional  to  its  work  in  connection  with  Assessors’ 
Maps  the  Planning  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  acting  under  powers  of  sub-division  control  granted 
by  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  made  a layout  for  a 
proposed  sub-division  of  the  area  on  the  north  side  of  State 
Road  East  and  between  White  Road  and  the  Sanderson  prop- 
erty ; also  a proposed  relocation  of  the  road  to  be  known  as 
Rich  Valley  Road  on  the  latter  property.  This  latter  relocation 
project,  which  was  put  into  effect  during  the  year,  should  facili- 
tate the  future  development  of  this  area  to  the  advantage  of  all 
abutting  property  owners. 

During  the  past  year  increasing  restrictions  on  normal 
civilian  activities  finally  produced  two  conditions  which  altered 
considerably  the  policy  of  the  Planning  Board  with  respects  to 
new  projects.  The  practical  elimination  of  home  building  and 
of  so-called  Chapter  90  highway  maintenance  and  construction 
work,  not  only  put  an  end  to  sub-division  layout  projects,  but 
also  increased  the  desirability  of  putting  our  emphasis  on  road 
and  sidewalk  improvement  projects  to  encourage  the  most  effec- 
tive use  of  the  Town’s  Highway  Department  equipment  and 
manpower.  Projects  not  requiring  scarce  road-surfacing  ma- 
terials seemed  particularly  desirable.  With  this  in  mind,  the 
Planning  Board  surveyed  numerous  possible  projects  and 
selected  several  of  these  for  which  proposed  improvement  lay- 
outs have  been  drawn  up  out  of  the  Board’s  funds  available 
during  the  year.  Some  of  these  have  already  progressed  to  the 
point  where  actual  Highway  Department  work  may  be  started 
on  them  early  in  1943.  Others  may  be  put  into  effect  later  in 
the  year,  or  used  as  a basis  for  possible  post-war  public  works 
projects. 

The  net  effect  of  carrying  out  these  projects  should  be  a 
marked  increase  in  safety  and  convenience  for  the  townspeople 
and  others,  not  only  autoists  but  also  bicyclists  and  pedestrians. 
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In  laying  out  these  projects  careful  consideration  has  been 
given  by  the  Planning  Board  to  preservation  of  the  rural  nature 
and  rustic  beauty  of  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  hopes 
that  funds  appropriated  for  its  use  in  1943  will  be  adequate  to 
continue  this  work. 

Late  in  the  year,  severe  restrictions  on  the  use  of  automo- 
biles under  war  conditions  greatly  increased  the  use  of  inter- 
urban  bus  services.  Under  these  conditions  the  Planning  Board 
recognized  the  serious  need  for  a bus  station  shelter  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Cochituate  Road  and  State  Road.  Immediate  construc- 
tion of  such  a shelter  has  been  strongly  recommended  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  provided  in 
the  very  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1942 


The  year  of  1942  showed  a sharp  decline  in  the  number  of 
calls  on  the  Wayland  Fire  Department.  There  were  102  calls 
in  1942,  as  against  152  in  1941. 

There  were  30  fires  in  buildings.  This  included  chimney, 
oil  burner  and  electric  motors.  Woodland,  grass  and  brush 
areas  accounted  for  54  calls  which  figure  was  27  less  than  the 
previous  year. 

This  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  a forest  fire  patrol 
was  maintained  during  the  very  dry  period  in  the  spring.  This 
patrol  car,  plainly  marked,  acted  as  a warning  to  residents  of 
the  hazard  which  existed.  Several  small  fires  were  spotted  and 
cared  for  by  this  patrol  and  many  fires  in  incinerators  and  back 
yards  were  investigated.  The  Engineers  feel  that  the  small 
amount  of  money  used  to  maintain  this  patrol  was  well  spent. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  extra  caution 
to  prevent  the  occurence  of  needless  fires.  Almost  all  fires  are 
preventable.  We  are  seriously  undermanned,  having  lost  heav- 
ily from  the  regular  force  and  the  Auxiliaries,  as  a large  num- 
ber of  men  are  in  the  armed  forces  and  others  away  from  town 
on  defense  work. 

A 45- foot  ladder  and  considerable  small  equipment  have 
been  purchased  which  have  helped  to  make  the  department 
more  efficient. 

All  apparatus  is  in  fine  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  general  appropriation  for  Highways  and  Bridges  was 
used  for  gravelling,  brush  cutting,  roadside  cleaning  and  clear- 
ing of  drainage  systems. 


It  was  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  obtain  a govern- 
ment release  in  order  to  purchase  Bituminous  materials.  Appli- 
cation was  made  for  a total  of  56,000  gallons,  of  which  40,000 
were  granted.  This  amount  was  distributed  as  surface  treat- 
ment on  the  following : 


Pemberton  Road 
West  Plain  Street 
Pine  Brook  Road 
River  Road 
Sherman  Bridge  Road 
Millbrook  Road  was  widened, 


Pelham  Island  Road 
Plain  Road 
Pine  Ridge  Road 
School  Street 
Connecticut  Path 
regraded,  gravelled  and  surfaced. 


All  construction  on  Lakeview  Road  has  been  completed 
with  the  exception  of  a small  amount  of  fine  grading. 


Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  sections  of  Common- 
wealth Road,  East  and  West,  Connecticut  Path,  Concord  Road, 
Sudbury  Road,  and  Main  Street,  at  Wayland  Center  were  sur- 
face treated.  Drainage  systems  were  cleaned,  brush  out  and 
railings  repaired  on  all  Chapter  90  roads. 


Necessary  repairs  were  made  on  sidewalks  throughout  the 
town.  Approximately  one  thousand  feet  of  sidewalk  is  under 
construction  on  the  Concord  Road,  which,  when  completed,  will 
eliminate  a hazardous  condition. 


On  Pine  Ridge  Road,  we  have  erected  550  feet  of  new 
fence,  consisting  of  cement  posts  and  2x6  railings. 

A priority  was  granted  by  the  War  Production  Board  for 
the  purchase  of  a 2-ton  Chevrolet  Dump  Truck  which  was 
obtained  from  Cochituate  Motors.  In  regard  to  a new  Ford 
Pick-Up  truck,  the  priority  was  denied  by  both  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board  and  the  Board  of  Appeals,  due  to  the  fact  that 
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these  trucks  are  considered  necessary  to  direct  War  effort.  A 
1941  Chevrolet  Pick-Up  truck  was  therefore  purchased  at  Way- 
land  Motors.  A 9-foot  reversible  blade  was  added  to  our  snow 
removal  equipment. 

In  May,  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain  a 
gasoline  pump  and  storage  tank  which  was  installed  at  the 
Highway  Department  Garage.  This  has  meant  a saving  of 
approximately  Sy2  cents  per  gallon,  plus  the  convenience  of 
having  an  available  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
For  the  Year  1942 


The  Welfare  Department  has  operated  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  described  in  last  year’s  report.  The  increase  in  the  Old 
Age  Assistance  minimum  went  into  effect  in  May  and  all  recip- 
ients have  been  put  upon  a budget  basis  as  required  by  the  State 
authorities. 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  have  increased,  slightly, 
from  88  cases  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  92  at  the  end.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  increase  hereafter  will  be  small  and  that  the 
entire  load  will  remain  nearly  the  same,  as  Social  Security  help 
should  soon  begin  to  be  effective. 

The  General  Welfare  load  has  materially  decreased,  begin- 
ning in  the  Spring  when  the  results  of  available  War  Work 
resulted  in  the  employment  of  nearly  all  employables.  The 
amount  now  being  expended  has  reached  nearly  an  irriducible 
minimum  and  should  so  remain  as  long  as  War  Work  continues 
to  furnish  employment  to  all  those  able  and  willing  to  work. 

The  usual  statistics  and  accounting  of  departmental  expen- 
ditures and  reimbursements  appear  in  this  report  and  in  the 
figures  of  the  Town  Accountant  and  Town  Treasurer.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  expenditures  at  the  lowest 
point  commensurate  with  fair  treatment  of  the  unfortunates 
who  must  rely  upon  welfare  in  order  to  survive  and,  in  particu- 
lar, so  that  those  too  young  to  be  responsible  for  their  position 
will  not  suffer  for  the  fault  of  their  parents  or  the  lack  of 
financially  responsible  relatives. 

The  interests  of  the  Town  in  collecting  wherever  respon- 
sibility lies,  with  the  State  or  other  municipalities,  has  been 
diligently  protected  and  we  believe  that  the  Town  should  realize 
that  the  operation  of  the  department  is,  in  our  opinion,  upon  an 
efficient  basis  and  well  organized  to  do  its  duty  wisely  and 
humanely. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr.  James  B.  Ames, 
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now  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  U.  S.,  but  feel  we  were  very 
fortunate  to  get  Mr.  Stone’s  appointment  to  fill  out  his  term. 
We  have  received  a lot  of  co-operation  and  help  from  the 
merchants  and  others  in  the  Town  and  wish  them  to  know  that 
we  greatly  appreciate  their  assistance. 

The  following  report  shows  the  gross  expenditures  of  each 
category  of  Relief,  and  the  administrative  expenditures  also, 
with  the  reimbursements  received  from  various  sources  and  the 
net  cost  in  each  case.  The  later  tables  give  a comprehensive 
idea  of  the  case  loads  with  an  average  monthly  cost  per  case  in 
comparison  with  the  same  figures  for  last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Wayland : 

I submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  your 
schools.  The  work  of  the  past  year  has  continued  in  a regular 
and  satisfactory  manner.  I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
accompanying  statistics,  the  reports  of  my  assistants,  and  sev- 
eral other  matters  which  deserve  your  attention. 

Wayland  schools  opened  for  the  year  1942-43  school  year 
September  9th.  Three  new  teachers  were  employed  to  fill 
vacancies  in  the  system.  Miss  Ann  Hodgeman  and  Miss 
Genevieve  Beech  were  assigned  to  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades 
respectively  at  the  Center  school.  Miss  Rhoda  Crowell  was 
assigned  to  the  high  school,  as  a military  substitute  for  Mr. 
Clifford  Orr  now  with  the  U.  S.  Army. 

Army  curriculum  specialists  working  under  the  joint  direc- 
tion of  the  war  department  and  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education 
have  prepared  a series  of  manuals  to  enable  teachers  to  provide 
instruction  which  will  result  in  the  development  of  understand- 
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in g and  skills  fundamental  to  a number  of  Army  specialties. 
Our  schools  are  cooperating  with  this  program. 

New  Arithmetic,  Art,  Health,  Language  Study,  Reading, 
Science  and  Social  Study  books  were  purchased  for  use  in 
grades  1-8.  Biology  and  Science  books  were  also  purchased 
for  the  high  school. 

The  floors  in  the  Cochituate  and  Wayland  Center  schools 
were  cleaned,  filled  and  waxed  during  the  summer  vacation. 
The  buildings  are  now  considerably  cleaner  and  pleasanter 
places  to  work  in.  All  necessary  repairs  and  replacements  were 
made  during  the  year. 

A motion  picture  projector  was  given  to  the  schools  by  the 
Woman’s  Club  and  Parent  Teachers  Association  of  the  town. 
The  value  of  this  gift  will  become  more  apparent  as  the  use  of 
the  machine  increases.  Screens  were  purchased  by  the  School 
Committee  for  classroom  and  assembly  hall  use.  A Bausch  & 
Lomb  Combination  Balopticon  has  also  been  purchased  for  use 
in  furthering  our  visual  education  program. 

The  North  Wayland  Water  Row  bus  routes  were  awarded 
to  Mr.  Thomas  McManus.  This  new  bus  service  has  proved 
very  satisfactory  this  past  fall. 

Conditions  brought  about  by  the  war  delayed  the  opening 
of  the  Dental  Clinic.  The  services  of  Dr.  Rawding  of  Wal- 
tham were  secured,  and  the  work  at  the  Clinic  was  resumed  at 
once  with  very  favorable  results. 

I wish,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
chairman  and  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  the 
support  they  have  given  in  the  administration  of  the  schools. 
The  accomplishments  of  the  year  have  been  made  possible  by 
reason  of  the  helpfulness  and  cooperation  which  the  Committee 
has  extended  at  all  times. 

I am  deeply  grateful  to  all  who  have  assisted  so  willingly 
in  the  affairs  of  the  school  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


School  music  has  been  changing  noticeably  along  with  the 
newer  ideas  of  learning.  Although  sight  singing  is  still  a major 
factor,  rhythmics,  listening  lessons,  creative  expression,  and 
correlation  with  other  studies  expand  the  program.  We  are 
providing  a variety  of  music  activities  to  discover  the  best 
medium  through  which  each  child  can  express  himself.  The 
teachers  have  cooperated  splendidly.  Our  Superintendent  is 
now  considering  a more  intergrated  program, — listening  lessons 
through  the  new  visible  and  auditory  equipment  available  and 
new  music  books  adapted  to  help  to  accomplish  our  aims.  We 
have  inter-class  “concerts”  and  plays. 

This  is  my  first  year  working  at  the  High  School.  The 
one  forty-minute-period  a week  is  inadequate.  I recommend 
an  assembly  period  of  community,  and  a carefully  adapted 
music  appreciation  course  for  those  who  can  qualify,  also  a 
special  chorus. 

I especially  want  to  thank  the  parents  who  are  having  their 
children  take  instrumental  lessons  and  those  who  sing  with  their 
children  and  listen  to  their  musical  experiences.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


I herewith  submit  my  second  report  as  Art  Supervisor  of 
the  Wayland  Schools. 

Whenever  possible  we  have  tried  to  correlate  our  art  pro- 
gram with  the  times.  We  have  tried  to  strengthen  national 
morale  by  making  posters  on  ways  and  means  in  which  the  child 
and  home  as  civilians  can  play  a vital  part  in  the  war  effort. 
The  good  neighbor  policy  with  the  Latin  Americas  has  been 
stressed  and  problems  and  projects  pertaining  to  this  subject 
have  been  developed.  These  problems  present  such  an  interest- 
ing and  broad  field  of  study  that  it  seems  expedient  to  give  them 
an  important  place  in  our  program.  Most  of  the  children  have 
such  a keen  interest  and  knowledge  in  world  affairs  at  the  pres- 
ent time  that  they  are  eager  to  participate  in  any  project  relat- 
ing to  current  events. 

The  corridor  in  the  Grammar  School  in  Wayland  has  a 
mural  which  was  designed,  drawn,  and  colored  by  the  Junior 
High  Group.  School  sports  is  the  subject.  At  Christmas  the 
windows  in  the  corridor  were  designed  and  painted  by  the 
Junior  High  Students.  They  used  the  old  and  new  spirit  of 
Christmas  as  the  theme.  These  activities  give  an  opportunity 
for  group  work  and  develop  a spirit  of  cooperation  which  is  so 
vital  now. 

This  year  we  have  resumed  classes  in  mechanical  drawing 
in  the  High  School.  Though  the  work  is  of  an  elementary 
nature,  in  view  of  the  times  it  seems  pertinent  that  this  subject 
is  again  being  given  a place  in  the  curriculum. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you,  as  Super- 
intendent, to  the  School  Committee,  and  the  townspeople  for 
cooperation  and  help  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 


The  Physical  Education  Program  of  the  Way  land  and 
Cochituate  Schools  consists  of  marching,  calisthenics,  singing 
games,  team  games  and  rhythms.  This  program  of  necessity  is 
carried  on  in  the  classroom  during  winter  months.  When  it  is 
possible,  the  program  of  these  schools  is  conducted  out-of-doors. 
Thus,  giving  the  children  the  benefit  of  the  sun  and  fresh  air 
and  the  added  advantage  of  large  muscular  activity,  which  is 
more  beneficial  inasmuch  as  it  allows  them  to  return  to  the 
classroom  and  settle  down  to  their  work  with  renewed  energy. 

At  a recent  Physical  Education  Conference  held  at  the 
Boston  Teachers’  College,  the  emphasis  was  placed  upon  build- 
ing up  sound  bodies  in  our  American  youth.  The  program 
includes  setting-up  exercises  and  exercises  aimed  at  promoting 
coordination  and  strength.  Our  Physical  Education  Program 
consequently  must  give  to  our  children  the  fundamentals  so  that 
always  they  may  be  physically  fit.  The  program,  as  yet,  is  in 
its  formative  state.  However,  the  Federal  Government  is  giv- 
ing to  each  school  a course  of  study  covering  what  they  feel  is 
necessary  in  helping  to  achieve  this  high  standard. 

The  High  School  Program  in  Physical  Education  is  com- 
pulsory for  the  first  two  years  only.  However,  members  of  the 
upper  classes  are  eligible  to  elect  the  course  if  they  so  desire. 
The  Program  is  carried  on  in  the  gymnasium  and  consists  of 
recreational  as  well  as  the  formal  phase  of  Physical  Education. 

The  girl’s  basketball  team  has  been  formed  for  this  year 
and  although  curtailed  in  its  scope  due  to  transportation  facili- 
ties, nevertheless  is  providing  a stimulating  recreation  and  pro- 
moting a fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  comradeship.

As  in  previous  years,  again  I wish  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  the  parents  of  the  students  the  large  number  of  defective 
teeth.  Many  of  these  defects  are  due  to  indifferent  care  which 
can  be  attended  to  in  the  home  without  dental  aid. 

While  there  are  a large  number  of  defective  tonsils  this 
condition  is  fairly  satisfactory.  There  have  been  sporadic  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  school  year.  Whooping  Cough  has 
been  quite  prevalent  and  Measles  have  had  quite  a run  during 
the  last  few  weeks. 

Skin  conditions  have  been  kept  at  a minimum. 

I sincerely  appreciate,  as  in  former  years,  the  cooperative 
spirit  connected  with  this  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


I hereby  submit  my  annual  school  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1942. 

As  often  as  possible  a daily  visit  has  been  made  to  each  of 
the  schools,  and  a home  visit  or  a telephone  call  has  been  made 
whenever  a child  had  been  absent  three  days. 

Dr.  Sparks  was  assisted  in  making  his  annual  physical 
examination  of  each  child  and,  as  heretofore,  notices  of  defects 
were  sent  to  the  parents.  One  child  was  referred  to  the  Boston 
Dispensary  following  the  physical  examination. 

Last  spring  Dr.  Dahill  was  assisted  in  giving  the  Toxoid 
Treatments  to  prevent  diphtheria. 

Sight  tests  were  given  to  all  of  the  children  in  the  grades, 
and  if  a pupil  was  found  to  have  defective  vision,  a follow-up 
home  visit  was  made.  Each  child  was  weighed  and  measured 
every  three  months. 

Our  dental  clinic  is  well  under  way,  and  many  cases  have 
been  attended  to. 

A pre-school  conference  for  children  entering  school  last 
September  was  held  during  the  month  of  August.  Dr.  Dahill 
was  in  charge.  Some  of  the  pre-school  group  had  been  exam- 
ined by  the  family  physician. 

Two  cases  of  maltreatment  were  found  in  the  Center 
School  early  in  the  year.  These  were  reported  to  the  M.  S.  P. 
C.  C.  Other  cases  were  also  reported  to  this  society. 

Arrangements  were  made  at  some  of  the  local  Tonsil  and 
Adenoid  Hospital  Clinics  to  have  seventeen  of  our  school 
children  taken  care  of.  Ten  others  were  taken  care  of  by  their 
family  physician.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  WAYLAND 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  Library  was  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  J.  Fred  Wheeler, 
who  had  served  for  many  years  as  assistant,  step  in  as  acting 
Librarian  upon  the  death  of  our  former  Librarian,  Miss  Mar- 
garet Wheeler.  The  trustees  and  townspeople  are  very  much 
indebted  to  her  for  her  co-operation  and  timely  help  during  a 
difficult  period. 

In  the  middle  of  August,  Miss  Ruth  Buchan  took  over  the 
duties  of  Librarian.  She  brings  an  excellent  background  of 
training  and  experience  to  her  new  position.  After  graduation 
from  the  Springfield  Library  Training  School,  she  worked  two 
years  as  Assistant  Librarian  in  Auburndale  and  four  years  in 
the  main  Newton  Library. 

Theone  H.  Morgan  was  appointed  as  trustee  to  fill  the 
vacancy  left  by  the  resignation  of  Elizabeth  Raymond  in  May. 
John  Wight  and  George  Bogren  both  resigned  as  trustees  upon 
their  entry  into  the  armed  forces. 

The  trustees  feel  that  the  recent  change  in  layout  in  the 
Children’s  Room  is  a real  improvement.  For  some  time,  that 
part  of  the  Library  has  needed  attention  and  with  the  lowering 
of  book  cases  and  re-arrangement  of  furniture,  the  room  is 
much  better  suited  to  the  needs  of  young  readers.  Many  people 
have  been  enthusiastic  in  their  co-operation  with  the  Librarian 
in  this  project.  Their  contributions  have  included  gay  drap- 
eries to  brighten  up  the  children’s  corner  and  Christmas  greens 
and  other  decorations  for  the  holiday  season. 

The  flowers  donated  by  citizens  of  the  town  have  added 
greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  those  who  use  the  Library.  The 
Garden  Club  has  very  generously  contributed  a plant  or  flower 
arrangement  each  month. 

A few  minor  changes  have  been  made  in  the  main  room 
for  the  purpose  of  better  serving  the  needs  of  the  borrowers. 

For  many  years,  Mr.  Shaw,  a trustee,  took  great  interest 
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in  the  Library,  particularly  in  the  upkeep  of  the  building,  and 
the  present  trustees  feel  that  the  town  should  know  that  during 
Mr.  Shaw’s  term,  most  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  build- 
ing was  paid  by  him  personally.  Since  his  death,  very  little  has 
been  spent  for  this  purpose.  As  a result,  there  are  several 
rather  costly  repairs  facing  the  trustees,  such  as  the  painting  of 
the  exterior  trim,  painting  of  the  interior,  a complete  new  heat- 
ing plant  and  modernization  of  the  lighting  in  the  reading  room 
and  at  the  desk.  In  all  probability,  these  repairs  must  wait  for 
the  duration,  but  they  will  have  to  be  done  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment. 

A change  in  the  schedule  of  hours  has  been  authorized  by 
the  trustees.  Because  of  war,  and  at  least  for  the  winter,  it 
has  seemed  desirable  to  close  the  Library  evenings  and  to  be 
open  during  the  day.  For  some  months,  the  Librarian  has  kept 
accurate  figures  on  the  number  of  people  using  the  Library  and 
at  what  hours.  As  a result,  the  following  schedule  has  been 
adopted : 

Wayland  Library 

Monday  10  A.  M.  - 6 P.  M.  Wednesday  10  A.  M.  - 6 P.  M. 

Saturday  10  A.  M.  - 8 P.  M. 

Cochituate  Reading  Room 

Monday,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  Friday:  2 P.  M.  - 5 P.  M. 

Saturday  2.30  P.  M.  - 9 P.  M. 

Being  open  in  the  morning  hours  in  Wayland  has  two 
advantages : that  of  making  the  Library  available  to  the  schools 
and  of  combining  a shopping  trip  with  one  to  the  Library.  If 
it  seems  desirable  to  be  open  evenings  during  the  summer,  the 
hours  will  be  changed  for  that  period. 

The  trustees  have  turned  over  the  use  of  the  large  base- 
ment room  in  Wayland  to  the  Civilian  Defense  Organizattion 
for  the  duration. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  trustees  to  further  extend  the  services 
of  the  Library.  We  are  proud  of  the  institution  and  feel  that, 
particularly  in  these  troubled  times,  it  has  much  to  offer  every 
citizen  of  the  town.  Many  communities  have  shown  its  interest 
by  forming  a “Friends  of  the  Library”  group  which  forms  a 
nucleus  to  carry  out  various  projects  for  the  Library.  A cam- 
paign to  make  every  taxpayer  an  active  borrower  could  be 
undertaken  by  such  a group. 
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As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  Treasurer  has  omitted  a 
separate  report,  since  all  the  figures  can  be  found  in  the  Report 
of  the  Town  Accountant.

Librarian’s  Report 


My  report  this  year  will  be,  of  necessity,  brief.  Having 
been  here  only  a few  months,  I do  not  feel  the  statistics  I could 
give  at  this  time  would  present  a true  picture  of  the  facts.  The 
registration  of  borrowers,  begun  for  the  first  time  in  October, 
is  not  complete ; and  the  Book  Stock  report  will  not  be  accurate 
until  we  are  able  to  take  a complete  inventory.  The  circulation 
figures  follow :

Since  October  we  have  been  getting  our  books  at  a better 
discount,  and  so  we  expect  to  have  more  books  for  you  from 
now  on.  There  will  be  lists  from  time  to  time  in  the  local 
papers,  on  the  bulletin  board  at  the  Post  Office,  and  copies  for 
distribution  in  the  libraries.  Technical  or  other  books  of  limited 
interest,  which  we  cannot  afford  to  purchase,  can  often  be  bor- 
rowed from  the  Division  of  Public  Libraries  in  Boston  or  from 
a neighboring  town.  We  have  borrowed  30  books  through  this 
service  since  September. 

Your  library  system  is  run  at  a cost  to  the  town  of  approx- 
imately $1.04  per  capita.  This  is  about  two-thirds  of  what  it 
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should  be  according  to  library  standards.  We  are  able  to  func- 
tion only  through  the  generosity  of  friends  of  the  past  who 
were  eager  to  see  our  library  flourish  and  so  left  funds  to  help 
out.  The  Wayland  Free  Public  Library  was  the  second  public 
library  to  be  founded  in  this  country.  Since  1848  the  people  of 
Wayland  have  realized  the  importance  of  a public  library,  and 
have  given  it  their  support.  In  this  time  of  war,  we  will  find 
it  more  valuable  than  ever,  whether  we  go  to  it  to  borrow  a 
mystery  for  the  dim-out  hours,  a technical  book  to  help  on  a 
new  job,  or  a book  on  post-war  planning  for  a better  world. 

The  town  is  fortunate  in  having  such  actively  interested 
members  on  its  board  of  trustees  and  I am  most  thankful  to 
them  for  all  the  help  and  encouragement  they  have  given  me. 
I want  to  thank  the  townspeople,  too,  for  being  always  so  pleas- 
ant and  appreciative. 

Don’t  forget  the  Victory  Book  Campaign.  Your  service 
men  still  want  books — Good  books  in  good  condition.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  BOARD  OF  PARK 
COMMISSIONERS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1942 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

The  Park  Board  expresses  its  appreciation  for  the  co-oper- 
ation of  local  residents  in  helping  the  Board  provide  facilities 
for  wholesome  recreation  for  the  townspeople,  and  maintain 
the  Park  plots  of  the  town  in  an  attractive  condition. 

Both  the  tennis  courts,  baseball  diamonds,  and  football 
fields  in  each  section  of  the  community  were  used  extensively 
during  the  season. 

The  bathing  beach  at  Dudley  Pond  was  operated  during 
the  season  under  the  supervision  of  a life  guard.  Mr.  Lynch 
represented  the  Park  Board  on  the  special  committee  to  inves- 
tigate into  the  weed  situation  at  the  pond.  The  Park  Board 
believes  that  toilet  facilities  are  urgently  needed  at  the  Dudley 
Pond  Bathing  Beach  and  hopes  to  complete  this  project  as  soon 
as  possible. 

At  Adams  Park  at  the  Mill  Pond,  a new  skating  shelter 
has  been  built,  to  a large  extent  by  volunteers,  and  there  has 
been  further  improvement  by  grading  and  clearing  up  debris. 
Skating  facilities  at  the  Pond  have  been  improved  and  main- 
tained with  generous  assistance  in  work  and  funds  from  the 
Wayland  Playground  Association  group  headed  by  Mr.  Hugh 
Colliton. 

Although  it  has  been  more  difficult  this  year  to  secure  help 
in  mowing  the  grass  plots  and  doing  other  Park  department 
work  because  of  the  labor  shortage,  the  Board  is  very  grateful 
to  those  who  have  helped  to  improve  the  Park  property.  The 
Board  has  continued  its  policy  of  improving  Park  property  by 
the  removal  of  brush,  debris,  and  grading  whenever  possible. 

The  Highway  Department  has  co-operated  with  the  Board 
in  moving  and  storing  the  Park  benches,  and  by  assisting  with 
grading  and  filling  at  Adams  Park  at  the  Mill  Pond. 
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The  Park  Board  Regulations  are  printed  below  for  the 
information  of  local  residents. 

The  Board  again  expresses  its  appreciation  for  the  co-oper- 
tion  of  everyone  who  has  assisted  in  its  activities  and  in  devel- 
oping the  recreational  facilities  of  the  town.

WAYLAND  PARK  BOARD  REGULATIONS 
General  Regulations 

Within  the  public  parks,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of 
the  Park  Board,  it  is  forbidden  and  prohibited : 

1.  To  dump  or  otherwise  place  or  leave  within  the  bounds 
of  any  such  park  any  rubbish  or  refuse  of  any  kind. 

2.  To  remove  loam,  gravel  or  earth  of  any  kind  from  any 
such  park. 

3.  To  cut  or  injure  in  any  way  any  tree,  shrub  or  other 
plant. 

4.  To  injure  or  deface  any  fence  or  other  structure,  or  any 
equipment. 

5.  To  dig  holes  in  or  otherwise  deface  any  such  park. 

6.  To  remove,  alter,  deface,  destroy  or  otherwise  tamper 
with  any  sign  erected  by  the  Park  Board. 

7.  To  discharge  firearms  of  any  kind. 

8.  To  in  any  way  molest  nests  of  birds. 

9.  To  hunt  in  any  such  park  or  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  birds 
or  animals  which  may  be  in  any  such  park. 

Regulations  Relating  to  Park  Tennis  Courts 

1.  Nets  must  be  let  down  after  playing. 

2.  Shoes  with  heels  must  never  be  worn  on  the  courts. 

3.  The  courts  must  never  be  played  on  when  they  are  wet. 

4.  When  others  are  waiting  to  play,  those  on  the  court  must 
give  it  up  when  they  have  finished  their  set. 

5.  After  6.00  P.  M.  anyone  on  the  court  who  is  not  pre- 
vented by  work  from  playing  during  the  day  must  give 
up  the  court  at  the  end  of  the  game  to  anyone  waiting  to 
play  who  is  prevented  by  work  from  playing  during  the 
day. 
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6.  The  town  courts  are  to  be  used  by  residents  of  the  town 
and  their  guests  accompanying  them  only. 

7.  The  tennis  court  in  Wayland  Center  must  not  be  used 
between  the  hours  of  9.30  A.  M.  and  1.30  P.  M.  on 
Sundays. 

Regulations  Relating  to  the  Mill  Pond  in  Wayland 

1.  Persons  other  than  residents  of  the  Town  of  Wayland 
and  their  guests  accompanying  them  are  forbidden  to 
skate  upon  the  Mill  Pond. 

2.  All  persons  skating  at  the  Mill  Pond  shall  obey  all  direc- 
tions of  the  Supervisor  on  duty. 

3.  It  is  forbidden  to  cut  holes  through  the  ice  or  to  leave 
stones  or  other  objects  on  the  ice  at  the  Mill  Pond. 

4.  It  is  forbidden  to  go  upon  the  Mill  Pond  when  signs  are 
posted  with  directions  to  that  effect. 

5.  It  is  forbidden  to  use  hockey  sticks  in  areas  at  the  Mill 
Pond  designated  (by  signs  or  otherwise)  for  general 
skating. 

6.  It  is  forbidden  to  make  piles  or  ridges  of  snow  on  skat- 
ing areas  at  the  Mill  Pond. 

Regulations  Relating  to  Grass  Plots 

1.  It  is  forbidden  to  play  baseball  or  football  or  engage  in 
any  other  activities  involving  the  use  of  a ball  of  any 
kind  on  the  Park  land  on  the  triangle  in  Wayland  Center 
on  which  the  Old  Law  Office  is  located,  or  on  the  Park 
land  across  the  Boston  Post  Road  from  that  triangle. 

Violations  of  Park  Board  Regulations  are  punishable  by 
$20.00  fine. 
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MIDDLESEX  EXTENSION  SERVICE  WORK 
IN  WAYLAND 


This  is  a report  of  the  work  done  in  Wayland  in  1942  by 
the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service : 

Dairy  farmers  have  been  kept  advised  on  milk  marketing. 
They  have  been  advised  on  feeding  to  increase  milk  production, 
and  have  been  urged  to  grow  better  quality  and  increase  acreage 
of  legumes. 

Ladino  clover  is  finding  increasing  favor  with  dairy  farm- 
ers. Among  the  growers  are  Mainstone  Farm  and  Great  Rock 
Farm. 

The  acreage  of  alfalfa  grown  in  Wayland  is  limited. 
Those  who  grow  it  have  been  advised  on  its  management  and 
the  need  of  annual  top  dressing  with  mineral  fertilizers. 

Mainstone  Farm  had  its  herd  in  the  Middlesex  County 
Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Association.  Samuel  Cutler  was  a 
cooperator  in  the  pasture  grazing  record  project.  This  project 
was  carried  on  with  a group  of  younger  farmers  who  are  devel- 
oping a rotational  pasture  system. 

The  victory  garden  program  was  presented  to  a town  gar- 
den meeting.  This  greatly  aided  farmers  and  home  gardeners 
in  their  family  food  supply.  Insect  and  disease  control  charts 
were  sent  to  all  fruit  and  vegetable  growers.  Special  work  was 
done  on  Joseph  Decatur’s  farm  where  the  orchard  has  become 
very  unproductive.  Applications  of  Magnesium  Sulphate  were 
made  to  correct  the  condition. 

Poultrymen  have  been  assisted  in  disease  and  production 
problems,  and  in  record  keeping  through  farm  visits  and  circu- 
lar material.  Many  of  the  poultrymen  of  Wayland  have  been 
active  in  the  Southern  Middlesex  County  Poultry  Association. 

Thirteen  meetings  for  homemakers  were  held  in  both  parts 
of  the  town  with  an  attendance  of  331.  Meetings  were  held  on 
the  following  subjects : Food  Preservation,  Christmas  Foods 
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and  Suggestions,  Food  Preparation,  Reseating  of  Furniture, 
Reupholstery,  Outdoor  Cookery  and  Refinishing  of  Furniture. 

One  hundred  fifty  nine  boys  and  girls  were  enrolled  in 
4-H  club  work  and  helped  in  the  war  effort  in  production  and 
conservation  by  carrying  on  activities  in  clothing,  home  fur- 
nishing, handicraft,  poultry,  conservation,  canning  and  garden. 
These  clubs  were  under  the  supervision  of  twelve  volunteer 
leaders.  Mrs.  Leslie  Reid  was  chairman  of  the  committee  in 
Wayland  which  sponsored  4-H  club  work  and  Elmer  Bigwood 
in  Cochituate.  Three  achievement  program  and  exhibits  were 
held  during  the  year. 

Canning  members  exhibited  at  the  school.  Betty  Harring- 
ton, age  11,  canned  60  jars  and  exhibited  at  Acton  Fair  and  the 
State  Exhibit  at  the  Mass.  Horticultural  Hall  in  Boston.  Mrs. 
Leslie  Reid  attended  leaders’  camp  at  Amherst.  Barbara  Reid 
was  a delegate  to  State  Camp  at  Amherst.  William  and  Thomas 
Costello,  William  and  James  Curley,  Albert  and  Robert  San- 
derson won  recognition  on  their  garden  work.  Five  club  mem- 
bers attended  Camp  Middlesex. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 


The  Building  Inspection  Department  submits  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1942.

The  total  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  and  alterations 
was  only  $8,890.00  during  this  year,  as  the  Government  forbids 
the  use  of  material  for  non-essential  work.  However,  home- 
owners  were  allowed  to  make  necessary  repairs  and  additions 
up  to  $500.00.  New  electrical  installation  came  to  an  end  on 
the  first  of  July,  when  copper  and  brass  products  were  frozen, 
as  far  as  civilian  use  was  concerned. 

This  department,  in  conjunction  with  the  Zoning  Board, 
has  investigated  many  complaints  over  boundary  lines,  infringe- 
ment of  the  building  and  Zoning  Laws,  etc. ; all  of  which  were 
settled  without  going  before  the  Board  of  Appeals.  This 
Department  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  have  been 
involved  in  these  settlements  for  their  fair-mindedness  and 
cooperation. 

The  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association,  with 
the  approval  of  the  State,  on  the  application  of  any  City  or 
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Town,  furnished  inspection  of  licensed  premises.  In  Wayland 
this  survey  included  taverns,  inns  and  restaurants  which  are 
licensed.  A check  was  made  of  exits,  heating  systems,  cooking 
equipment,  electric  wiring,  and  any  device  that  might  consti- 
tute a fire  hazard.  This  action  of  the  insurance  association 
came  as  an  aftermath  of  the  disaster  at  the  Cocoanut  Grove  in 
Boston  last  fall.  The  Inspector  was  accompanied  by  the  Way- 
land  Fire  Chief  and  the  Wayland  Building  Inspector.  A report 
was  received  by  the  Selectmen  who  have  notified  the  establish- 
ments of  all  necessary  changes  required,  although  these  in  all 
cases  were  of  a minor  nature. 

Although  building  is  at  the  lowest  possible  point,  much 
home  improvement  is  going  on,  and  for  this,  the  advice  and 
supervision  of  the  Building  Department  is  being  gratefully 
received.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SAFETY 


The  Wayland  Civilian  Defense  forces  have  carried  on  in 
1942  with  credit  to  the  town.  Those  who  set  it  up,  as  described 
in  the  last  town  report,  built  well.  It  is  our  good  fortune  that 
actual  warfare  has  been  kept  from  this  state.  Such  smaller 
emergencies  as  have  occurred  have  been  handled  efficiently. 
The  medical  department  has  inoculated  the  State  Guard  unit 
here,  has  treated  two  members  badly  burned  in  salvage  opera- 
tions, and  has  attended  to  a member  hurt  on  patrol.  The 
Massachusetts  Women’s  Defense  Corps  here,  at  request  of 
wardens  and  cleared  through  the  Report  Center,  promptly  and 
adeptly  carried  an  injured  serviceman  on  leave,  to  the  Marine 
Hospital  in  Boston. 

Education  through  classes,  lectures  and  drills  have 
improved  our  techniques  and  kept  us  up  to  date.  A committee 
mostly  from  the  report  center’s  staffs  publish  an  informative 
monthly  newsletter,  The  All  Clear , that  goes  to  all  Civilian 
Defense  workers  in  town.  It  is  very  good  and  meets  the  lack 
of  a local  newspaper.  Another  newsletter,  The  Village  Bugle, 
sent  to  all  in  the  armed  services  from  here,  is  edited  by  a clever 
and  conscientious  group  from  among  our  members.  We  all 
help  them  when  we  can  and  proudly  claim  them,  as  we  also  do 
the  Committee  of  the  Folks  Back  Home,  who  with  the  help  of 
the  wardens,  collected  money  and  packed  Christmas  boxes 
much  enjoyed  by  our  fellow  townsmen  and  women  in  the  armed 
services. 

Praise  for  other  accomplishments  should  include,  to  men- 
tion only  a few,  the  aid  given  the  regular  fire  department  by 
the  auxiliaries  when  needed,  the  furnishing  of  well  trained 
replacements  for  regular  firemen,  the  almost  shut-out  victories 
of  a group  of  fireman  athletes  in  a meet  at  Natick  and  their 
proect  of  creating  some  of  their  own  equipment.  This  same 
spirit  was  in  the  rescue  squad  and  in  fact  in  every  one  of  our 
departments.  The  auxiliary  police  have  built  themselves  a 
carefully  protected  and  equipped  pistol  range,  sanctioned  by  the

selectmen  and  the  chief,  where  under  the  rules  of  the  New 
England  Police  Revolver  League  they  are  qualifying  auxiliary 
policemen  as  experts  and  are  meeting  other  towns’  teams  in 
competitions.  These  police  have  also  patrolled,  enforcing  the 
Army  Dimout,  as  have  also  the  wardens.  The  medical  center 
in  Precinct  2 is  a model  of  completeness  and  intelligent  plan- 
ning; that  in  Precinct  1 is  under  way  and  promises  well. 

Successful  collections  of  steel,  iron,  copper,  brass,  alum- 
inum and  lastly  tin,  have  been  made  by  salvage  chairmen  with 
all  of  our  members  helping.  The  wardens,  beside  this,  and 
their  former  duties,  are  the  backbone  and  the  members  of  the 
newly  established  Block  Leaders  engaged  in  the  education  of 
every  citizen  in  wartime  economics.  The  correlated  services  of 
the  Red  Cross,  Massachusetts  Women’s  Defense  Corps,  State 
Guard,  American  Legion  and  its  Auxiliary,  and  the  regularly 
constituted  Fire  and  Police  Departments  by  their  unlimited 
cooperation  have  added  to  our  security.  The  Selectmen  and 
the  Finance  Board,  in  fact,  all  boards  and  town  officials,  have 
backed  us  up  completely  and  given  us  every  assistance  possible. 
Local  businesses,  churches,  and  clubs  have  extended  to  us  all 
privileges.  To  them,  our  sincere  thanks.  To  all  our  workers, 
and  to  them,  is  due  all  the  credit  for  the  outstanding  position  of 
Wayland  Civilian  Defense  in  the  forefront  of  towns  in  this 
state. 

The  future  will  bring  changes  in  personnel,  organization 
and  techniques  as  has  the  past.  The  list  of  chairmen  and  other 
officers  show  many  new  names  of  fellow  citizens  who  are  car- 
rying on  with  the  same  competent  ability  and  devotion  that 
marked  their  predecessors.  Our  task  workers  generally  per- 
form double  duty  because  of  manpower  shortages  and  double 
their  enthusiasm  to  match.  Every  household  helps  where  it  can. 
Ours  is  a total  war  effort  given  freely  with  goodwill  and  fine 
disregard  for  inconveniences  and  personal  cost.  Wayland,  all 
Wayland,  is  on  the  job.

REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  WAR  PRICE  AND 
RATIONING  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

The  Wayland  War  Price  and  Rationing  Board  was  organ- 
ized January  5,  1942,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  George  C. 
Lewis,  of  Cochituate,  together  with  Nelson  D.  Phelps,  of  Way- 
land  and  Edward  T.  Damon,  of  Cochituate. 

At  first  only  tires  were  rationed,  then  gasoline,  sugar, 
coffee,  rubber  boots,  typewriters  and  bicycles.  In  October  when 
fuel  oil  rationing  went  into  effect,  two  more  members  were 
added  to  the  Board,  Allan  R.  Finlay  of  Wayland  and  Merton  E. 
Williams  of  Cochituate. 

The  Board  holds  public  hearings  at  8 o’clock  each  Monday 
evening  at  the  Wayland  Town  Hall  and  closed  meetings  one 
and  often  two  or  three  other  nights  each  week.  Application 
forms  and  general  information  may  be  obtained  from  your 
Local  Board,  Town  Hall,  Wayland,  Monday  through  Saturday 
9 A.  M.  to  5 P.  M. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Kenyon, 
Mr.  Allen  and  the  teachers  of  the  Cochituate  and  Wayland 
Schools  for  their  splendid  co-operation  in  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  WATER  BOARD 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Way  land : 

The  Board  organized  with  Walter  S.  Bigwood,  Chairman, 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  George  G.  Bogren.  Alfred  A. 
Lamarine  was  appointed  Superintendent,  John  Phylis  appointed 
Assistant  Superintendent.  Charles  Potvin  was  appointed 
engineer. 

The  two-inch  main  along  Lakeview  Road  was  replaced.  It 
was  voted  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  to  use  six-inch  pipe  for 
this  project.  However,  owing  to  a shortage  of  materials,  we 
were  forced  to  install  eight-inch  pipe,  as  there  was  no  six-inch 
pipe  available  at  the  time.  The  digging  contract  was  awarded 
to  Dingley  Brothers,  all  other  labor  completed  by  the  Water 
Department. 

As  recommended  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  a survey  of 
water  use  throughout  the  Town  was  made.  Upon  completion 
this  survey  revealed  many  additional  fixtures  which  were  never 
reported  to  the  Department. 

We  ask  you  to  cooperate  with  us,  in  the  care  of  your  ser- 
vices. Please  try  to  preserve  them  as  much  as  possible.  As 
you  well  know,  replacement  of  parts  at  this  time  is  most  diffi- 
cult While  water  is  not  rationed,  we  ask  that  you  use  it  with 
discretion,  thus  saving  wear  on  your  equipment  and  at  the  same 
time  conserve  on  fuel  oil  consumption.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


Your  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  1942. 

Three  perpetual  care  gifts  were  received  in  1942.  The 
first,  a gift  of  $100.00  by  Annie  T.  Dean  to  establish  the  Roscoe 
C.  Dean  Fund,  for  the  perpetual  care  of  Lot  35,  Sec.  C,  in 
Lakeview  Cemetery;  second,  a gift  of  $150.00  by  R.  B.  Par- 
rish to  establish  the  Robert  W.  Parrish  Fund,  for  the  perpetual 
care  and  decoration  of  Lot  48,  Sec.  E,  also  in  Lakeview  Ceme- 
tery; third,  a gift  of  $100.00  from  Mrs.  Rose  A.  Vincent  to 
establish  the  Charles  Vincent  Fund,  for  the  perpetual  care  of 
Lot  111,  in  North  Cemetery.  These  gifts  make  the  number  of 
funds  now  128,  amounting  to  $23,375.00  and  providing  for  the 
care  of  167  lots. 

Thirty-three  lot  owners  paid  sums  amounting  to  $123.00 
for  yearly  care  of  37  lots.  This  makes  a total  of  204  lots  whose 
care  is  provided  for  by  their  owners.  With  over  1200  lots  in 
the  three  cemeteries  this  showing  indicates  that  a discouraging- 
ly  small  percentage  of  lot  owners  are  alive  to  their  obligation 
in  this  respect.  The  care  of  cemetery  lots  should  not  he  a bur- 
den on  the  town;  but  should  be  provided  for  by  their  owners. 

Thirty-six  burials  have  been  made  during  the  year ; twenty- 
two  in  Lakeview ; 12  in  the  North ; and  2 in  the  Center  Ceme- 
teries. 

Five  lots  have  been  sold,  four  in  Lakeview  and  one  in  the 
North  Cemetery,  for  which  the  sum  of  $160.00  has  been 
received,  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Shortage  of  labor  has  retarded  the  work  of  rehabilitation 
in  the  North  Cemetery.  About  one-third  of  the  special  appro- 
priation has  been  expended,  mainly  in  the  work  of  repairing 
and  straightening  broken  and  displaced  stones.  We  are  asking 
a continuance  of  the  balance  of  this  appropriation,  that  the  work 
may  be  carried  on  as  opportunity  permits.  Attention  will  be 
given  in  the  coming  year  to  widening  and  improving  the 
entrance  gateway  and  treating  the  roadway  to  the  top  of  the 
slope,  to  hold  it  against  washing  down  by  rain.

Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one  Com- 
missioner of  Trust  Funds  and  one  member  of  the  Planning 
Board,  all  for  three  years ;

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  officers,  agents 
and  committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers,  agents 
and  committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 
See  Finance  Committee’s  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1944,  and  to  issue  a note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $350  for 
general  improvement  in  any  of  the  Cemeteries,  same  to  be 
taken  from  money  in  the  Town  Treasury  received  from  the 
» sale  of  Burial  Lots  in  1943  in  accordance  with  Chapter  114, 
Section  15,  of  the  General  Lhws,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  funds  for: 

(1)  “Water  Main  Extension  Notes  Maturing  in  1944” — pay- 

ment of  principal — $2,000; 

(2)  “Water  Main  Extension  Notes  Maturing  in  1946” — pay- 

ment of  interest  due  in  1944 — $200; 

(3)  “Water  Department  Maintenance” — $7,200; 

(4)  “Construction  of  a new  eighteen-inch  Well” — $1,000; 
the  entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,” 
or  do  or  act. 

The  first  three  items  need  no  explanation.  The 
transfer  of  $1,000  may  have  to  be  increased,  depend- 
ing upon  figures  to  be  obtained  before  the  Town  Meet- 
ing. The  six-inch  well,  dug  in  1933,  can  no  longer  be 
relied  upon  as  one  of  our  principal  sources  of  water. 

To  safely  carry  the  system  through  a dry  season  and 
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insure  an  adequate  supply,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
either  repair  the  existing  well  or  dig  a new  one.  The 
Finance  Committee  expects  to  have  a more  complete 
story  at  the  time  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  to  purchase  a site  upon  which  to  con- 
struct at  a later  date,  following  the  close  of  the  war,  a build- 
ing to  provide  quarters  for  the  branch  of  the  Public  Library, 
for  the  Fire  Department  and  for  other  municipal  purposes, 
such  a civic  centre  building  to  be  located  in  the  Village  of 
Cochituate  and  will  vote  to  appoint  a committee  authorized  to 
do  all  things  necessary  and  appropriate  thereto,  with  such  power 
to  act  as  may  seem  to  the  Town  desirable,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Village  of  Cochituate  has  for  some  years 
needed  a civic  building  to  house  a number  of  Town 
departments  which  are  now  located  in  various  rented 
quarters.  Improved  facilities  are  needed  for  hearings, 
meetings  of  small  groups  and  gatherings  which  are 
largely  civic  in  character.  The  Fire  Department  and 
the  principal  units  of  the  fire  alarm  system  are  now 
housed  in  an  old  frame  structure  lacking  modern  fire 
protection.  The  branch  of  the  Library  and  the  Wel- 
fare Department,  now  charged  with  administering  Old 
Age  Assistance,  are  permanent  and  both  occupy  rented 
quarters.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  con- 
struction of  a civic  building  to  accommodate  these 
facilities  should  be  undertaken  following  the  close  of 
the  war,  a^  one  of  the  Town’s  principal  post-war  pro- 
jects. At  the  time  of  writing  this  recommendation, 
the  Finance  Committee  has  grounds  for  believing  that 
an  option  can  be  secured*  by  the  Town  on  the  site 
owned  by  the  Boston  and  Middlesex  Street  Railway 
across  from  Legion  Hall. 

This  article  covers  a proposed  purchase  of  vacant 
land  having  a frontage  of  200  feet  on  Cochituate  Road, 

338  feet  on  East  Plain  Street,  200  feet  on  Leary 
Street,  containing  about  1.54  acres,  at  a cost  of  $2,500. 
After  studying  the  matter  from  a number  of  different 
angles,  including  location  of  the  present  population, 
areas  of  probable  future  residential  development, 
access  to  through-streets  and  roads,  nearness  to  the 
school,  convenience  to  public  transportation,  accessi- 
bility for  pedestrians,  space  for  parking,  topography 
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of  the  lot,  drainage  possibilities,  shape  and  size  of  the 
lot  for  any  projected  building  and  finally,  price  of  the 
land  itself,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  option 
should  be  exercised  and  the  land  purchased  at  this 
time,  preparatory  to  going  ahead  with  the  actual  con- 
struction after  the  war. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a lot  of  land,  for 
municipal  purposes,  now  owned  by  James  Martin,  adjoining 
that  owned  by  the  Town,  on  which  the  Town  Highway  Depart- 
ment garage  is  located,  the  lot  containing  about  58,000  square 
feet,  more  or  less,  and  having  a frontage  of  100  feet  on  Main 
Street  and  a depth  of  580  feet,  or  do  or  act. 

The  possibility  of  the  purchase  of  this  piece  of 
property  has  been  under  discussion  off  and  on  for  the 
last  five  or  six  years.  The  rear  of  the  lot  contains  a 
substantial  amount  of  gravel,  which,  because  of  its 
location,  could  be  used  to  advantage  by  the  Highway 
Department,  both  in  its  regular  work  and  as  top  fill  for 
the  dump  located  to  the  north  of  the  Highway  garage. 

The  present  garage  is  very  close  to  the  southerly 
boundary  of  the  property  owned  by  the  Town.  The 
purchase  of  this  additional  piece  of  land  would  pro- 
vide suitable  space  for  ultimate  expansion  of  the 
Town’s  garage  facilities.  The  price  at  which  the  owner 
is  willing  to  sell  is  reasonable. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of 
$500  for  the  purpose. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a 
one-room  addition  to  the  Grade  School  at  Wayland  Centre,  the 
appropriation  to  also  cover  the  cost  of  architect’s  plans,  or  do 
or  act. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  provide  the  space 
and  the  facilities  for  improving  the  instruction  at  the 
Centre  Grade  School.  The  addition  would  do  for  the 
Centre  School  what  the  extra  first  floor  room,  for 
which  the  Town  provided  funds  a number  of  years 
ago,  has  done  for  the  Cochituate  Grade  School.  The 
room  is  needed  to  give  special  help  to  those  who  have 
fallen  behind,  either  through  absence  or  because  of 
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subject  matter  and  to  those  who  should  have  advanced 
work.  This  addition  would  further  serve  to  relieve  the 
pressure  in  the  grades,  whetre  the  classes  are  now  at  or 
are  approaching  capacity,  thus  in  effect  increasing  the 
capacity  of  our  grammar  school  system  as  a whole  at 
relatively  small  cost.  It  is  contemplated  that  the  room 
would  be  used  as  a special  help  room,  not  as  a home 
room.  Preliminary  plans  indicate  that  the  addition 
could  be  built  and  equipped  for  about  $6,500.  The 
Finance  Committee  feels  that  this  is  a project  for 
which  the.  School  Committee  could  have  plans  drawn 
this  year  and  be  ready  to  go  forward  with  the  work 
upon  the  lifting  of  building  restrictions  or  immediately 
following  the  close  of  the  war.  Funds,  if  voted,  could 
be  carried  over  pending  their  use. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  appropriation  of  $6,500  for  the  purpose,  this  sum 
to  be  used  for  plans  and  specifications,  construction 
and  equipment,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  School  Committee. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for 
the  same,  or  otherwise  act  thereon. 

This  and  the  following  two  articles  would  cost  the 
Town  $5,500  this  year,  or  about  one  dollar  on  the  tax 
rate  and  would  cost  about  $4,500  permanently  each 
year  thereafter.  The  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  is 
now  protected  under  Civil  Service  and  any  increase 
made  in  the  salary  becomes  permanent  and  cannot  be 
reduced,  except  under  unusual  circumstances.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  made  an  investigation  of  the 
salaries  paid  for  this  position  in  towns  of  our  size  and 
resources,  on  the  basis  of  which,  it  has  recommended 
in  the  budget  that  a permanent  increase  in  the  Chief’s 
salary  be  granted  whereby  his  salary  will  be  increased 
from  $1,800  to  $2,000.  This  would  mean  a total 
increase  of  $380  in  the  past  two  years,  or  something 
over  23%.  In  addition,  the  position  is  included  under 
those  full-time  employees  of  the  Town  for  whom  the 
Finance  Committee  is  recommending  a bonus  for  the 
year  1944  or  5%,  or  in  this  case,  about  $100  additional. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  salary  of 
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the  position  has  been  adequately  taken  care  of  and 
therefore  does  not  recommend  the  approval  of  the 
article. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  two 
additional  full-time  policemen,  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,600 
to  pay  for  game,  or  otherwise  act  thereon. 

'The  duties  of  the  permanent  Police  Department 
have  decreased  within  recent  years.  The  trend  in  the 
number  of  arrests  has  been  downward,  much  of  the 
seasonal  property  is  now  occupied  by  permanent  year- 
round  residents.  Neither  the  Selectmen  nor  the 
Finance  Committee  find  any  sentiment  whatsoever  in 
the  Town  for  any  increase  in  the  size  of  the  police 
force.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  full-time  patrol- 
men would  become  a permanent  addition  to  the  Town’s 
expense,  which  the  Finance  Committee  feels  is  in  no 
way  justified.  This  matter  has  previously  come  before 
the  Town  and  has  been  overwhelmingly  rejected. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  rec- 
ommend the  approval  of  the  article  and  feels  that  it 
should  be  passed  over. 

Article  12.  To  see  JA  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  ot  rn&ney,  not  to  exceed  $1,500,  to  purchase 
and  equip  a police  cruiser,  or  otherwise  act  thereon. 

Prior  to  1935,  there  was  no  very  satisfactory 
arrangement  for  handling  the  automobile  expense  of 
the  Chief  of  Police.  The  matter  was  gone  into 
thoroughly  at  that  time  and  beginning  in  1936,  the 
Town  set  up  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Chief  of 
Police,  $400  per  year  to  be  paid  monthly  to  cover  gas, 
oil,  tires,  repairs,  insurance  and  depreciation  of  the 
car.  This  amount  has  been  voted  regularly  ever  since. 

It  was  agreed  at  the  time  that  from  the  amount  so 
paid,  the  Chief  would,  from  time  to  time,  at  his  own 
discretion,  buy  his  own  new  automobile.  The  arrange- 
ment was  satisfactory  to  him  in  that  it  gave  him 
definite  expense  money  which  he  could  count  on  and 
was  satisfactory  to  the  Town  in  that  it  knew  definitely 
what  the  transportation  costs  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment would  be.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that 
1 there  is  no  occasion  at  this  time  for  a request  for  the 
money  here  asked. 
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The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  rec- 
ommend approval  of  the  article  and  feels  that  it  should 
be  passed  over. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as 
a highway,  or  restrict  the  use  of  a portion  of  Waltham  Road 
near  its  intersection  with  Concord  Road,  or  to  re-locate  said 
Waltham  Road ; authorize  any  action  with  regard  to  the  real 
estate  involved  and  any  construction  required,  all  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial,  authorized  at  the 
1943  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  make  an  appropriation  for 
these  purposes  and  for  said  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial,  or  do  or 
act. 

The  general  matter  covered  by  this  article  was 
referred  to  a special  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  That  committee’s  recommen- 
dation includes : the  erection  of  a simple  fieldstone 

memorial  with  appropriate  shrubbing  and  grass  plot, 
together  with  a discontinuance  of  a portion  of  the 
highway  and  a re-location  of  the  intersection  of  Wal- 
tham Road  at  Concord  Road.  The  projected  memorial 
appears  to  be  appropriate  and  to  be  a suitable  develop- 
ment at  the  centre  of  what  might  be  termed  “North 
Wayland.” 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  an  expenditure  of  $350,  the  work  to 
be  done  by  the  Highway  Department  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial  Committee  and 
the  Planning  Board. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  as  a Town  . 
highway,  the  northerly  fork  of  Bow  Road,  or  restrict  its  use 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Bow  Road  has  two  forks  as  it  approaches  Con- 
cord Road.  This  article  refers  to  the  northerly  fork. 
Conditioned  upon  improvement  of  the  southerly  fork 
and  a widening  of  its  intersection  at  Concord  Road, 
the  northerly  portion  would  no  longer  be  needed  for 
highway  purposes.  Substantially  all  the  owners  of 
property  on  Bow  Road  have  been  canvassed  and  a 
closing  of  this  portion  of  the  highway  meets  with  their 
approval.  Frorh  the  Town’s  point  of  view, as  a whole, 
a dangerous  intersection  at  a blind  curve  can  be  elimin- 
ated by  the  discontinuance  of  this  piece  as  a Town 


highway.  The  plans  as  drawn  provide  for  a foot  pas- 
sage right  of  way. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  relocate  a cer- 
tain portion  of  Bow  Road  near  its  junction  with  Concord  Road, 
acquire  any  necessary  land  by  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise,  pro- 
vide for  any  construction  or  reconstruction  required,  make  an 
appropriation  therefor  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

This  article  refers  to  ;the  southerly  fork  of  Bow 
Road.  The  relocation  of  the  entrance  of  Bow  Road 
onto  Concord  Road  has  been  studied  by  the  Planning 
Board  for  a number  of  years  with  a view  to  eliminat- 
ing a dangerous,  blind  curve.  A number  of  alternative 
.plans  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  suggested,  but  the 
plans  as  now  drawn  meet  with  the  approval  of  sub- 
stantially all  the  owners  of  property  on  Bow  Road  and 
on  Concord  Road  at  the  intersection.  The  owners  of 
the  land  needed  for  the  relocation  have  agreed  to  deed 
the  necessary  land  to  the  Town  without  cost.  Only  a 
small  amount  of  highway  work  is  involved. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article  and  the  expenditure  of  $650 
for  the  work. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  all  or 
any  of  the  following  conveyances,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
regard  thereto : 

(1)  Conveyance- by  Reuben  T.  Palmer,  et  al  of  certain  rights 
by  instrument  dated  July  19,  1943,  recorded  with  Middle- 
sex South  District  Deeds,  Book  6694,  Page  557. 

(2)  Conveyance  by  Wayland  Junior  Town  House,  Inc.,  of  cer- 
tain rights  by  instrument  dated  on  or  about  January  15, 
1944  and  recorded  or  to  be  recorded  with  said  Deeds. 

(3)  Conveyance  by  Middlesex  Mortgage  Corporation  of  cer- 
tain rights  by  instrument  dated  January  15,  1944  and 
recorded  or  to  be  recorded  with  said  Deeds. 

(4)  Conveyance  by  Evelyn  M.  Jensen  of  certain  land  or  rights 
therein  in  the  northerly  part  of  Wayland  by  instrument 
recorded  or  to  be  recorded  with  said  Deeds. 

The  first  conveyance  covers  land  deeded  to  the 
Town  as  a result  of  a widening  two  years  ago  of  Mill- 
brook  Road. 
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The  second  and  third  conveyances  cover  land 
which  would  come  to  the  Town  as  a result  of  the 
relocation  of  a certain  portion  of  Bow  Road  near  its 
junction  with  Concord  Road,  as  suggested  in  Article 
15. 

The  fourth  conveyance  covers  land  which  would 
come  to  the  Town  as  a result  of  a discontinuance  as  a 
highway  of  a portion  of  Waltham  Road  near  its  inter- 
section with  Concord  Road,  as  suggested  in  Article  13. 

The  matters  covered  by  all  the  conveyances  have 
been  studied  and  proper  plans  prepared  by  the  Plan- 
ning Board. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Sections 
1 to  3,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  139  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  Sections  6 to  11,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  143 
of  said  General  Laws  or  any  of  said  sections,  or  do  or  act. 

Neither  the  Selectmen  nor  the  Building  Inspector 
at  present  has  authority  to  require  owners  of  buildings 
which  are  creating  nuisances  in  a neighborhood  to 
remove  or  make  their  properties  safe.  There  are  a 
number  of  summer  camps  which  have  been  partially 
burned  or  allowed  to  fall  into  a bad  state  of  repair, 
which  need  immediate  attention  or  removal.  The  per- 
manent residents  of  each  of  the  districts  involved  have 
repeatedly  expressed  a desire  for  better  Town  legis- 
lation on  this  point.  By  the  Town’s  accepting  the  sec- 
tions here  mentioned,  the  Selectmen  or  the  Building 
Inspector,  after  written  notice  to  the  owners  of  burnt, 
dilapidated  or  dangerous  buildings  and  after  a hearing, 
may  make  an  order  adjudging  the  property  to  be  a 
nuisance  to  the  neighborhood  or  dangerous  and  pre- 
scribing its  disposition,  alteration  or  regulation.  The 
owners’  rights  are  protected  through  a right  of  appeal 
to  the  Superior  Court.  It  appears  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  there  is  little  or  no  good  reason  why  the 
Town  should  not  accept  this  article,  for  the  power 
needed  is  not  covered  by  powers  voted  in  recent  years 
to  the  Town  Treasurer.  His  authority  extends  over 
only  properties  which  the  Town  itself  acquires  through 
tax  title.

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  this  article. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  purchase  for  recreational  pur- 
poses all  or  any  part  of  the  lots  of  land  in  that  part  of  the  Town 
known  as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  shown  on  a plan  entitled, 
“Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  Riverview  Terrace,  Edward  Howard, 
C.  E.”  dated  May,  1924,  and  recorded  with  Middlesex  South 
District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan  Book  339,  Plan  No.  41  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  upon  recommendation  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  accept  a deed  or  deeds,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Town  Counsel,  and  pay  the  purchase  price,  or 
do  or  act. 

This  matter  was  fully  covered  and  explained  in 
Articles  9 and  10  in  last  year’s  Warrant.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  and  the  Selectmen  have  succeeded  in  hav- 
ing a large  number  of  lots  deeded  to  the  Town  at  no 
cost.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  recommendation,  the 
$750  appropriation  made  last  year  for  the  acquisition 
of  certain  pieces  of  land  is  still  unexpended. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  gone  over  the  matter 
thoroughly  with  the  Planning  Board  and  is  of  the 
opinion  that,  based  on  the  progress  made  to  date, 
funds,  in  addition  to  those  voted  last  year,  should  be 
provided  for  continuance  of  the  work,  feeling  that  it 
will  be  of  advantage  to  the  Town  as  a whole,  and  to 
the  owners  of  other  property  in  the  Riverview  section 
in  particular,  for  the  Town  to  acquire  the  ownership 
of  as  many  intervening  lots  as  possible. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  an  additional 
$500  for  the  purpose. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  aid  members  of  the  armed  services  in  their  return 
to  civilian  life  and  will  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of  $200 
for  use  as  expenses  of  such  committee,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $200  for  the 
purpose  of  the  committee. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
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and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  erection  of  suitable  honor 
rolls,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Selectmen  have  obtained  estimates  for  the 
construction  of  two  suitable  honor  rolls,  one  to  be 
erected  in  each  village  at  a combined  cost  of  $1,300, 
appropriate  name  plates  costing  about  $425  can  be 
purchased  with  money  held  in  the  Civilian  Defense 
“Show  Fund.” 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  the  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,300. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  make  a study  and  have  plans  prepared  for  a 
memorial  to  be  erected,  following  the  close  of  the  war,  to  the 
men  and  women  of  Wayland  who  will  have  been  in  the  service, 
the  committee  to  correlate  and  combine  any  and  all  suggestions 
for  a memorial  and  to  be  ready  to  report  at  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  or  do  or  act. 

There  will  naturally  be  brought  forward  during 
and  following  the  war  a number  of  suggestions  for 
memorials  in  commemoration  of  those  who  have  served 
their  country  in  time  of  war.  It  appears  quite  desir- 
able, therefore,  to  have  a proper  committee  organized 
at  this  time  to  handle  the  whole  problem  of  bringing 
together  the  various  suggestions  and  preparing  suitable 
plans.  To  function  properly  in  this  matter,  the  com- 
mittee should  be  set  up  to  carry  on  the  work  for  as 
long  a period  as  is  necessary. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
that  a committee  of  five  be  organized  to  consist  of  the 
following : one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  and  one  member 
of  the  American  Legion,  such  members  to  be  chosen 
by  their  respective  groups,  and  two  others  to  be  chosen 
by  the  three  so  designated,  the  committee  to  be  ready 
to  report  at  each  Annual  Town  Meeting  until  the  mat- 
ter has  finally  been  disposed  of  by  the  Town. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  convey  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  and  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  in  consider- 
ation of  one  dollar,  all  its  right,  title  and  interest,  if  any,  in  and 
to  five  poles  and  the  wires  and  fixtures  thereon  in  Town  Way 
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running  southeasterly  from  Pelham  Island  Road,  or  take  any 
other  action  with  respect  to  the  subject  matter. 

Both  the  Edison  and  the  Telephone  Companies  are 
anxious  to  clarify  the  matter  of  ownership  of  the  poles 
and  wires  which  are  located  in  a short  Town  way 
which  serves  the  property  of  John  J.  Irwin.  There  is 
some  question  as  to  whether  the  Selectmen  have 
authority  to  execute  a bill  of  sale  transferring  the 
ownership  without  a vote  of  the  Town.  One  of  the 
poles  is  now  decayed  and  in  need  of  replacement. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Town,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  to  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  March  6, 
1944.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


During-  the  year  1943,  various  Town  departments,  through 
careful  and  economical  administration  and  aided  by  generally 
better  business  conditions,  were  able  to  turn  back  to  the  Town 
Treasury  unexpended  balances  in  the  amount  of  $15,900.  The 
Selectmen  and  Town  department  heads  are  to  be  particularly 
congratulated  on  this  splendid  showing. 

During  the  year,  there  were  three  major  transfers  from 
the  Reserve  Fund : one  for  snow  removal  of  $500,  one  for 

increased  costs  of  transportation  of  school  children  of  $549  and 
one  for  the  teachers’  salaries  account  of  $1,458.90.  The  advent 
of  the  withholding  tax  made  it  necessary  to  complete  payment 
of  salaries  in  the  year  in  which  they  were  earned.  It  therefore 
became  desirable  to  transfer  to  the  school  salary  budget  for 
1943  the  above  amount,  thus  correcting  the  condition  of  many 
years’  standing  whereby  the  last  payroll  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing December  31  was  regularly  being  taken  from  the  following 
year’s  budget.  This  year  once  again,  the  availability  of  an 
adequate  Reserve  Fund  has  made  it  unnecessary  to  call  an  extra 
Town  meeting. 

Last  year,  the  Town  voted  $2,500  to  initiate  a program  of 
townwide  garbage  collection.  It  subsequently  developed  that  it 
was  impossible  to  obtain  a properly  bonded  contract  for  this 
amount.  The  funds  appropriated  have  therefore  remained 
intact  and  can.  be  returned  to  the  general  funds  of  the  Town. 
The  entire  Civilian  Defense  program  has  been  operated  so 
economically  as  to  require  no  further  appropriation,  except  for 
small  items. 

The  Water  Department  is  this  year  having  to  face  a major 
expenditure  for  the  drilling  of  a new  well  to  replace  the  six- 
inch  gravel  packed  well  installed  about  twelve  years  ago,  the 
well  within  the  last  year  having  failed  as  a source  of  supply  of 
usable  water. 

For  1944,  the  budget  as  recommended,  of  about  $215,000, 
provides  for  several  increased  appropriations : for  Assessor’s 
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Maps,  $2,000  additional  is  provided  to  speed  up  the  survey  and 
mapping  of  the  Town  before  the  resumption  of  building  devel- 
opments ; ' for  the  Highway  Department,  $3,000  additional  is 
asked  to  make  possible  completion  within  a few  years  the  oiling 
of  all  Town  roads  before  the  post  war  main  road  building  work 
is  begun ; for  the  School  Department,  $3,000  is  requested  prin- 
cipally for  repairs  to  buildings  and  their  maintenance  and  for 
increased  transportation  costs;  for  the  Tree  Warden’s  Depart- 
ment, $400  is  recommended  to  start  a program  of  pruning  and 
first  aid  work  to  be  done  at  private  contract  on  our  most  valu- 
able trees  in  the  two  Centers ; for  “Election  Expense,”  for 
“State  & Military  Aid”  and  “Insurance”  there  is  together  rec- 
ommended an  additional  $1,300.  About  $3,000  of  budget 
increase  is  involved  in  recommending  a “Temporary  Bonus  for 
full-time  employees  for  the  year  1944  only.”  Because  of  war 
time  conditions  and  the  need  of  a careful,  complete  study  of  our 
salary  schedules,  the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  general 
increases  should  be  only  on  a temporary  basis. 

For  1944,  the  articles  as  recommended  total  $13,000, 
including  three  which  can  be  definitely  considered  as  being  of 
a post  war  nature.  They  are  : $3,000  for  a site  and  plans  for  a 
projected  civic  center  building  in  Cochituate;  $500  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Town  garage  lot;  and  $6,500  for  a one-story 
addition  and  equipment  to  the  Center  Grade  School.  Five  mis- 
cellaneous articles  for  expenditures  of  a current  nature  together 
require  $3,000  additional. 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  the  course  of  its  continuous 
study  of  financial  condition  and  requirements  of  the  Town, 
both  for  the  present  and  the  near  future,  is  of  the  opinion  that 
a beginning  should  be  made  looking  toward  the  post  war  period 
and  that  this  is  the  year  in  which  the  Town  should  appropriate 
and  set  aside  for  a portion  of  the  work  which  lies  ahead.  In 
the  budget  and  in  the  articles,  there  is  recommended  about 
$15,000  of  expenditures  which  should  be  so  classified. 

The  Finance  Committee  recognizes  that  its  recommenda- 
tions, if  carried  out,  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate, 
but  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  rate  should  not  exceed  $30. 

The  Finance  Committee  budget  for  the  year  1944  is  as 
follows :

The  Finance  Committee  recommends,  that  in  line  with 
previous  directives  of  the  Town : 

The  Clerk  of  Boards  be  under  the  joint  supervision  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Assessors,  with  part  of  her  time 
devoted  to  the  Assessors  and  part  to  clerical  assistance  to  various 
other  Town  boards,  the  assignment  of  her  work  to  be  cleared 
through  the  Selectmen,  the  Assessors  to  have  priority; 

The  operation  of  dumps  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Highway  Department; 

The  money  from  Dog  Taxes  be  allocated  in  its  entirety  to 
the  Library  Expense  Account; 

The  $275  provided  in  the  Park  Budget  for  the  Life  Guard 
at  Baldwin’s  Pond  be  used  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Life  Guard 
maintained  at  that  Pond  by  the  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross ; 

The  Civilian  Defense  expenditures  be  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 

The  District  and  School  Nurse  continue  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  School  Committee; 

Preparation  of  Assessor’s  Maps  continue  to  be  done  under 
the  joint  supervision  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Assessors ; 

The  “Temporary  Bonus”  provided  in  the  budget  be  paid 
to  those  who  were  full-time  employees  of  the  Town  on  January 
1,  1944  and  who  were  being  paid  on  an  annual  basis  at  that 
time,  the  amount  of  the  bonus  so  paid  to  be  figured  at  the  rate 
of  5%  of  their  annual  salaries  as  of  January,  1944  and  that  it 
be  paid  in  two  installments:  June  1 and  December  1,  1944  to 
those  who  continue  to  he  full-time  employees  on  the  dates  of 
payment ; conditioned  on  the  above  qualifications,  the  bonus  to  be 
paid  to  those  holding  the  following  positions : Town  Account- 
ant ; Clerk  of  Boards ; Chief  of  Police ; District  and  School 
Nurse ; Superintendent  of  Highways ; Librarian ; in  the  School 
Department — principals,  teachers,  janitors,  and  supervisor  of 
physical  education ; and  in  the  Water  Department — the  super- 
intendent, assistant  superintendent,  and  engineer.  These  salaries 
during  January,  1944  totalled  $60,265,  calling  for  a potential 
bonus  payment  of  $3,013.25  ; 

The  location  of  new  sidewalk  construction  provided  for  in 
the  budget  and  the  planting  of  trees  along  the  highways,  like-

crosses  be  known  as  “Thompson  Street”  and  so  designated  on 
the  Town  plan. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  road  running  northerly  from 
Millbrook  Road  near  the  point  where  Millbrook  Road  crosses 
the  Boston  & Maine  railroad  tracks,  previously  variously  desig- 
nated as  “High  Street,”  “High  Street  Extension”  and  “Nob 
Hill,”  be  hereafter  known  as  “Nob  Hill  Road”  and  so  desig- 
nated on  the  Town  plan. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  road  extending  from  the 
Weston  line  to  Concord  Road,  variously  known  as  “Glezen 
Road”  and  “Gleason  Road,”  and  the  road  extending  from  Con- 
cord Road  to  Old  Sudbury  Road,  variously  known  as  “Glezen 
Lane”  or  “Gleason  Lane,”  both  be  hereafter  known  as  “Glezen 
Lane”  and  so  designated  on  the  Town  plan. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  road  running  in  a northerly 
and  southerly  direction  between  the  northerly  end  of  Draper 
Road  where  it  intersects  Glezen  Lane  near  the  residence  of  C. 
Mifflin  Frothingham  and  Lincoln  Road  near  the  residence  of 
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J.  Sidney  Stone  be  hereafter  known  as  “Hazelbrook  Lane”  and 
so  designated  on  the  Town  plan. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  that  the  Article  be  passed  over. 

Voted  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at  9.50  P.  M.

I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Wayland  for  the  period  from  February 
9,  1940,  to  September  18,  1943,  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form 
of  a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant 
Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Wayland  for  the  period  from  February 
9,  1940,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  September  18,  1943, 
the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant 
and  the  treasurer. 
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The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  accountant 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded  on  the 
ledger,  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments making  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  treasurer’s 
books,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the 
treasury  warrants  issued  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book.  The  appropriations  and  transfers  from  the 
reserve  fund,  as  recorded  on  the  ledger,  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  authoriza- 
tions of  the  finance  committee. 

The  town  accountant’s  ledger  was  analyzed,  and  a balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  September  18,  1943. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with 
the  town  accountant’s  books  and  with  the  records  in  the  various 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  as  well  as  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  approved 
warrants.  The  cash  balance  on  September  18,  1943,  was  proved 
by  verification  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  and  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the  bank  in 
which  the  town  funds  were  deposited. 

The  reported  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  can- 
celled securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
compared  with  the  collector’s  records,  the  tax  titles  redeemed 
were  checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book,  the  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  held 
were  listed  and  compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  trust 
fund  investments  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  withdrawals  were 
checked  with  the  receipts  as  entered  in  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  property  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  and 
assessments  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examina- 
tion and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  assessors’  warrants.  The  payments  to  the  treas- 
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urer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  recorded 
abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  commitments  of  water  charges  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements  were 
verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  to  a number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  for 
taxes,  assessments,  and  water  accounts,  and  from  the  replies 
received  thereto  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  cor- 
rect. 

The  town  clerk’s  records  of  sporting,  dog,  and  miscellan- 
eous town  licenses  were  examined.  The  payments  to  the  State 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  receipts  on  file,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  town  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book,  and  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  selectmen’s  licenses,  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the  school  and  library  depart- 
ments, and  of  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  col- 
lected for  the  town  were  examined,  checked,  and  reconciled  with 
the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  officials  required 
to  file  such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

It  was  noted  that  payments  for  old  age  assistance  and  aid 
to  dependent  children  have  been  made  from  the  appropriations 
voted  by  the  town  for  these  purposes  while  substantial  amounts 
received  from  federal  grants  which  are  also  available  for 
expenditures  for  old  age  assistance  ancj  aid  to  dependent  chil- 
dren, remain  unexpended  and  are  carried  forward  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  It  is  recommended  that  payments  for  the  purposes 
stated  be  charged  to  federal  grants  so  long  as  money  from  such 
grants  is  available,  and  that  the  appropriation  voted  by  the 
town  for  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children  be 
used  only  when  no  grant  balances  remain  available. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are 
appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
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treasurer’s  and  collector’s  cash,  together  with  summaries  of  the 
tax,  assessment,  departmental,  and  tax  title  accounts,  as  well 
as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  various  town 
officials,  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf 
of  my  assistants  and  for  myelf,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

Mr.  Gustaf  Blomgren  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
John  W.  Seavey.  At  a joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  Water  Commissioners,  Mr.  George  W.  Lewis  was 
appointed  a member  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to 
replace  Mr.  Roger  E.  Ela,  who  resigned  to  join  the  armed  ser- 
vices. These  appointments  were  made  for  the  period  up  to  the 
next  annual  Town  Meeting  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Laws. 

In  addition,  vacancies  have  been  filled  on  the  following 
boards : Mr.  L.  Frank  Perkins,  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  to 

fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  George  G.  Bogren,  now  a mem- 
ber of  the  armed  forces ; Mr.  George  F.  Dickey,  member  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  replacing  Mr.  Albert  Reach;  Mr.  J. 
Warren  Olmstead,  member  of  War  Price  and  Ration  Board, 
replacing  Mr.  Allan  R.  Finlay;  Mr.  Donald  B.  MacLellan, 
member  of  Finance  Committee  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr. 
August  Dath ; Mr.  Arthur  W.  Atwood,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Registrars  of  voters  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Whittier;  Mr.  Hugh  F.  Colliton,  Jr.,  Director  of 
Local  War  Transportation  Conservation  and  Local  Mileage 
Administrator,  replacing  Mr.  John  B.  Holt. 

Highway  Department 

The  Selectmen,  acting  jointly  with  the  Planning  Board, 
requested  the  County  Commissioners  to  lay  out  the  plans  to 
reconstruct  Old  Sudbury  Road,  under  Chapter  90.  A hearing 
has  been  held  and  it  seems  probable  that  this  work  will  be  one 
of  the  first  Post-War  projects.  We  have  also  requested  the 
engineers  to  lay  out  and  relocate  the  third  section  of  Old  Con- 
necticut Path,  between  Cochituate  Road  and  State  Road  East. 
This  work  will  be  done  in  the  Post-War  period. 
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Fire  Department 

As  required  under  Chapter  688  of  the  Acts  of  1941,  a 
Forest- Fire  patrol  for  spring  and  summer  has  been  established. 
Fire  Chief,  T.  H.  Harrington,  was  appointed  Forest-Fire  War- 
den by  our  Board  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Fire  Warden. 

Due  to  the  alarming  number  of  fires  last  spring  and  the 
resulting  increase  in  the  cost  of  fighting  these  fires,  together 
with  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  a sufficient  number  of  firemen 
during  the  war  period,  we  considered  it  advisable  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  to  notify  all  citizens  that  during  a 
prescribed  period  an  outdoor  fire  permit  is  required  by  law.  All 
violators  are  liable  for  any  damages  or  cost  resulting  from  such 
fires. 

Town  Insurance 

Following  the  recommendations  of  John  C.  Paige  & Co., 
General  Agent  for  all  Town  Insurance,  we  increased  the  valua- 
tion of  all  Town  property,  namely  $30,000  on  buildings,  $6,000 
on  contents,  $7,500  on  road  machinery,  and  $65,000  on  War 
Insurance.  The  insurance  on  all  boilers  in  Town  buildings  was 
rewritten  this  year  for  a three-year  period  to  take  advantage  of 
a temporary  low  rate  situation,  thus  effecting  a considerable 
saving  to  the  Town. 

Civieian  Defense 

Although  the  need  of  the  services  of  the  Civilian  Defense 
Organization  seems  less  imperative  as  the  war  progresses,  we 
are  confident  that  our  local  organization  is  still  capable  of  meet- 
ing any  emergency.  This  is  due  to  the  unremitting  enthusiasm 
of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Philip  Burbank,  and  his  committee.  The 
finances  of  this  committee  continues  to  be  excellently  handled, 
with  the  result  that  80%  of  its  appropriation  for  1943  is  still 
available. 

We  have  requisitioned  the  office  of  Civilian  Defense  in 
Washington  for  equipment  and  recently  received  an  auxiliary 
pump  with  1200  feet  of  hose,  with  more  equipment  to  follow. 
Mr.  Maurice  W.  Williams  has  been  appointed  by  us  as  Prop- 
erty Officer  in  charge  of  all  Civilian  Defense  Equipment. 

Generae 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  last  Town  Meeting  on 
Article  8,  with  reference  to  obtaining  a contract  for  Garbage 
Collection  throughout  the  town,  for  a three-year  period,  the 
Selectmen,  together  with  the  Board  of  Health,  advertised  for 
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bids  early  in  March.  We  received  but  one  bid  for  $1950.00  per 
year.  This  bidder  could  not  furnish  a three-year  performance 
bond  required  under  this  article.  We  were  obliged  to  re-adver- 
tise,  again  receiving  but  one  bid  for  $2500.00  per  year:  This 

contractor  was  also  unable  to  furnish  the  necessary  bond.  We 
are  convinced  that,  for  the  duration  of  the  war  at  least,  no 
suitable  contractor  will  be  available. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  a committee  to  comply  with  the 
vote  of  Article  13,  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  for  the  nam- 
ing and  dedication  of  the  square  at  the  corner  of  Concord  and 
Waltham  Roads,  known  as  “Charles  Kirby  Whittier  Corner.” 
Mr.  William  F.  Curley  is  Chairman  and  the  other  two  mem- 
bers are  Mr.  Charles  F.  Whittier  and  Mr.  Addison  L.  Sanford. 

A letter  was  sent  to  all  Wayland  residents  who  have  joined 
the  Armed  Services,  as  voted  under  this  same  article  (13)  at 
the  annual  Town  Meeting.  This  letter  was  composed  and 
phrased  by  the  following  appointed  Committee : Mr.  John  W. 
Leavitt,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen ; Mr.  Willard  B. 
Dik,  Chairman  of  the  Wayland  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross; 
Mrs.  M.  Alice  Neale,  Town  Clerk ; Mr.  Gustaf  Blomgren, 
Commander  of  American  Legion,  Wayland  Post  No.  133,  and 
Mrs.  John  Upton,  Editor  of  the  local  paper  for  our  servicemen. 

During  the  past  year  many  dependents  of  servicemen  have 
been  advised  as  to  the  allowance  to  which  they  are  entitled,  and 
assisted  in  obtaining  the  same.  The  Commonwealth  has  pro- 
vided funds  to  temporarily  assist  dependents  awaiting  Federal 
payments. 

We  commend  the  Wayland  Chapter  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  for  the  splendid  work  it  is  doing,  both  for  men  in  service 
and  in  the  preparation  of  surgical  dressings. 

The  Wayland  Company,  Massachusetts  State  Guard, 
became  the  12th  Co.  21st  Infantry  on  December  1,  1943.  Its 
members  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  continual  sacrifice  of 
time  and  money  that  has  enabled  the  organization  to  maintain 
a high  degree  of  proficiency. 

Elsewhere,  this  annual  Town  Report  contains  a letter  from 
the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Accounts,  Mr.  Theodore  N. 
Waddell,  with  reference  to  the  recent  State  Audit.  We  recom- 
mend that  all  citizens  read  this  report. 

The  affairs  of  our  Town  Government  have  been  conducted 
in  such  a business-like  manner  that  we  are  proud  to  point  to  the 
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fact  that  our  tax  rate  has  steadily  declined  for  the  past  five 
years. 

This  Board  would  like  to  again  express  its  appreciation  to 
the  various  Town  Officials  and  Employees  for  their  constant 
cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  TRUST 
FUNDS 


During  the  calendar  year  1943  we  have  continued  to  con- 
sider from  time  to  time  the  investments  in  the  various  Town 
Funds.  We  have  disposed  of  one  railroad  bond,  utilizing  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  take  care  of  the  difference  between  sales  price 
and  the  amount  at  which  it  was  carried  on  the  books.  We  have 
made  some  further  investments  in  Government  bonds  and  have 
continued  the  policy  of  depositing  small  amounts  in  the  savings 
banks.  We  have  also  requested  the  Treasurer  to  continue  the 
policy  of  setting  up  a reserve  fund  from  income  and  authorized 
the  transfer  to  the  reserve  fund  of  premiums  received  on  bonds 
sold  at  a premium  and  the  use  of  the  reserve  fund  to  take  care 
of  the  difference  between  book  values  and  sales  price  when  any 
bonds  are  sold  at  less  than  book  value. 

We  continue  to  hold  a substantial  amount  of  money  in 
savings  banks  awaiting  the  time  when  investments  in  satisfac- 
tory bonds  can  be  made  with  a more  favorable  yield.

Note:  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  tax  on  State  owned  land 

is  reflected  in  estimated  receipts — “In  Lieu  of  Taxes.” 

It  is  known  to  our  citizens  that  this  board,  and  the  planning 
board,  have  been  engaged  in  causing  a survey  of  each  individ- 
ual’s real  estate  holdings  in  this  town. 

Mr.  Everett  M.  Brooks,  C.  E.,  is  making  the  surveys  and 
maps.  To  date,  he  has  deposited  with  us  19  block  maps  cover- 
ing approximately  3,200  acres  owned  by  443  individuals  and 
corporations.  He  has  also  in  hand  much  incompleted  work 
which,  during  the  present  year,  will  be  finished  and  deposited 
in  this  office.  These  maps  are  of  convenient  size  for  ready 
reference,  and  are,  of  course,  open  to  anyone.  They  require  a 
great  deal  of  work  by  the  assessors  in  furnishing  necessary 
information  to  the  engineer — in  that  we  have  to  copy,  in  dupli- 
cate, the  deeds  of  90%  of  the  owners  of  real  estate.  Many  of 
the  owners  acquired  their  holdings  in  small  parcels  and  at  vari- 
ous times,  making  it  necessary  to  copy  several  deeds  to  get  the 
description  of  a single  owner’s  land.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 
For  the  Year  1943 


The  field  of  the  Planning  Board  in  a town  like  Wayland 
falls  naturally  into  three  parts : first,  correcting  as  far  as  pos- 
sible the  mistakes  of  the  past;  second,  planning  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  present ; third,  looking  into  the  future  to  foresee 
the  growth  of  the  town,  to  anticipate  improvements  that  can  be 
made  to  render  the  town  a better  place  to  live  and  work  in,  and 
trying  to  coordinate  its  growth  and  its  expenditures  so  as  to 
avoid  the  heavy  costs,  eventually  reflected  in  taxes,  that  come 
through  a failure  to  look  ahead  and  foresee  what  is  likely  to 
come  to  pass  and  prepare  for  it. 

Before  we  consider  this  third  part  of  the  work,  which  is  by 
far  the  most  interesting,  let  us  see  what  the  Board  has  done  in 
1943  on  the  first  two  items. 

The  town  is  still  under  heavy  expense  and  is  continually 
faced  with  problems  due  to  lack  of  control  of  the  town’s  devel- 
opment in  the  past,  and  much  of  the  Board’s  attention  in  this, 
as  in  former  years,  has  been  given  to  such  matters.  The  im- 
provement of  the  so-called  “camp  areas” ; getting  into  public 
ownership  river  bank  and  swamp  lands  which,  though  laid  out  in 
lots,  are  not  fit  for  anyone  to  build  on ; trying  to  provide  for  the 
widening  of  roads  originally  designed  too  narrow  or  in  unsuit- 
able places;  securing  enlargement  to  a suitable  size  for  home 
building  of  lots  laid  out  too  small  in  the  developer’s  plans — all 
of  these  things  have  taken  much  of  the  Board’s  attention.  The 
Board  is  pleased  to  report  some  progress  in  these  directions, 
particularly  in  the  Riverview  Terrace  Section.  Fortunately, 
with  present  controls  and  a wide-awake  public  sentiment,  such 
bad  developments  should  be  a thing  of  the  past. 

In  our  second  field  of  work,  meeting  the  present  needs  of 
the  town,  the  Board  has  been  particularly  active.  We  secured 
the  co-operation  of  the  County  Commissioners  in  having  a sur- 
vey of  the  remaining  part  of  Old  Connecticut  Path  from  the 
Five  Paths  to  the  Weston  line,  and  of  Old  Sudbury  Road.  Both 
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these  surveys  give  us  basic  lines  that  were  much  needed  in  con- 
nection with  the  Town  Assessors’  plans,  and  also  furnish  the 
groundwork  on  which  a sidewalk  building  program  can  be 
founded  which  may  become  a project  for  the  employment  of 
veterans  after  the  war  if  desired.  Surveys  of  various  danger- 
ous highway  intersections  which  had  been  started  in  previous 
years  have  been  completed,  and  the  results  on  two  of  these  sur- 
veys are  before  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  form  of  Articles  in  the 
Warrant  for  the  improvement  of  the  ends  of  Bow  Road  and  of 
Waltham  Road  where  they  meet  Concord  Road.  In  connection 
with  this  Waltham  Road  improvement,  which  will  form  the 
Kirby  Whittier  Memorial,  the  Board  has  co-operated  with  the 
Memorial  Committee  by  employing  the  services  of  a distin- 
guished landscape  architect  for  advice  and  by  making  the  neces- 
sary survey  and  plan. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Park  Commission  and  the  High- 
way Surveyor,  we  made  an  investigation  of  what  could  be  done 
to  improve  drainage  at  the  Dudley  Pond  Beach.  A catch  basin 
and  extension  of  curbing  to  prevent  washing  out  of  the  beach 
have  been  recommended,  and  plans  for  the  removal  of  weeds  in 
the  immediate  area  of  the  bathing  beach  were  worked  out. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Park  Commission,  the  bus  shelter  at  Wayland  Center  recom- 
mended in  our  last  report  was  constructed  and  is  proving  useful. 

Our  advice  has  been  asked  by  the  Selectmen,  acting  as  a 
Board  of  Survey,  ©n  proposed  subdivisions  for  development. 
In  this  connection,  there  has  been  an  interesting  example  of  the 
value  to  the  town  of  having  all  such  matters  referred  to  this 
Board. 

On  account  of  two  different  proposed  street  layouts  at  the 
east  end  of  the  town,  the  Board  made  a study  in  1943  of  what 
would  be  the  most  advantageous  development  of  a considerable 
area  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  State  Road  including  a pro- 
posal to  locate  a future  highway  paralleling  the  State  Road  in 
that  vicinity,  not  with  the  idea  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  build 
such  a road  now,  but  as  a possibility  for  opening  this  whole  sec- 
tion to  building  some  time.  Interestingly  enough,  when  the 
parcel  of  land  on  State  Road  was  deeded  to  the  Vokes  Players 
by  Mrs.  Hayward,  for  the  relocation  of  their  theater,  the  sur- 
veyor made  the  rear  line  of  the  parcel  coincide  with  the  sug- 
gested street  line  already  put  on  paper  by  the  Board.  Without 
the  previous  survey  the  lot  line  might  have  been  drawn  without 
any  relation  whatever  to  surrounding  property  or  future  devel- 
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opment.  Instead,  fortunately,  it  could  be  correlated  with  long- 
time plans,  thus  probably  saving  the  town  future  expenditures 
of  time  and  money  in  the  possible  development  of  this  area. 

This  leads  us  into  the  third  field  of  work  of  the  Board,  and 
the  most  interesting  one : looking  into  the  future  to  anticipate 
the  growth  of  the  town,  the  improvements  that  may  be  made  to 
cause  it  to  become  a better  place  to  live  in,  and  the  methods  that 
may  suggest  themselves  to  avoid  waste  and  unnecessary  expense 
to  the  town  and  private  property  owners,  as  well  as  to  insure  a 
proper  development. 

Believing  that  one  of  the  areas  most  likely  to  open  for 
development  following  the  war  is  the  large  Shaw  Estate  on  the 
hill  between  the  two  villages,  the  Board  has  given  a good  deal  of 
study  to  this  area.  Under  its  direction  and  with  the  full  co-op- 
eration of  the  trustees  for  the  Estate,  who  bore  half  the  cost, 
the  Board’s.engineers  have  prepared  a topographical  layout  with 
contours  through  an  ingenious  and  inexpensive  method  devel- 
oped by  the  engineers  for  enlarging  the  official  Geodetic  Survey 
maps  made  just  before  the  war  by  the  Federal  Government. 

By  use  of  these  enlarged  maps,  the  Board  intends  further 
to  study  the  area  and,  in  co-operation  with  the  Shaw  Estate 
trustees,  to  mark  out  the  logical  locations  for  the  roads  needed 
for  its  delevopment.  When  this  has  been  done,  the  trustees  can 
go  ahead  with  the  sale  of  various  parts  of  the  property  with  full 
confidence  that  lots  which  are  sold  will  fit  into  the  general  plans 
for  the  future  development  of  the  whole  town  and  will  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Planning  Board,  which  is  now  to  assume  the 
duties  of  the  Board  of  Survey. 

This  whole  project  will  be  furthered  by  including  this  par- 
ticular area,  or  as  much  of  it  as  possible,  in  the  portion  of  the 
work  on  the  Assessors’  maps  which  is  to  be  carried  out  in  1944. 
Here  we  have  an  excellent  example  of  the  possibilities  of  plan- 
ning ahead.  The  County  Commissioners  at  our  request  laid  out 
Old  Connecticut  Path  which  bounds  this  Estate  on  the  west.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  the  Assessors  as  well  as  of  the  Planning  Board 
to  get  this  area  surveyed  for  the  town  map  this  year ; and  we 
have  the  co-operation  of  the  trustees  of  the  Estate  in  securing 
the  topographical  survey  necessary  for  its  development,  which 
will  furnish  the  basis  for  laying  out  water  mains,  constructing 
streets  advantageously,  and  determining  interior  property  lines. 
If  methods  like  this  could  have  been  followed  on  large-scale 
previous  developments,  thousands  of  dollars  might  have  been 
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saved  the  town,  and  some  of  its  most  desirable  portions  for  resi- 
dence could  have  been  developed  in  a much  more  satisfactory 
way. 

Money  spent  in  such  preparation  for  development  will  be 
returned  manyfold  in  the  years  to  come. 

With  this  report,  the  Board  closes  eighteen  years  of  work 
under  the  old  planning  law,  and  to  the  Board  that  succeeds  it 
under  the  statute  adopted  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  it  offers 
its  best  wishes.

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REPORT  ON  WAYLAND  TOWN  MAP 

Under  direction  of  Board  of  Assessors  and  Planning  Board 

For  the  Year  1943 


The  work  of  mapping  the  town  under  the  joint  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board,  which  was 
so  well  begun  in  1942,  has  been  continued  in  1943  at  a some- 
what accelerated  pace  with  the  increased  appropriation  allowed 
by  the  town.  Of  the  fifty-six  sections  of  two  hundred  fifty 
acres  each  into  which  the  surveyors  marked  off  the  town,  six 
were  done  in  1942;  but  in  1943  twelve  were  completed  and  six 
others  begun.  The  total  two  years’  work  includes  mapping 
accurately  thirty-two  hundred  acres,  or  approximately  five 
square  miles,  one-third  ,of  the  town’s  area.  The  largest  portion, 
geographically,  of  the  work  done,  is  in  the  north  end  of  the 
town.  This  was  at  the  Assessors’  request  because  it  was  in  that 
portion  that  they  previously  had  the  least  information  as  to 
areas  and  boundary  lines. 

Though  not  as  great  in  area,  the  work  done  in  Cochituate 
took  a much  larger  portion  of  the  surveyor’s  time  proportion- 
ately on  account  of  the  hundreds  of  small  lots  included.  A con- 
siderably larger  amount  of  work  is  planned  for  that  area  for 
1944  should  the  town  grant  another  substantial  appropriation. 

For  the  year  1944,  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  six  plates 
already  in  process,  and  from  seven  to  ten  additional  plates 
according  to  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  provided.  The 
present  time  is  especially  favorable  for  this  work,  because  civil 
engineers  are  not  nearly  as  busy  now  as  they  undoubtedly  will 
be  when  the  war  is  over,  because  private  construction  is  prac- 
tically forbidden.  For  this  reason,  the  joint  Boards  in  charge 
of  the  work  favor  an  accelerated  program  now,  in  order  that 
this  accurate,  basic  map,  which  is  fundamental  to  the  town’s 
future  progress,  may  be  ready  before  the  post-war  building 
movement  gets  underway,  as  most  real  estate  experts  confidently 
expect  that  it  will  after  the  war.  The  Boards  have  the  highest 
praise  for  the  excellent  work  and  the  hearty  cooperation  they 
have  received  from  Mr.  Everett  Brooks  and  his  co-workers  in 
the  preparation  of  the  map.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1943 


The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  for 
1943  organized  as  follows : Theodore  H.  Harrington,  Chief; 

Ernest  H.  Damon,  Deputy  Chief  and  Clerk  of  the  Board; 
Homer  L.  MacDonald,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms;  George 
F.  Dickey,  District  Chief,  and  Thomas  E.  Hynes,  Clerk  of  the 
Wayland  Company. 

The  department  answered  a total  of  127  alarms  during  the 
year.  There  were  eleven  fires  in  buildings  resulting  in  a loss  of 
less  than  $7,000.  This  is  a very  large  decrease  in  this  type  of 
fires  but  was  offset  by  the  increase  in  grass,  woods  and  brush 
fires,  most  of  which  were*  caused  by  people  burning  without 
permits.  # 

Extracts  from  Section  13,  Chapter  581  are  printed  to  show 
the  seriousness  of  starting  fires  without  permits  and  the  heavy 
penalties  for  so  doing. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  set,  maintain  or  increase  a 
fire  in  the  open  air  at  any  time  unless  the  ground  is  substantially 
covered  with  snow,  except  by  written  permission,  covering  a 
period  not  exceeding  five  days  from  the  date  thereof,  granted 
by  a forest  warden  or  chief  of  the  fire  department  in  cities  and 
towns,  or,  in  cities  having  such  an  official,  the  fire  commissioner; 
provided,  that  no  such  permit  shall  be  granted  to  be  exercised 
during  any  portion  of  the  months  of  April  and  May  except  upon 
rainy  days.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month  or  both. 

Extra  care  should  be  taken  with  old  electrical  equipment 
used  in  the  home,  as  much  of  it  has  become  badly  worn  and 
replacements  and  repairs  are  hard  to  obtain.  Inspect  all  drop 
cords  for  defects. 

It  is  hoped  that  enough  interest  can  be  aroused  to  properly 
man  the  auxiliary  equipment  which  is  being  allotted  to  Wayland, 
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especially  in  Wayland  Village  where  there  is  located  a trailer 
pump  and  other  material  in  sufficient  amounts  to  form  a fine 
unit. 

Apparatus  and  equipment  are  in  good  condition  but  the 
department  is  handicapped  by  lack  of  men  available  during  day- 
light hours,  many  call  men  being  employed  in  defense  industries.

The  Board  has  investigated  many  complaints  during  the 
year,  and  all  were  taken  care  of. 

The  children  entering  school  received  the  Anti-Toxin  test 
for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria,  recommended  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  different  clinics  held  in  the 
schools  are  very  beneficial  to  the  chldren,  and  it  hopes  that  they 
will  be  continued. 

The  Board  feels  that  there  are  many  cases  of  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  that  are  not  reported.  If  you 
have  a case  of  this  nature  in  your  house  and  you  do  not  have  a 
doctor,  it  should  be  reported  by  the  head  of  the  family. 
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A sum  of  money  was  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  collecting  garbage.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Board  of  Health  held  a meeting  at  which  a date  was  set  for 
the  awarding  of  the  contract.  The  one  bidder  who  was  inter- 
ested was  unable  to  obtain  the  three  year  performance  bond  for 
which  the  people  voted.  So  the  Boards  called  a second  meeting 
and  once  again  attempted  to  award  the  contract.  But  the  new 
bidder  who  presented  himself  was  also  unable  to  secure  a three 
year  performance  bond.  In  each  case,  the  bidders  could  obtain 
only  a one  year  bond.  Hence,  the  contract  was  not  awarded.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
For  the  Year  1943 


The  Welfare  Department  has  continued  to  perform  its 
duties  and  has  endeavored  to  follow  the  requirements  of  the 
State  and  Federal  laws  and  regulations  as  communicated  to 
them  from  time  to  time. 

The  new  law  relating  to  Old  Age  Assistance  went  into 
effect  early  in  the  fall  and  all  budgets  were  revised  to  meet  the 
new  requirements.  This  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  amount 
paid  in  many  cases.  That  part  of  the  new  law,  requiring 
children  to  contribute  to  their  parents’  support,  has  resulted  in 
some  reduction  in  the  sums  paid  by  the  Town.  This  result  can 
be  expected  to  continue  only  as  long  as  war  time  conditions  of 
full  employment  at  liberal  wages  remains.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  eighty-one  cases  as  compared  with  ninety-two  cases 
at  the  beginning  of  1943. 

The  amount  of  General  Relief  has  continued  to  be  low  and 
every  effqrt  has  been  made  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town. 

During  the  year  we  lost  the  services  of  John  W.  Seavey 
who  moved  out  of  town  and  resigned.  Mr.  Gustaf  M.  Blom- 
gren  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  has  served  with 
fidelity,  enthusiasm,  and  efficiency  since  his  appointment. 

The  financial  facts  relating  to  the  department  will  be  found 
in  the  usual  reports  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Town 
Accountant.  There  is  appended  a statement  showing  the  gross 
expenditures  and  reimbursements  in  the  various  categories  of 
aid  together  with  the  operating  expenses  and  the  statistics  of 
this  department.

General  Maintenance  work,  done  under  the  Highway 
appropriation,  consisted  of  cleaning  drainage  systems,  gravel- 
ling, mowing,  brush  cutting,  street  cleaning,  and  repairing  of 
guard  rails. 

Bituminous  materials,  amounting  to  32,202  gallons,  were 
used  for  surface  treatment  on  the  following  streets : 


2,000  ft.  of  Plain  Road  was  gravelled  and  surfaced. 

The  Sidewalk  Construction  appropriation  was  used  to  com- 
plete a section  of  sidewalk  on  Concord  Road. 

In  addition  to  the  General  Maintenance  of  Chapter  90 
roads,  sections'  of  Commonwealth  Road  and  Cochituate  Road 
were  surface  treated.  The  old  wooden  guard  rail  on  Common- 
wealth Road  between  Rice  Road  and  the  Natick  line  has  been 
replaced  with  cement  guard  posts.

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REPORT  OF  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
SERVICE  IN  WAYLAND 


This  is  a report  of  the  work  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Extension  Service  in  the  town  of  Wayland  for  1943. 

Because  of  war  conditions,  the  Staff  of  the  Extension  Ser- 
vice had  to  devote  a great  deal  of  time  this  year  to  overhead 
organization  work  pertaining  to  machinery  rationing,  food  dis- 
tribution orders,  farm  labor  and  other  regulations,  as  issued  by 
dur  Government,  and  establishing  the  number  of  war  units  on 
certain  farms  for  Selective  Service  Boards.  An  attempt  was 
made  to  see  to  it  that  these  regulations  were  explained  and 
applied  to  local  conditions. 

Wayland  poultrymen  have  been  sent  information  on  price 
ceilings,  the  feed  situation,  and  other  emergency  policies.  Also, 
they  have  been  sent  circular  material  on  up-to-date  production 
practices.  They  have  been  advised  concerning  keeping  records, 
improving  ranges,  disease  control  and  reducing  wastes.  Several 
have  been  visited  concerning  specific  problems. 

Individual  farmers  have  been  advised  on  farm  management 
problems.  Information  and  material  has  been  furnished  dairy 
farmers  on  bangs  disease  control  by  calfhood  vaccination  and 
control  of  mastitis  through  a sanitation  program.  Samuel  Cut- 
ler, Island  Pond  Road,  is  developing  a farm  plan,  the  objective 
being  to  raise  as  much  legume  pasture  and  (Jry  roughage  as  is 
possible  through  fertilizing,  liming  and  reseeding  to  legumes 
and  mixed  grasses  including  ladino  clover  and  alfalfa. 

Cooperation  was  given  the  Wayland  Garden  Club  in  their 
program  on  Victory  Gardens.  A twilight  orchard  meeting  was 
held  at  the  farm  of  Joseph  Decatur  attended  by  fruit  growers 
throughout  the  county. 

Mrs.  Leslie  B.  Reid,  as  Town  Chairman  for  Women’s 
Extension  Work,  arranged  for  monthly  meetings  for  home- 
makers. Several  foods  demonstrations  on  “School  Lunch”  and 
“Meat  Extenders”  were  given,  as  well  as  a four-meeting  uphol- 
stery project. 
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Two  canning  demonstrations  were  planned  by  Mrs.  Charles 
Harrington. 

Boys  and  girls  of  Way  land  carried  on  one  hundred  seventy- 
two  4-H  projects  during  the  year  in  clothing,  food,  canning, 
garden,  poultry,  dairy,  handicraft  and  pig  raising. 

Mrs.  Leslie  Reid  was  4-H  chairman  of  the  town  committee 
of  which  all  leaders  are  members.  4-H  leaders  were : Miss 

Eleanor  Curley,  Mrs.  Charles  Harrington,  Mrs.  Frank  Moore, 
Mrs.  Harriet  Potter,  Mrs.  Albert  Sanderson  and  Mrs.  Lois 
Sherman.  Other  members  of  the  committee  were  Miss  Mabel 
Draper  and  Sulo  Kampanien. 

Elmer  Bigwood  headed  up  a 4-H  committee  in  Cochituate. 
Leaders  were  Mrs.  Charles  Buswell,  Mrs.  Fred  Gelinas,  Mrs. 
John  Beatson  and  Maurice  F.  Welch.  Other  members  of  the 
committee  were  Fern  Taylor,  Rev.  David  Angell,  Mrs.  John 
Handrahan  and  Albert  Lizotte. 

A rally  was  held  for  all  members  during  the  winter.  In 
the  spring  an  exhibit  and  program  was  held  at  the  Wayland 
High  School.  The  program  consisted  of  demonstrations  by 
both  boys’  and  girls’  clubs.  A blue  ribbon  was  awarded  to  Mrs. 
Potter’s  club  on  their  demonstration.  In  Cochituate  an  exhibit 
was  held  at  the  Catholic  Parish  House.  In  the  fall  there  was 
an  exhibit  of  canned  products  in  Wayland  while  Cochituate 
members  exhibited  at  the  Cochituate  Grange  Fair. 

Bettie  Harrington  and  Nancy  Hunes  attended  Camp  Mid- 
dlesex. Mrs.  Charles  Harrington  was  councillor.  Mrs.  Leslie 
Reid  made  Camp  Middlesex  possible  by'  volunteering  to  be  the 
camp  cook  when  no  one  could  be  found  for  that  position. 

Harold  Carver  was  awarded  twenty-five  chicks  on  his  fine 
poultry  work.  • 

Paul  Starrett  was  third  in  the  County  Pig  Contest  and  was 
awarded  $10.00  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Promoting 
Agriculture. 

Barbara  Reid  was  the  state  winner  in  the  Clothing  Achieve- 
ment Contest  which  carried  with  it  the  honor  of  representing 
Massachusetts  at  the  National  4-H  Congress  held  at  Chicago. 
While  there  she  was  awarded  a $200.00  scholarship.

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NO-SCHOOL  SIGNAL 


It  is  the  policy  of  the  School  Department  to  order  the 
no-school  signal  only  in  the  .most  severe  weather  conditions  or 
when  the  transportation  system  is  disrupted.  At  other  times 
parents  are  expected  to  use  their  own  judgment  in  sending 
children  to  school. 


SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 


Children  may  enter  the  first  grade  if  they  are  five  years  and 
six  months  of  age  on  or  before  September  1 of  the  current 
school  year.  Consequently  children  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
grade  in  September  1944  if  born  on  or  before  March  1,  1939. 
Certificates  of  birth  and  vaccination  are  required  at  the  time  of 
entrance. 


COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 


All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  seven 
and  sixteen.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by  written  per- 
mission of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  children  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed  the  sixth  grade. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS 


Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “School  Cards,”  are 
required  for  all  persons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  who  are 
employed  in  manufacturing,  mechanical,  mercantile,  and  certain 
other  work.  These  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools.  The  minor  must  appear  in  person  and 
present  a birth  certificate  or  other  suitable  evidence  of  age. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
For  the  Year  1943 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wayland : 

During  1943,  war  conditions  increased  materially  the  prob- 
lems of  school  administration.  Our  Town  is  to  a considerable 
extent  an  agricultural  community.  The  need  for  maximum 
food  production  in  the  face  of  farm  labor  shortages  placed  a 
real  responsibility  on  our  schools  to  fill  the  gap.  Under  the 
leadership  of  policies  laid  down  by  the  Governor  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Education,  and,  after  consulting  with 
state  farm  leaders  and  school  officials  in  other  agricultural  com- 
munities, your  school  committee  laid  out  a program  of  coopera- 
tion with  the  farmers  in  this  area.  Beginning  last  September, 
and  extending  through  the  harvest  season,  the  opening  and  clos- 
ing hours  of  the  high  school  were  changed,  permitting  those 
students,  who  volunteered,  to  devote  the  bulk  of  each  afternoon 
to  farm  work  with  a minimum  of  interference  in  the  regular 
school  program.  We  are  pleased  to  receive  reports  that  through 
this  cooperation,  crops  were  successfully  harvested.  We  regret 
that  the  carrying  out  of  this  program  interfered  with  the  regular 
fall  athletic  schedule  but  are  confident  that  the  students  appre- 
ciate the  valuable  contribution  which  they  have  made  to  the  war 
effort  as  a result. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  text- 
book renewal  program  throughout  the  school  system.  New 
textbooks  have  now  been  acquired  in  the  grade  schools  for  all 
subjects  except  geography  and  history.  Replacements  among 
high  school  textbooks  have  likewise  been  largely  completed.  We 
feel  confident  that  an  examination  of  these  new  books  by  par- 
ents will  confirm  your  committee’s  opinion  as  to  their  high 
quality,  and  particularly  their  up-to-date  character. 

With  the  opening  of  the  school  year  last  September,  the 
teaching  program  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades  of 
the  Center  school  was  modified  somewhat  along  departmental 
lines.  Each  of  the  three  teachers  in  these  grades  selected  cer- 
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tain  subjects  which  he  or  she  now  teaches  in  all  three  grades. 
The  teachers  change  rooms  for  this  purpose  during  different 
periods.  This  system  offers  the  advantages  of  permitting 
teachers  to  select  those  subjects  which  each  one  particularly 
enjoys  teaching,  and  then  to  specialize  in  them.  It  should  per- 
mit an  economy  in  time  devoted  to  classwork  preparation  by 
teachers,  and  increase  the  general  satisfaction  derived  from 
teaching.  Pupils  should  benefit  to  the  extent  that  these  advan- 
tages lead  to  improved  teaching  results.  This  system  was 
inaugurated  on  a trial  basis.  To  date  it  appears  to  be  working 
well. 

During  the  past  year  the  Wayland  grade  schools  were 
visited  by  Miss  Alice  Beal,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Educa- 
tion for  the  state.  Your  committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  her 
subsequent  report  commented  favorably  on  the  educational 
progress  in  the  Warland  grade  schools  since  her  previous  visit. 

It  was  with  real  satisfaction  that  your  committee  was  able 
to  grant  an  important  ncrease  in  teachers’  salaries  during  1943. 
The  salaries  of  all  teachers  who  have  served  in  the  schools  since 
before  the  general  salary  reduction  of  1932  were  raised  to  the 
maximum  salary  levels  existing  prior  to  that  time.  Salaries  of 
the  newer  teachers  were  increased  to  levels  more  competitive 
with  war-born  opportunities  in  other  fields.  Your  committee 
fully  recognizes,  however,  that  despite  these  increases,  our 
teachers,  in  common  with  all  other  earners  of  semi-fixed  salar- 
ies, continue  to  face  many  difficult  problems  as  the  result  of  war- 
generated rises  in  cost  of  living  and  taxes. 

In  view  of  the  increased  number  of  young  children  living 
on  Oxbow  Road  in  North  Wayland,  and  the  fact  tha  these 
children  had  to  walk  some  distance  to  the  nearest  bus  station  on 
Concord  Road  during  the  dark  winter  mornings  of  War  Time, 
the  North  Wayland  school  bus  was  rerouted,  beginning  Septem- 
ber 1943,  to  cover  the  circuit  of  Concord,  Oxbow,  and  Sher- 
man’s Bridge  Roads. 

As  outlined  in  more  detail  by  accompanying  reports  of 
school  officials,  the  school  dental  clinic  materially  expanded  the 
amount  of  dental  work  accomplished  in  1943.  We  are  strongly 
in  favor  of  furthering  this  program  to  the  maximum  extent 
permitted  by  funds  available  and  by  the  limited  time  which  may 
be  devoted  to  this  service  by  Dr.  Rawding,  whose  excellent  work 
and  spirit  of  cooperation  are  greatly  appreciated  by  your  com- 
mittee. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  an  expression 
of  the  school  committee’s  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperative 
spirit  shown  by  the  school  officials,  teachers,  janitors,,  and  others 
connected  with  the  school  system  in  the  performance  of  their 
regular  work,  and  the  extra  services  willingly  given  during  the 
trying  war  conditions  of  1943.

The  decrease  in  the  High 
School  is  much  greater  than  in  the  elementary  school  and  due 
largely  to  the  increase  in  general  employment. 

“Schooe  Cards” 

The  Superintendent’s  office  has  the  responsibility  for 
issuing  Home  Permits  and  Employment  Permits,  required  by 
law  for  all  minors  aged  16  to  21  who  go  to  work  in  industry 
and  for  all  minors  aged  14  to  16  who  are -permitted  to  leave 
school  for  work  at  home  or  elsewhere.  Those  permits  com- 
monly called  “School  Cards”  have  been  issued  during  the  year 
as  follows :

Permits  were  issued  to  76  boys  and  102  girls.  The  total 
of  178  include  129  issued  to  different  minors  and  to  49  minors 
who  had  already  been  issued  a card  in  1943. 
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Teacher  Changes 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  changes.  Thirty-six  per- 
cent of  the  teachers  left.  The  list  includes  three  high  school 
teachers,  five  elementary  teachers,  and  one  elementary  principal. 
Six  left  for  teaching  positions  in  Needham,  Boston,  Belmont, 
Exeter,  N.  H.,  Revere  and  North  Attleboro.  Two  left  to  enter 
business  and  one  to  be  married. 

Of  the  new  teachers  one  is  a beginner  and  seven  have  had 
experience  elsewhere.  One  position  was  discontinued  because 
of  reduced  enrollment. 

Testing  Program 

Once  a year  we  plan  to  give  standard  tests  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools.  The  results  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching  program  in  general  and 
the  progress  of  individuals  in  particular. 

Repairs 

One  major  repair  job  was  completed  with  the  painting  of 
the  sash  and  trim  of  the  Cochituate  building.  The  roadway  at 
the  high  school  was  also  repaired.  Minor  repairs  were  made 
on  all  buildings  as  needed. 

Recom  mendations 

In  making  these  recommendations  I am  fully  aware  of  the 
stress  of  the  times  and  the  fact  that  it  is  probably  inadvisable 
at  this  time  to  make  some  of  the  following  changes.  However 
they  are  needed  to  improve  the  school  system. 

Cochituate 

1.  The  Cochituate  building  needs  to  be  painted  throughout  on 

the  inside,  and  the  ceilings  improved. 

2.  Facilities  and  additional  space  should  be  provided  so  that  a 

more  complete  physical  education  program  can  be  car- 
ried on  during  the  winter  months. 

3.  The  stairs  and  railings  should  be  replaced  at  once. 

Way  land  Center 

1.  The  Center  building  should  be  painted  both  inside  and  out. 

2.  The  lighting  system  should  be  repaired  and  improved  as 

soon  as  possible. 

High  School 

1.  The  trim  and  sash  should  be  painted  this  coming  summer. 
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Miscellaneous  Items 

Junior  Red  Cross  continues  its  effective  work.  Among 
the  products  have  been  an  afghan  and  Christmas  boxes. 

War  saving  stamps  are  sold  in  all  schools.  Sales  to  pupils 
during  the  past  year  have  amounted  to  $5,110.00. 

Conclusion 

Included  with  my  report  are  the  reports  of  the  High  School 
Principal,  the  School  Physician,  the  School  Nurse,  and  those  of 
the  Art,  Music,  and  Physical  Education  supervisors  and  several 
statistical  tables  of  general  interest. 

Your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  problems  of  the  school 
system  are  most  commendable,  and  I am  glad  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  them  at  this  time.

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PROGRAM  OF  STUDIES,  HIGH  SCHOOL 


In  order  to  receive  a diploma  in  one  of  the  four  courses 
listed,  a student  must  complete  the  required  work  and  enough 
elective  work  to  give  eighty  credits. 

At  the  opening  of  school,  a student  should  have  at  least 
enough  subjects  to  give  twenty  credits,  and  at  no  time  shall  his 
program  of  studies  he  less  than  fifteen  prepared  recitations  per 
week. 

The  election  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  French,  and  Mathe- 
matics in  the  third  and  fourth  years  shofild  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  higher  institution  which  the 
student  wishes  to  enter. 

A student  who  expects  to  enter  another  school  after  grad- 
uation should  elect  subjects  which  meet  the  requirements  of 
that  school. 

A change  from  one  course  to  another  will  not  be  permitted 
during  the  school  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  a 
change  may  be  made  on  application  of  the  parent  or  guardian. 
The  reason  for  such  change  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  school 
authorities. 

In  order  to  be  promoted  from  the  Freshman  Class  to  the 
Sophomore  Class,  15  credits  are  needed;  from  the  Sophomore 
Class  to  the  Junior  Class,  35  credits  are  needed  ; from  the  Junior 
Class  to  the  Senior  Class,  57 credits  are  needed;  and  80 
credits  are  needed  for  graduation. 

A student  who  has  received  a “D”  grade  in  a subject  will 
be  given  credit  for  this  subject,  but  he  may  be  refused  permis- 
sion to  continue  this  line  of  work.  In  the  case  of  a required 
subject  such  as  English,  he  may  have  to  repeat  the  subject. 

Algebra  1 must  be  taken  before  Plane  Geometry.  Algebra 
1,  Algebra  2,  and  Plane  Geometry  must  be  taken  before  Solid 
Geometry  and  Trigonometry.  Algebra  1 and  Plane  Geometry 
must  be  taken  before  Physics  and  Chemistry.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Art  Supervisor  of 
the  Way  land  Public  Schools. 

At  an  art  supervisors’  conference  the  various  methods  of 
teaching  art  were  discussed.  The  modern  progressive  approach 
was  favored  by  some,  but  invariably  the  older  method  of  teach- 
ing the  fundamentals  was  given  preference  over  the  new  idea 
of  absolute  free  expression.  This  method  has  its  place  and  in 
some  instances  excellent  results  are  produced.  The  children  do 
enjoy  expressing  themselves  but  need  guidance.  The  happy 
medium,  a solid  foundation  in  the  fundamental  principles  first 
and  creative  work  later  seems  to  produce  the  best  results  in  our 
system.  The  program  is  so  planned  that  all  will  enjoy  the  work, 
and,  we  hope,  profit  in  later  years  from  their  instruction. 

We  endeavor  to  have  problems  and  projects  that  are  per- 
tinent to  the  times  in  subject  matter  and  interest.  These  include 
problems  about  our  South  American  neighbors,  our  Allies,  and 
material  pertaining  to  the  Armed  Services  and  National  affairs. 

One  of  our  projects  this  year  was  the  making  of  Victory 
Garden  Posters  in  all  grades.  The  subject  was  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed, with  many  enlightening  points  for  all  concerned.  We 
hope  that  the  results  carried  over  to  the  homes  and  were  a 
source  of  inspiration  to  parents  and  friends. 

During  book  week  we  made  posters,  book  jackets  and  illus- 
trated stories.  This  work  should  stimulate  an  interest  in  read- 
ing  good  books  and  becoming  familiar  with  famous  characters 
old  and  new  in  fact  and  fiction.  Some  of  the  work  has  been 
exhibited  in  the  Public  Library.  This  is  an  incentive  for  the 
children  to  do  better  work  as  they  enjoy  seeing  their  own  and 
friends’  handiwork  on  display  outside  the  classroom.  It  is  also 
an  attempt  to  get  the  children  to  use  the  library  and  to  realize 
the  value  of  having  good  material  at  their  disposal. 

Art  is  playing  such  a vital  part  in  the  world  conflict  of 
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today  that  I have  endeavored  to  explain  some  of  its  importance 
to  the  students.  The  simple  rules  of  following  directions,  being 
neat,  accurate  and  cooperative  in  all  their  daily  work  can  play  a 
big  part  in  making  them  better  citizens. 

I have  not  attempted  to  give  a detailed  report  of  the  art 
program.  Information  about  the  program,  either  written  or 
verbal,  may  be  had  at  any  time. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
you  as  Superintendent,  to  the  School  Board,  Teachers,  and 
Townspeople  for  cooperation  M all  times.  I am  grateful  too, 
for  the  generous  supply  of  materials  to  carry  on  the  program.

The  program  of  the  Wayland  and  Cochituate  grade  schools 
embraces  all  phases  of  Physical  Education.  The  spring  and  fall 
program  being  carried  on  in  the  spacious  playground ; the  indoor 
program  is  carried  on  in  the  classroom. 

Special  emphasis  is  given  to  posture  and  corrective  exer- 
cises, supplemented  by  singing  games,  story  plays  and  mimetics 
in  the  lower  grades.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I hereby  submit  my  first  report  after  an  absence  of  two 
years  from  our  schools.  At  no  time  in  our  history  has  good 
music  been  more  important  to  our  morale  than  during  our 
present  crisis.  Group  singing  lifts  us  out  of  our  depression  to 
brighter  thoughts  and  nobler  deeds.  This  is  the  purpose  of  our 
school  music  course  and  our  future  citizens  will  be  the  better 
for  their  participation. 

Our  courses  have  certain  goals  for  each  grade  to  attain, 
from  the  little  rote  songs  and  rhythms  of  the  first  grade  through 
our  high  school  chorus,  but  our  chief  aim  is  the  love  of  good 
music  and  the  desire  to  participate  in  creating  the  same.  Pop- 
ular music  has  its  place;  on  the  street,  at  the  lunch  hour  for 
dancing  or  at  home  with  a group  of  friends,  but  the  class  room 
calls  for  music  of  lasting  beauty  and  depth  of  meaning  which 
should  appeal  to  all  students  and  parents  alike. 

Listening  to  symphonies  or  soloists  and  understanding 
their  true  beauty  can  only  be  accomplished  by  continually  hear- 
ing such  works  as  they  are  presented  from  time  to  time  by 
records  or  radio.  We  cannot  all  be  great  singers  or  instru- 
mentalists but  by  cultivation  we  can  become  good  listeners  which 
is  equally  important.  It  is  very  interesting  to  watch  an  audience 
at  a concert  and  observe  the  uplift  people  get  from  great  music, 
each  intent  and  affected  differently  by  the  harmonies  and  tech- 
nique of  the  artists. 

This,  then,  is  our  aim  in  our  school  music  course,  and  I 
wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  the  school  committee  for  their 
support  and  assistance  in  this  phase  of  our  schools’  activity.

With  a registration  of  545  last  year  and  total  defects  360 
compared  with  516  registered  this  year  with  a total  of  406 
defects  make  me  wonder  what  is  causing  this  percentage 
increase. 

The  school  personnel  can  only  advise  and  it  is  then  left 
with  parents  as  to  whether  they  accept  and  carry  out  the  same. 

Are  parents  neglecting  their  children  and  devoting  them- 
selves to  winning  this  war? 

I feel  serious  consideration  should  be  given  both. 

The  Diphtheria  Clinic  is  incompleted  at  this  time  but  will 
be  finished  in  the  early  part  of  January  1944.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  school  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1943. 

The  school  physician  was  assisted  in  making  his  annual 
physical  examination,  and  notices  of  defects  were  sent  to  the 
parents.  He  was  assisted  also  in  giving  the  toxoid  treatments. 

Dr.  Rawding,  the  school  dentist,  is  assisted  two  school 
sessions  a week. 

Each  child  was  weighed  and  measured  every  three  months. 
Sight  tests  were  given  to  all  of  the  children  in  the  grades,  and 
if  a pupil  was  found  to  have  defective  vision,  a notice  was  sent 
to  the  home. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test,  which  many 
of  the  larger  communities  are  using,  will  be  adopted  next  fall 
by  the  School  Department. 

“The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test,  for  use  with  children,  is 
based  upon  research  studies  of  over  10,000  school  children.  It 
detects  those  who  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  eye 
specialist.  The  percentage  of  children  usually  screened  from 
a group  is  around  32%. 

“From  those  screened  by  the  test,  the  eye  specialists  can 
determine  which  cases  should  receive  treatment.  It  may  screen 
some  cases  which  will  not  need  visual  correction  according  to 
the  results  of  the  specialists’  examination. 

“This  test  has  been  reported  Acceptable  by  the  Council  on 
Physical  Therapy  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  (Jour- 
nal of  A.  M.  A.,  May  1,  1943,  Vol.  122,  p.  37.)” 

Every  day  a visit  has  been  made  to  the  schools,  and  a home 
visit  or  a telephone  call  has  been  made  whenever  a child  has

Librarian’s  Report 

The  year  1943  proved  to  be  most  satisfactory  and  encour- 
aging for  the  Wayland  Public  Library.  The  circulation  of 
books  has  increased  during  the  year  and  much  greater  use  is 
being  made  of  the  reading  room.  This  is  especially  gratifying 
now  when,  due  to  war  conditions,  there  is  a general  loss  of  cir- 
culation in  libraries  throughout  the  country.  The  registration 
of  borrowers,  started  in  October  1942,  shows  822  people  using 
one  library,  and  some  of  these  (notably  the  high  school  stu- 
dents) use  both.  Now  that  we  open  at  10  o’clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  schools  are  better  able  to  make  use  of  the  library  and 
we  often  give  out  40  books  before  1 o’clock.  This  year  both 
libraries  have  sent  collections  of  books  to  class  rooms  in  the 
local  grammar  schools. 

To  celebrate  Book  Week  this  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
story  hour  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cronan,  we  invited  the  teachers 
over  for  tea  one  afternoon  and  arranged  for  them  a display  of 
the  new  children’s  books  and  others  we  hoped  might  be  of 
interest  to  them  in  their  teaching.  We  also  organized  a small 
group  of  6th,  7th  and  8th  graders  and  freshmen  to  learn  the  use 
of  the  library  and  to  serve  as  a publicity  group  at  the  schools. 
Some  of  the  members  of  this  group  are  alsa  giving  an  occasional 
afternoon  of  their  own  time  to  help  the  librarian.

In  the  Spring,  we  had  three  Saturday  morning  story  hours 
and  this  Fall  we  had  one  more.  At  times,  reading  groups  from 
the  Town  House  use  the  library  for  their  meetings.  During 
Christmas  week,  one  group  met  to  trim  the  tree  and  sing  carols 
and  a younger  group  met  for  Christmas  stories. 

In  December,  the  Woman’s  Club  held  a guest  meeting  in 
the  library.  The  speaker,  Mr.  William  G.  Roelker  of  the  R.  I. 
Historical  Society,  told  us  about  the  library  and  local  history 
and  a buffet  supper  was  served  to  130  people. 

We  have  been  collecting  magazines  during  the  year  and 
have  sent  them  to  the  American  Merchant  Marine  Library. 
Cochituate  has  sold  the  magazines  collected  there,  and' with  the 
money  bought  12  books  for  the  Service  Men.  Together  we 
have  sent  540  books  to  the  Victory  Book  Campaign  during  the 
year.  There  has  been  a change  of  organization  in  the  VBC, 
but  there  is  still  the  same  need  of  books  and  we  will  continue 
to  collect  them  for  the  duration. 

Because  the  library  is  not  open  every  day,  we  leave  the  out- 
side door  unlocked  all  the  time,  and  books  belonging  to  the 
library  or  for  the  Service  Men  can  be  left  inside  at  any  time. 

The  only  repair  job  undertaken  during  the  year,  was  the 
new  coat  of  paint  given  the  trim  on  the  Way  land  Library  last 
Spring.  There  is  some  work  being  done  now  to  make  a few 
badly  needed  improvements  in  the  Cochituate  Reading  Room. 

Plans  for  organizing  a Friends  of  the  Library  Society  are 
well  under  way  and  a letter  explaining  its  aims  will  soon  be  sent 
to  each  voter.  We  know  that  a great  many  of  the  townspeople 
will  be  pleased  to  have  this  opportunity  to  back  the  library.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Way  land  : 

The  Park  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  those 
private  individuals  and  town  officials  who  have  cooperated  with 
us  during  the  past  year  of  war  emergencies  in  giving  their  time 
and  effort  toward  keeping  Park  properties  in  an  attractive  con- 
dition. 

A shelter  was  built  in  the  center  of  the  town  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  ever  growing  number  of  people  who  are  forced 
to  depend  upon  public  conveyance  as  a means  of  transportation. 
Additional  improvements  were  carried  out  by  members  of  the 
Wayland  Garden  Club,  appointed  by  their  own  organization. 

Toilet  facilities  are  in  the  process  of  being  provided  at  the 
Dudley  Pond  Bathing  beach  for  the  use  of  local  residents  and 
their  guests.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  past 
summer  we  have  had  excellent  supervision  at  both  of  the  bath- 
ing beaches.  Due  to  Red  Cross  activities  in  Cochituate  and 
Wayland  Center  this  condition  has  been  made  possible. 

The  Park  Board  has  spent  considerable  time  studying  the 
conditions  which  have  arisen  due  to  the  further  growth  of 
weeds  at  the  Dudley  Pond  Bathing  beach,  and  finds  that  it  will 
require  the  cooperation  of  the  people  of  Wayland  to  bring  about 
a satisfactory  result. 

Although  accelerated  war  activities  and  gasoline  rationing 
have  seriously  curtailed  baseball  games  and  other  sports  activ- 
ities, the  Park  Board  maintained  tennis  courts  and  playing  fields 
for  the  use  of  the  people  of  Wayland  looking  forward  to  the 
time  when  once  again  organized  sports  will  be  carried  on  at  all 
of  our  playgrounds. 

The  Park  Board  was  represented  at  the  statewide  Confer- 
ence on  Recreation  sponsored  by  Governor  Leverett  Saltonstall 
on  Thursday,  December  9,  1943,  at  the  State  House,  Boston. 
Among  the  topics  outlined  were  “The  Community  and  Recrea- 
tion” and  “Recreation  in  the  Post-War  World”  some  of  which 
would  be  beneficial  to  Wayland.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 


The  Building  Inspection  Department  submits  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1943. 

The  number  of  permits  issued  during  1943  are  as  follows :

The  total  estimated  cost  of  new  buildings  and  alterations 
was  $10,350.00,  an  increase  of  about  fifteen  per  cent  over  last 
year.  Although  government  limitations  were  reduced  from 
$500.00  to  $200.00  on  the  use  of  material  for  non  essential 
work,  the  people  to  whom  most  of  these  permits  were  issued, 
and  others  whose  work  did  not  require  a permit,  took  advantage 
of  the  several  opportunities  to  make  use  of  the  good  used  build- 
ing material  that  was ' available  in  the  town  during  this  past 
year.  During  the  month  of- September,  the  government  released 
to  electrical  contractors  a considerable  amount  of  wire  and 
electrical  devices  to  be  used  for  residential  repairs.  These 
materials  come  at  a most  opportune  time,  for  they  have  not  been 
obtainable  for  nearly  two  years  and  fire  hazards  are  increasing 
in  homes,  especially  in  portable  cords  on  lamps,  appliances, 
motors,  etc.  Most  of  these  cords  have  outlived  their  usefulness 
and  the  insulating  material  on  them  have  been  deteriorated  to 
such  an  extent  that  they  constitute  a fire  hazard. 
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During  the  past  year,  when  meat  shortages  became  acute, 
many  people  decided  to  raise  a pig  or  small  flock  of  hens  on 
their  premises  to  do  their  bit  to  help  out  in  this  war  time  emer- 
gency and  this  department  considers  it  a very  patriotic  and  com- 
mendable gesture.  However,  people  living  on  exceptionally 
small  lots  found  it  difficult  to  locate  these  buildings  where  they 
would  not  be  objectionable  to  their  neighbors  and  also  comply 
with  the  zoning  requirements.  The  Zoning  Board  and  this 
department  investigated  many  complaints  in  these  matters  and 
this  department  would  like  to  thank  the  people  who  have  been 
involved  in  these  settlements  for  their  fair  mindedness  and 
cooperation. 

The  owners  of  licensed  premises  which  include  taverns, 
inns  and  restaurants,  whose  places  of  business  were  visited  by 
an  agent  of  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Associa- 
tion during  the  latter  part  of  1942,  were  very  cooperative  in 
carrying  out  his  suggestions  in  regard  to  repairs  at  their  various 
business  establishments.  This  action  was  taken  by  state  and 
local  authorities  after  the  Cocoanut  Grove  disaster  in  Boston. 

Building  activities  are  about  on  the  same  low  level  as  last 
year,  although  there  is  much  home  improvement  going  on  in  a 
minor  nature.

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REPORT  OF  WAYLAND  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SAFETY 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Way  land  this  report  is 
submitted  with  thankful  appreciation  of  the  ready  and  complete 
cooperation  which  has  been  given  by  them  throughout  the  year 
to  the  Way  land  Committee  on  Public  Safety. 

This  committee  has  found  all  town  departments  working 
in  harmony  of  understanding  and  helpfulness  in  every  situation. 
The  quiet  which  has  been  granted  us  here  on  the  home  front 
has  yet  found  all  branches  of  Civilian  Defense  vigilant  and 
faithful  in  their  attitude  and  prepared  to  give  themselves  to  any 
emergency  which  might  require  their  services  but  fortunately 
did  not  appear.  Any  problems  except  such  as  those  of  the 
routine  collection  of  salvage  through  that  department  and  the 
occasional  distribution  of  information  through  our  Block  System 
when  called  upon  by  our  state  organizations  have  been  largely  a 
matter  of  continued  preparedness  with  some  drills  and  some 
paper-work. 

The  efficiency  of  the  regular,  established  services  of  the 
town  such  as  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Police  have  given  a 
security  that  was  felt  by  all  our  workers  and  fellow  townsmen. 
Many  of  our  auxiliary  firemen  have  been  taken  into  the  regular 
fire  department  as  replacements  for  enlistments  in  the  armed 
forces.  The  whole  system  of  Wardens  and  similar  Civilian 
Defense  workers  are  prepared  to  give  what  aid  they  can  before 
and  after  the  arrival  of  the  regular  fire  department.  Extra 
apparatus  has  been  received  through  national  Civilian  Defense 
as  appears  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and 
at  this  writing  more  is  expected.  This  will  add  equipment  for 
use  both  here  and  in  Mutual  Aid  in  other  localities  if  called  out 
by  state  coordinators. 

It  should  be  noted  that  most  of  our  workers  are  quietly 
and  without  publicity  working  hard  and  faithfully  in  activities 
strictly  outside  C.  D.  organization  but  very  important  to  the 
war  effort ; in  war  factories,  in  Army  camp  activities,  in  care 
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of  local  distress  of  soldiers  and  their  dependents  and  in  brighten- 
ing the  lives  of  service  men  and  women  here  and  abroad  in 
every  way  possible.  The  Red  Cross  interlocks  with  Civilian 
Defense  in  personnel  and  in  function  and  deserves  mention  in 
this  report  with  the  highest  compliments  of  those  of  us  who 
know  of  their  generous  giving  of  themselves  to  the  help  of  all 
of  us. 

Commendation  is  offered  here  to  every  worker  in  Civilian 
Defense  for  their  participation,  often  -routine  and  even  tedious, 
but  always  willing,  unstinted  and  competent.  Only  those  who 
do  the  work  can  appreciate  what  is  involved  in  getting  out  the 
“Village  Bugle”  for  servicemen  and  the  “All  Clear”  for  Civilian 
Defense  personnel.  To  single  out  any  one  for  special  praise 
would  be  impossible  and  odious.  Reference  to  the  complete 
roster  of  C.  D.  workers  might  not  recognize  even  then  all  those 
who  have  helped  in  this  important  matter  but  sometimes  remain 
anonymous. 

It  seems  fitting  because  of  the  special  information  of  cur- 
rent interest  to  add  directly  beneath  this  a special  report  just 
made  to  this  committee,  viz : 

REPORT  OF  THE  SALVAGE  COMMITTEE 

The  Salvage  Committee  carried  on  in  1943  somewhat  more 
quietly  than  in  1942.  The  Town  collected  about  60  tons  of 
metal  scrap  in  Cochituate  and  30  tons  in  Wayland  during  1942, 
thus  very  substantially  exceeding  the  quota  of  about  60  tons, 
and  the  Committee  feels  that  the  volunteers  did  a magnificent 
job  of  turning  out  to  get  the  scrap.  The  Boy  Scouts  profited 
by  the  proceeds  in  large  part.  The  Committee  feels  that  the 
Town  is  pretty  well  cleaned  up,  except  for  some  farm  scrap  and 
for  some  automobile  bodies  which  are  a problem.  The  regular 
junk  dealers  are  pretty  well  taking  care  of  other  junk  nowadays. 

During  the  entire  year  1943  the  M.  W.  D.  C.  had  regular 
tin  collections  one  day  a month  in  each  end  of  Town,  and  the 
Town  Highway  Department  took  care  of  the  delivery  of 
accumulated  tin  to  Framingham  where  it  went  into  railroad 
cars  on  its  way  to  the  de-tinning  plants. 

There  was  one  waste-paper  collection  in  Wayland  in  which 
there  were  seven  tons  collected  and  the  proceeds  were  paid  to 
the  three  churches  in  Town.  About  ten  tons  of  paper  were 
collected  in  Cochituate.  The  Town  Highway  Department 
helped  out  on  the  Wayland  collection.  We  feel  that  there  is  a 
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good  deal  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  collecting  magazines  and 
cartons. 

Also  during  the  year  the  War  Service  Division,  headed  by 
Dorothy  C.  Stone,  not  only  supervised  the  tin  collection  but 
also  organized  the  block  system  and  used  it  from  time  to  time 
in  spreading  necessary  civil  defense  information.  We  feel  that 
they  have  there  a permanent  organization  which  can  reach  all 
the  Town  quicker  than  any  other  method  of  spreading  informa- 
tion. 

William  J.  Scotland  is  still  in  charge  in  Cochi tuate  with 
George  W.  Fullick  his  right-hand  man  and  doing  a very 
thorough  job.  In  the  Wayland  end  of  Town  Daniel  E.  Ken- 
nedy has  taken  charge,  superseding  J.  Sidney  Stone  who  asked 
to  be  relieved  from  his  responsibility.  Doubtless  there  will  be 
other  calls  for  work  from  time  to  time.  Much  of  the  future  is 
going  to  be  the  steady  work  of  everybody,  making  the  small 
individual  efforts  pile  into  a large  whole.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  WAYLAND  WATER 
DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

The  Board  organized  with  Walter  S.  Bigwood,  Chairman; 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  Roger  Ela.  Alfred  A.  Lamarine 
was  appointed  Superintendent,  John  Phylis,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent, and  Charles  Potvin,  Engineer.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Lewis 
was  appointed  Assistant  Clerk. 

For  your  convenience  the  Water  Department  Collector  will 
be  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wayland,  on  Thursdays  (telephone  Way- 
land  92)  and  at  the  Lewis  Real  Estate  Office,  2 Damon  Street, 
Cochituate,  on  other  week  days.  (Telephone  Natick  464-W.) 

There  were  no  new  extension  this  year  because  of  the 
shortage  of  materials. 

Trouble  developed  in  the  wells  causing  discoloration  of  the 
water,  samples  of  which  were  turned  over  to  Weston  & Samp- 
son, Consulting  Engineers,  for  analysis.  They  submitted  the 
following  report : 

“As  a result  of  the  six  samples  collected  and  analyzed,  we 
believe  that  the  6-inch  gravel  well  is  the  principal  source  of  your 
‘redwater’  troubles  in  the  distribution  system.  If  the  samples 
taken  from  this  well  are  truly  representative  of  the  water  fur- 
nished by  the  well  under  ordinary  operation,  it  will  be  desirable 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  6-inch  gravel  well. 

“Before  deciding  on  this  step,  we  suggest  that  the  well  be 
shut  off  and  thoroughly  cleaned  to  remove  the  deposit  of  iron 
oxide  that  may  have  accumulated  in  the  bottom  of  the  well 
since  its  installation. 

“After  cleaning,  the  well  should  be  pumped  until  the  water 
is  clear,  and  a sample  collected  for  another  analysis.  The 
results  of  this  analysis  will  determine  the  natural  quality  of  the 
ground  water  entering  the  well  without  interference  from 
deposits  of  iron  oxide,  and  should  decide  whether  it  will  be 
advisable  to  permanently  shut  off  this  well. 
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“We  are  also  advised  that  in  regular  pumping  from  all 
wells  the  water  in  the  pumping  station  is  rusty  at  the  start  of 
pumping.  It  is  apparent  that  the  distribution  system  has 
accumulated  a considerable  deposit  of  iron  oxide,  especially  in 
the  mains  nearer  the  pumping  station,  which  deposit  is  stirred 
up  and  transported  to  the  house  service  pipes  whenever  the 
normal  velocity  in  the  pipes  is  increased  by  opening  hydrants 
or  closing  valves. 

“As  soon  as  the  source  of  the  trouble  is  eliminated,  the 
mains  should  be  thoroughly  flushed  out  in  sections,  beginning 
at  the  pumping  station.” 

As  suggested  in  the  foregoing  report,  the  six-inch  well  was 
discontinued  and  all  mains  flushed  thoroughly,  which  remedied 
the  situation.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Water  Works 


The  difficulty  in  obtaining  labor  and  materials  has  made  it 
necessary  to  postpone  some  jobs  until  they  become  available. 
The  United  States  War  Production  Board  has  restricted  new 
extensions  to  250  feet  from  any  point  of  supply  as  follows : 
“Limitation  of  Cost  of  Material.  You  may  not  make  any  exten- 
sion of  service  for  any 'purpose  the  cost  of  which  exceeds 
$1500.00  for  material  for  underground  work  or  $500.00  for  cost 
of  material  for  above  ground  work.  The  order  restricts  addi- 
tions to  a limit  of  250  feet  including  main  and  service  pipe  in 
any  case.” 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  dirty  water  appeared  in  the 
mains  mostly  in  the  Wayland  section.  The  cause  was  found  to 
be  in  some  of  the  wells.  These  were  shut  off  and  the  condition 
stopped.  Some  of  the  wells  can  not  be  re-conditioned  and  will 
have  to  be  replaced.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report  for  the  year  1943. 

Two  perpetual  care  gifts  have  been  received  in  the  course 
of  the  year;  the  first,  a gift  of  $200.00  from  Miss  Constance 
R.  Handy  to  establish  the  St.  Clair-Wade  Fund  for  the  per- 
petual care  of  lots  131  and  132  in  the  North  Cemetery;  the 
second,  a gift  of  $150.00  from  Andrew  R.  Newton,  to  establish 
the  Charles  H.  Newton  Fund  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lot  204, 
North  Cemetery.  These  gifts  increase  the  number  of  accounts 
to  130,  and  the  total  of  invested  funds  to  $23,725.00  providing 
for  the  care  of  170  lots  in  all. 

Forty-three  lot  owners  paid  sums  aggregating  $168.00  for 
care  of  their  lots  through  the  season,  making  the  total  of  215 
lots  for  which  care  is  provided  by  the  holders.  This  leaves 
approximately  1,000  lots  in  the  three  cemeteries  with  no  pro- 
vision for  their  care  other  than  such  as  the  town  may  choose  to 
give. 

Thirty-nine  burials  have  been  made  this  year;  three  more 
than  last  year.  Twenty-five  of  these  were  made  in  Lakeview 
Cemetery  and  fourteen  in  the  North  Cemetery. 

Nine  lots  were  sold,  and  one  single  grave,  and  payment 
was  completed  on  one  previously  sold.  For  these  the  sum  of 
$350.00  was  received  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Difficulty  in  securing  competent  help  has  hampered  the 
work  this  year,  and  made  effective  work  in  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  North  Cemetery  almost  impossible.  Some  progress  has  been 
made  however,  chiefly  in  removing  and  disposing  of  stumps  of 
trees  broken  in  the  hurricane.  This  work  was  accomplished  at 
a cost  of  about  $260.00,  leaving  some  $400.00  of  the  grant  for 
further  work  as  circumstances  may  render  possible.  The  widen- 
ing of  the  entrance  and  the  improvement  of  the  roadway  is 
necessarily  carried  forward  to  1944.  In  connection  with  this 
consideration  should  be  given  to  recoating  the  sloping  road 
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above  the  tomb  in  Lakeview  Cemetery  as  the  surface  is  begin- 
ning to  break  up. 

More  land  is  urgently  needed  for  Lakeview  Cemetery  and 
your  Commissioners  expect  to  bring  a proposition  for  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  land  before  the  town  in  the  near  future.

Tree  Warden  and  seven  Constables,  all  for  one  year; 

One  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for  two  years; 

One  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one 
Water  Commissioner,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Road 
Commissioner,  two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Park  Commissioner,  and  one 
Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  all  for  three  years; 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  6.00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  will 
remain  open  continuously  until  6.00  in  the  afternoon,  when 
they  shall  be  closed. 

And  you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  Town  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  on 

WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  7,  1945 

at  7.45  P.  M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  1.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Town  officers,  agents 
and  committees,  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers,  agents 
and  committees  not  elected  by  the  official  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  grant  money  for  necessary  Town  purposes. 
See  Finance  Committee’s  Report. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1945,  and  to  issue  a note  or 
notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a period  of  less  than  a year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $375  for 
general  improvement  in  any  of  the  Cemeteries,  same  to  be 
taken  from  money  in  the  Town  Treasury  received  from  the 
sale  of  Burial  Lots  in  1944  in  accordance  with  Chapter  114, 
Section  15,  of  the  General  Laws,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  funds 
received  from  the  sale  of  lots  should  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  for  the  purchase  of  additional  land  in  the 
near  future  for  the  Lakeview  Cemetery.  It  feels  that 
this  would  be  a preferable  way  to  handle  these  funds 
than  for  the  Town  to  take  them  for  miscellaneous 
small  improvements  which  could  almost  be  considered 
in  the  nature  of  ordinary  care. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  recom- 
mend the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  funds  for : 

(1)  “Water  Main  Extension  Notes  Maturing  in  1945” — pay- 

ment of  principal — $2,000; 

(2)  “Water  Main  Extension  Notes  Maturing  in  1946” — pay- 

ment of  interest  due  in  1945 — $120; 

(3)  “Water  Department  Maintenance” — $8,700; 

the  entire  amount  to  be  taken  from  “Water  Available  Surplus,” 
or  do  or  act. 

The  appropriations  here  requested  are  for  the 
normal  operation  of  the  Water  Department  and  as 
such,  call  for  no  explanation. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  the  article. 
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Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  preparation  of  studies  and  plans  for  a 
Civic  Center  Building  to  be  located  in  the  Village  of  Cochituate, 
the  money  to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee 
designated  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  under  Article  7 at 
the  Annual  Meeting  held  March  8,  1944,  or  do  or  act. 

The  Building  Committee  advises  the  Finance 
Committee  that  they  are  in  the  process  of  having  pre- 
liminary plans  prepared  for  the  proposed  building  and 
that,  in  addition  to  the  $500  voted  last  year,  they  would 
like  the  Town  to  appropriate  about  $1,000  this  year. 
Since  it  is  contemplated  that  this  is  a project  which  the 
Town  will  be  asked  to  undertake  immediately  follow- 
ing the  close  of  the  war  and,  since  plans  will  have  to 
be  prepared  in  advance,  the  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a new  fur- 
nace, heating  equipment  and  insulation  for  the  Public  Library 
Building  in  Way  land  and  act  upon  the  question  of  authorizing 
the  making  of  a contract  therefor  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Way- 
land  Public  Library  and  the  payment  of  bills  therefor  upon 
approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  or  do  or  act. 

The  hot  air  furnace  in  the  Public  Library  has 
worn  out  and  it  has  been  increasingly  difficult  to  make 
repairs  in  the  last  three  years.  Despite  such  repairs  as 
have  been  made,  there  is  no  assurance  that  it  will  last 
through  a heating  season.  The  furnace  was  installed 
in  1900,  at  the  time  the  building  was  constructed,  and 
is  therefore  forty-five  years  old.  It  has  become  impos- 
sible to  obtain  replacement  parts  and  any  program, 
involving  an  over-all  cleaning  of  the  Library,  includ- 
ing painting,  etc.,  should  not  be  undertaken  until  a new 
furnace  has  been  installed.  The  heating  engineers, 
employed  by  the  Trustees  to  study  the  requirements  of 
the  building,  suggest  the  installation  of  a vapor  steam 
heating  system,  with  adequate  radiation  to  supplant 
the  present  furnace  and  hot  air  system.  They  also 
point  out  that  a substantial  saving  of  fuel  could  be 
made  by  insulating  above  the  ceiling.  The  engineers 
estimate  that  the  contractor’s  price  for  the  complete  job 
will  come  to  about  $6,100.  The  priority  for  the  pur- 
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chase  of  this  equipment  can  be  obtained.  The  Trustees 
propose  to  let  the  job  on  a competitive  bid  basis. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  made  an  examination 
of  the  building,  has  looked  at  the  furnace,  has  con- 
sulted with  the  heating  engineers  and  is  satisfied  that 
the  request  here  made  is  a proper  one.  The  Finance 
Committee  therefore  recommends  the  approval  of  the 
article. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  and  assess 
a sum  of  money  for  general  repair  of  the  Public  Library  Build- 
ing in  Wayland,  such  work  to  include  interior  painting,  renova- 
tion and  repair  of  the  plumbing  and  electrical  systems,  and  act 
upon  the  question  of  authorizing  the  making  of  contracts  there- 
for by  the  Trustees  of  the  Wayland  Public  Library  and  the 
payment  of  bills  therefor  upon  approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library,  or  do  or  act. 

The  interior  of  the  Public  Library  has  not  been 
painted  within  the  last  fifteen  years.  The  plumbing 
fixtures  need  to  be  renewed  and  some  of  the  electrical 
fixtures  should  be  modernized.  The  Trustees  have 
secured  rough  estimates  of  what  a program  of  interior 
renovation  and  repair  will  come  to  and  figure  the  total 
cost  to  be  about  $1,800.  This  article  is  a request  on 
their  part  for  the  work  which  they  feel  should  be  done 
on  the  Library  following  the  close  of  the  war.  There 
is  no  suggestion  that  the  work  be  done  at  this  time. 

The  Finance  Committee,  as  indicated  in  the  previous 
article,  has  made  an  inspection  of  the  building  and 
agrees  that  the  work  should  be  undertaken  when  labor 
and  materials  are  again  available. 

A start  was  made  last  year  on  a program  looking 
to  the  post-war  period.  The  Finance  Committee  feels 
that  the  work  here  requested  is  one  of  the  major  items 
which  should  fall  within  such  a program.  Last  year, 
funds  were  set  aside  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  an 
addition  to  the  Highway  Department  garage ; for  the 
purchase  of  land  for  a civic  center  in  Cochituate  and 
for  an  addition  to  the  Center  grammar  school.  This 
year,  a further  earmarking  is  being  recommended  for 
repairs  to  the  Library  and  for  repairs  to  the  three 
school  buildings.  For  next  year  and  the  year  or  two 
which  follow,  a program  for  post-war  reconstruction 
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should  include  resumption  of  Chapter  90  highway  con- 
struction, Town  road  reconstruction,  improvement  to 
the  park  land,  purchase  of  additional  land  for  Lake- 
view  Cemetery,  a townwide  tree-trimming  project, 
new  pumps  and  additions  to  the  water  system,  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Highway  Department  garage  and,  as  the 
most  important  item,  a new  civic  center  building  for 
Cochituate.  It  is  with  this  entire  program  in  mind  that 
the  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  appropriations 
here  requested  for  the  Library  and  the  schools  should 
be  made. 

Inasmuch  as  the  funds,  once  voted,  do  not  have 
to  be  used  in  the  current  year,  but  may  be  set  aside 
pending  completion  of  the  program,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommends  the  approval  of  the  article  and  the 
appropriation  of  $1,800. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  miscellaneous  repairs  and 
improvement  of  the  Town’s  school  buildings  and  adjoining 
grounds,  or  do  or  act. 

The  School  Committee  has  submitted  a schedule 
of  repairs  and  improvement  to  the  Town’s  school 
buildings,  the  principal  items  of  which  are : a com- 

plete painting  and  refinishing  of  the  interiors  of  the 
grade  school  buildings  in  Cochituate  and  Wayland 
Center,  new  floor  covering  in  the  Center  grammar 
school,  new  stairs  for  the  Cochituate  grammar  school, 
ventilation  for  the  basement  of  the  high  school  and 
desk  replacements. 

A portion  of  the  work  is  to  catch  up  on  repairs 
which  have  of  necessity  been  neglected  during  the  war 
period  when  there  was  a shortage  of  labor  and  mate- 
rials and  most  of  the  schedule  covers  improvements  in 
the  two  grammar  schools.  The  Finance  Committee 
has  made  an  inspection  of  each  of  the  buildings,  has 
gone  over  each  of  the  items  with  the  School  Committee 
and  estimates  the  probable  cost  of  the  program  at 
$15,500.  The  entire  appropriation  here  asked  is  of 
the  same  general  nature  as  that  called  for  in  the  pre- 
vious article.  The  School  Committee  advises  us  that 
only  a part  of  the  work  can  be  undetaken  now  but  that 
it  would  like  to  be  in  a position  to  proceed  with  the 
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various  items  as  soon  as  possible.  Funds  appropriated 
for  the  purposes  outlined  in  this  article  can  be  carried 
forward  through  a period  of  years  until  the  program 
is  completed. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  this  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $15,500. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  special,  scientific  or  duplicate 
copies  of  books,  magazines,  etc.  Said  money  to  be  expended 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Wayland  Free 
Public  Library,  or  do  or  act 

This  article  was  not  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by 
the  Trustees  and  they  advise  the  Finance  Committee 
that,  although  they  would  naturally  welcome  any  addi- 
tions to  their  appropriation  which  the  Town  might  see 
fit  to  vote,  they  are  not  themselves  requesting  such 
funds. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  does  not  recom- 
mend the  approval  of  the  article. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  to  purchase  for  recreational  pur- 
poses all  or  any  part  of  the  lots  of  land  in  that  part  of  the  Town 
known  as  “Riverview  Circle”  and  shown  on  a plan  entitled, 
“Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  Riverview  Terrace,  Edward  Howard, 
C.  E.”  dated  May,  1924,  and  recorded  with  Middlesex  South 
District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan  Book  339,  Plan  No.  41  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  upon  recommendation  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  accept  a deed  or  deeds,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Town  Counsel,  and  pay  the  purchase  price,  or 
do  or  act. 

The  Planning  Board  advises  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee that  it  has,  within  the  past  two  years,  acquired  by 
deed  or  purchase  104  lots  in  the  Riverview  Terrace 
Section.  Out  of  the  monies  appropriated  to  date,  some 
$350  has  been  expended.  The  Board  would  like  to 
continue  with  the  work  and,  although  it  does  not  need 
any  substantial  sums,  it  feels  that  it  will  need,  and  can 
use  to  good  advantage  in  the  next  year  or  so,  a sum  of 
$500.  The  Finance  Committee  is  satisfied  that  the 
plan,  as  originally  suggested  to  the  Town  is  being  car- 
ried out  on  a modest  basis  and  feels  that  the  work 
should  continue. 
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The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
the  approval  of  this  article  and  the  appropriation  of 
$500. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with 
regard  to  the  permanent  care  of  the  Charles  Kirby  Whittier 
Memorial,  including  any  land  belonging  to  the  Town  at  the 
junction  of  Waltham  and  Concord  Roads. 

Work  on  the  Whittier  Memorial  was  begun  last 
fall  and  will  be  completed  this  spring,  following  which, 
the  care  of  the  area  should  be  assigned  by  the  Town  to 
one  of  the  several  departments  which  might  take  juris- 
diction. The  Finance  Committee  feels  that,  because  of 
the  character  of  the  site  and  nature  of  the  maintenance 
work,  the  area  should  be  placed  under  the  care  of  the 
Park  Department. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends 
that  the  care  of  the  Whittier  Memorial  site  be  assigned 
to  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  approval 
of  such  action  as  may  be  suggested  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
copies  thereof,  attested  by  you,  at  the  Town  Hall,  at  each  Post 
Office  in  Towm,  and  at  the  Legion  Hall,  at  Cochituate,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  election.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Selectmen  and  Town  department  heads  are  again  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  careful  and  economical  administration  of 
their  various  departments.  Balances  amounting  to  $10,500  were 
turned  back  to  the  Town  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  1944,  the  major  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
were  approximately  as  follows:  Police  Department  $200;  Fire 
Department — Hose  $400;  Welfare — Old  Age  Assistance  $300; 
Highway  Department — Maintenance  $500,  Snow  Removal 
$625;  Schools — (Salaries,  Operation,  Maintenance)  $4,200,  the 
principal  item  of  which  was  repair  of  the  heating  system  in  the 
high  school. 

Several  years  ago,  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Water 
Department  arranged  for  a water-use  survey.  This  was  done, 
and  as  a result,  the  gross  income  of  the  department  has  been 
substantially  increased.  In  addition,  the  Commissioners  have 
made  better  arrangements  for  collection  of  their  accounts. 
Through  these  two  moves,  the  accounts  receivable  and  outstand- 
ing in  the  Water  Department  have  been  reduced  this  last  year 
from  $8,400  on  1/1/44  to  $3,400  on  1/1/45.  A new  well  was 
driven  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  about  $6,300  and  the  Com- 
missioners are  planning,  with  the  approval  of  the  Town,  to 
install  new  pumping  equipment  as  soon  as  it  becomes  available 
following  the  close  of  the  war. 

During  the  year,  a salary  schedule  study  was  made  by  the 
School  Department  with  the  objectives  in  mind  of  establishing 
teachers’  salaries  on  a sound  and  equitable  basis,  of  encourag- 
ing the  professional  advancement  of  the  teaching  staff  and  with 
a view  to  overcoming  the  increasing  difficulty  of  securing 
teachers  in  competition  with  other  communities.  The  schedule 
was  completed  December  1,  1944,  and  was  subsequently  ap- 
proved by  the  Teachers’  Committee,  the  Superintendent  and  the 
School  Committee. 

Although  there  have  been  some  increases  in  the  salary  and 
wage  scales  paid  by  the  various  departments,  the  Finance  Com- 
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mittee  feels  that,  because  of  war-time  conditions,  the  temporary 
bonus  paid  in  1944  should  again  be  paid  in  1945  to  all  the 
Town's  full-time  employees.  It  recognizes,  however,  that,  with 
the  close  of  the  war,  there  should  be  a further  study  made  of 
relationships  of  all  pay  schedules. 

For  1945,  the  budget  as  recommended  of  about  $235,000 
provides  for  increases  of  about  $20,000  over  last  year,  the  prin- 
cipal items  of  the  increase  being : School  Department — Teachers’ 
Salaries  $6,900,  Vocational  Tuition  $500,  Dental  Clinic  $200, 
School  Rental  Account  $200;  Welfare  Department — Old  Age 
Assistance  $6,000,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  $1,500,  Welfare 
Department — Expense  $350;  Highway  Department — New 
Equipment  $3,000,  Highway  Maintenance  $2,600;  Cemeteries 
$400;  Temporary  Bonus — full-time  employees  $200  and 
Reserve  $1,000. 

For  1945,  the  articles  as  recommended  total  $24,000.  Of 
this,  $18,300  may  be  considered  as  being  of  a post  war  nature, 
$1,000  being  for  plans  for  the  projected  Civic  Center  Building 
in  Cochituate,  $1,800  for  repairs  to  the  Public  Library  and 
$15,000  for  an  over-all  program  of  repairs  to  the  school  build- 
ings. In  addition,  for  this  year  $6,100  is  recommended  for  a 
new  heating  plant  for  the  Library  and  $500  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  land  in  Riverview  Terrace. 

Last  year,  the  Finance  Committee  advised  the  Town  that  it 
felt  a beginning  should  be  made  in  a program  looking  to  the 
post  war  period  and  that  a start  should  be  made  on  the  appro- 
priations toward  this  end.  The  Committee  feels  that  the  Town 
should  continue  following  the  course  then  adopted,  with  a view 
to  completing  such  a program  in  the  next  two  or  three  years. 
It  is  with  that  in  mind  that  the  expenditures  called  for  under  the 
articles  have  been  recommended  this  year.  It  is  felt  that  next 
year  plans  will  be  sufficiently  developed  for  the  Cochituate 
Civic  Center  Building  and  that  the  war  situation  may  be  suf- 
ficiently changed  so  that  the  Town  might  then  be  ready  to  con- 
sider as  its  next  major  move  an  appropriation  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  building. 

The  other  principal  items  which  have  been  suggested  as 
part  of  this  program  for  the  Town  are : Chapter  90  Highway 
Construction,  Town  road  reconstruction,  an  addition  to  the 
Highway  Department  garage,  regrading  of  the  football  field, 
additional  land  for  the  Lakeview  Cemetery,  townwide  tree-

trimming  along  the  highways  and  new  pumps  and  additions  to 
the  water  system.  The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  the  Town 
will  be  able  to  finance  and  complete  such  a program  over  a 
short  period  of  time  if  the  matter  is  handled  in  an  orderly 
fashion.  The  Town  will  thereby  make  its  contribution  to  a 
natinal  post  war  program  of  full  employment. 

The  Finance  Committee  again  recognizes  that  its  recom- 
mendations, if  carried  out,  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  tax 
rate,  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  rate  can  be  kept  under  $31.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  to  purchase  a site  upon  which  to  con- 
struct at  a later  date,  following  the  close  of  the  war,  a build- 
ing to  provide  quarters  for  the  branch  of  the  Public  Library, 
for  the  Fire  Department  and  for  other  municipal  purposes, 
such  a civic  centre  building  to  be  located  in  the  Village  of 
Cochituate  and  will  vote  to  appoint  a committee  authorized  to 
do  all  things  necessary  and  appropriate  thereto,  with  such  power 
to  act  as  may  seem  to  the  Town  desirable,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $3,000  ; 

(1)  $2,500  for  the  purchase  of  a parcel  of  land  owned  by 
the  Boston  & Middlesex  Street  Railway,  located  at  the  corner 
of  Main  Street  and  East  Plain  Street,  containing  about  1.54 
acres ; 

(2)  $500  for  the  use  of  a Building  Committee  for  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  a municipal  building 
to  be  erected  on  the  parcel  so  purchased  and  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  site ; 

That  for  these  purposes,  a Building  Committee  of  five  is 
hereby  appointed  to  be  made  up  as  follows : one  member  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  be  chosen  by  their 
respective  groups  and  two  others  at  large  to  be  chosen  by  the 
three  so  designated ; 

That  this  committee  be  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  Town 
to  do  all  things  necessary  and  appropriate  in  connection  with  the 
acquisition  of  a site,  the  obtaining  of  a deed  thereof  and  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  specifications; 

That  in  carrying  out  this  vote,  said  Building  Committee 
shall  advise  and  consult,  as  to  the  proposed  uses  of  the  building 
and  site  and  the  proposed  plans  and  specifications,  with  an 
Advisory  Board  to  consist  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector 
and  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one  Water 
Commissioner,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee,  two  Trus- 
tees of  the  Public  Library  and  two  engineers  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, each  to  be  designated  by  their  respective  groups,  and  two 
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women  members  at  large  to  be  chosen  by  the  Building  Com- 
mittee from  the  civic  groups  in  Cochituate. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a lot  of  land,  for 
municipal  purposes,  now  owned  by  James  Martin,  adjoining 
that  owned  by  the  Town,  on  which  the  Town  Highway  Depart- 
ment garage  is  located,  the  lot  containing  about  58,000  square 
feet,  more  or  less,  and  having  a frontage  of  100  feet  on  Main 
Street  and  a depth  of  580  feet,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $500  for  the  purchase  of  a lot  of  land,  for  municipal 
purposes,  now  owned  by  James  Martin,  adjoining  that  owned 
by  the  Town,  on  which  the  Town  Highway  Department  garage 
is  located,  the  lot  containing  about  58,000  square  feet,  more  or 
less,  and  having  a frontage  of  100  feet  on  Main  Street  and  a 
depth  of  540  feet,  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  pay  said  sum  upon  the  delivery  of  a deed  satisfactory  to 
the  Board  conveying  said  land  to  the  Town. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and 
assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a 
one-room  addition  to  the  Grade  School  at  Wayland  Centre,  the 
appropriation  to  also  cover  the  cost  of  architect’s  plans,  or  do 
or  act.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  for 
the  same,  or  otherwise  act  thereon.

Voted  that  the  article  be  passed  over. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as 
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a highway,  or  restrict  the  use  of  a portion  of  Waltham  Road 
near  its  intersection  with  Concord  Road,  or  to  re-locate  said 
Waltham  Road;  authorize  any  action  with  regard  to  the  real 
estate  involved  and  any  construction  required,  all  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial,  authorized  at  the 
1943  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  make  an  appropriation  for 
these  purposes  and  for  said  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial,  or  do  or 
act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  discontinue  that  portion 
of  the  highway  known  as  Waltham  Road,  consisting  of  the 
northerly  branch  of  the  road  from  its  intersection  with  Concord 
Road  to  the  point  where  it  joins  the  southerly  branch,  and  that 
said  Waltham  Road  be  relocated  in  accordance  with  plans  pre- 
pared by  the  Planning  Board  and  that  the  Town  erect  a marker 
designating  the  triangular  parcel  between  the  two  branches  of 
the  road  as  relocated,  as  the  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial  and 
appropriate  and  assess  for  the  expenditures  involved,  $350,  the 
work  to  be  done  and  the  money  spent  by  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment under  the  supervision  of  the  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial 
Committee  and  the  Planning  Board,  including  the  improve- 
ment of  the  land  adjacent  to  said  highway. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  discontinue  as  a Town 
highway,  the  northerly  fork  of  Bow  Road,  or  restrict  its  use 
or  take  any  action  thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  relocate  a cer- 
tain portion  of  Bow  Road  near  its  junction  with  Concord  Road, 
acquire  any  necessary  land  by  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise,  pro- 
vide for  any  construction  or  reconstruction  required,  make  an 
appropriation  therefor  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  relocate  a certain  por- 
tion of  Bow  Road  near  its  junction  with  Concord  Road,  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  gift  any  land  necessary  thereto 
from  the  Wayland  Junior  Town  House,  Inc.  and  from  the  Mid- 
dlesex Mortgage  Corporation  and  reconstruct  said  road,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  prepared  by  the  Planning  Board ; 

That  there  be  appropriated  and  assessed  therefor  the  sum 
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of  $650,  the  work  involved  to  be  done  and  the  money  expended 
by  the  Highway  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Planning  Board. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  all  or 
any  of  the  following  conveyances,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
regard  thereto :

C.  E.”  dated  May,  1924,  and  recorded  with  Middlesex  South 
District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan  Book  339,  Plan  No.  41  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  upon  recommendation  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  accept  a deed  or  deeds,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Town  Counsel,  and  pay  the  purchase  price,  or 
do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess 
the  sum  of  $500,  in  addition  to  the  sum  heretofor  appropriated, 
to  purchase  for  recreational  purposes  all  or  any  part  of  the  lots 
of  land  in  that  part  of  the  Town  known  as  “Riverview  Circle” 
and  shown  on  a plan  entitled,  “Wayland,  Mass.  Plan  of  River- 
view Terrace,  Edward  Howard,  C.  E.”  dated  May,  1924,  and 
recorded  with  Middlesex  South  District  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan 
Book  339,  Plan  No.  41  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  be 
and  they  hereby  are  authorized  upon  recommendation  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  acquire  any  such  lots  by  gift  or  purchase 
and  to  expend  all  or  such  portion  of  said  sum  as  seems  desir- 
able for  the  above  purposes. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  aid  members  of  the  armed  services  in  their  return 
to  civilian  life  and  will  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of  $200 
for  use  as  expenses  of  such  committee,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  appoint  a committee  to  assist  in  every  way  members  of 
the  armed  services  in  their  return  to  civilian  life. 

That  the  committee  be  appointed  in  accordance  with  a state 
wide  program  submitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  Selectmen  in 
his  letter  of  December  15,  1943; 

And  that  the  sum  of  $200  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  a 
committee  be  appropriated  and  assessed. 

Voted  unanimously  to  take  up  Article  21. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a

committee  to  make  a study  and  have  plans  prepared  for  a 
memorial  to  be  erected,  following  the  close  of  the  war,  to  the 
men  and  women  of  Wayland  who  will  have  been  in  the  service, 
the  committee  to  correlate  and  combine  any  and  all  suggestions 
for  a memorial  and  to  be  ready  to  report  at  the  next  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  appoint  a committee,  to 
be  known  as  the  War  Memorial  Committee,  to  make  a study  and 
have  plans  prepared  for  a memorial  to  be  erected,  following  the 
close  of  the  war,  to  the  men  and  women  of  Wayland  who  will 
have  been  in  the  service,  the  committee  to  be  composed  of : one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  member  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  one  member  of  the  American  Legion  and  two 
others  to  be  chosen  by  the  three  so  designated,  the  committee  to 
correlate  and  combine  any  and  all  suggestions  for  a memorial 
and  to  report  at  each  Annual  Town  Meeting  until  the  matter  is 
disposed  of  by  the  Town. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
and  assess  a sum  of  money  for  the  erection  bf  suitable  honor 
rolls,  or  do  or  act. 

Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  and  assess  the  sum  of 
$1,300  for  the  erection  of  suitable  honor  rolls  to  be  located  in 
Cochituate  and  Wayland  Villages,  the  expenditure  of  the  money, 
the  date  for  erection  and  the  form  of  the  honor  rolls  to  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  committee  appointed  under  Article  21. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  convey  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  and  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  in  consider- 
ation of  one  dollar,  all  its  right,  title  and  interest,  if  any,  in  and 
to  five  poles  and  the  wires  and  fixtures  thereon  in  Town  Way 
running  southeasterly  from  Pelham  Island  Road,  or  take  any 
other  action  with  respect  to  the  subject  matter. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  convey  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  and  to  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  in  consider- 
ation of  one  dollar,  all  its  right,  title  and  interest,  if  any,  in  and 
to  five  poles  and  the  wires  and  fixtures  thereon  in  Town  Way 
running  southeasterly  from  Pelham  Island  Road  toward  the 
house  occupied  by  John  J.  Erwin. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Town  will  vote 
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to  transfer  from  available  funds  to  meet  any  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  under  the  foregoing  articles. 

Voted  unanimously  that  the  Assessors  be  authorized  to  use 
a sum  not  exceeding  $10,000  from  available  funds  in  the  Treas- 
ury toward  the  reduction  of  the  1944  tax  rate. 

Voted  to  dissolve  the  meeting  at  9.50  P.  M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


All  regular  appointments  have  been  made  as  required  by 
law.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  town  officers  and  committees. 

Mr.  Parran  C.  Jarboe  was  appointed  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Ronald  S.  Campbell 
who  resigned  from  the  committee.  Mr.  George  V.  Deverell 
was  also  appointed  for  a three-year  term  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Donald  B.  McClellan. 

In  addition,  vacancies  have  been  filled  on  the  following 
boards : Mr.  J.  Reed  Morss,  War  Price  and  Rationing  Board, 
replacing  Mr.  Nelson  D.  Phelps.  Mr.  Alfred  A.  Bracy  was 
also  appointed  to  this  board,  as  Chairman  of  Price  Control.  Mr. 
Frank  H.  Carter,  Chairman  of  Local  War  Finance  Committee 
in  place  of  Mr.  J.  Warren  Olmstead,  resigned.  Mr.  Carter  was 
also  appointed  a member  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers.  Mr. 
Frederick  L.  Gibbs  was  appointed  as  a Trustee  of  the  Allen 
Fund  following  the  death  of  Dr.  Ernest  E.  Sparks. 

Highway  Department 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing on  Article  8,  the  Selectmen  purchased  a lot  of  land  adjoin- 
ing that  owned  by  the  Town,  on  which  the  Town  Highway 
Department  Garage  is  located. 

We  have  requested  the  County  Commissioners  to  conduct 
a hearing  for  the  relocation  of  the  second  section  of  Old  Con- 
necticut Path,  between  Stonebridge  Road  and  Five  Paths.  Of 
necessity  this  work  will  not  be  started  until  the  post-war  period. 

Town  Insurance 

During  1944  the  cancellation  and  rewriting  for  a three- 
year  period  of  etxisting  insurance  on  boilers  in  town  buildings 
was  effected,  to  take  advantage  of  a temporary  low  rate  situa- 
tion which  existed,  thus  saving  the  Town  a considerable  sum. 

We  have  instructed  our  General  Agent  to  increase  the  fire 
insurance  coverage  on  all  town  buildings  to  an  amount  sufficient, 
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we  believe,  to  cover  any  possible  loss  due  to  increased  cost  of 
replacement.  This  increase  is  to  take  effect  at  the  renewal  date 
in  March,  1945.

General 

We  have  recommended  to  the  Finance  Committee  that 
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funds  be  allocated  to  provide  for  additional  street  lighting  dur- 
ing the  war  emergency. 

We  have  had  numerous  inquiries  as  to  when  a survey  could 
be  conducted  to  re-value  Real  Estate  Assessments.  Many  of 
the  Townspeople  feel  that  the  present  assessments  are  neither 
fair  nor  equitable.  It  is  our  conviction  that  the  tax  rate  in  an 
urban  town,  such  as  Wayland,  should  not  be  excessive. 

We  are  giving  this  matter  further  consideration  with  a 
view  to  recommending  that  a committee  be  appointed  to  study 
and  report  its  findings  at  a future  Town  Meeting. 

May  we  again  thank  the  Town  Officers  who  cooperated 
with  our  efforts  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  TRUST 
FUNDS 


During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  followed  substantially 
the  same  policy  which  has  been  followed  for  several  years. 
Several  bonds  were  called  at  a slight  premium.  The  premiums 
were  credited  to  the  reserve  fund  and  the  proceeds  either 
invested  in  Unitd  States  Treasury  bonds  or  deposited  in  savings 
banks.  The  practice  of  deducting  a percentage  of  all  interest 
for  reserve  fund  purposes  was  continued  as  was  also  the  prac- 
tice of  depositing  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds  in  savings 
banks  as  they  were  received.  Some  additional  funds  were  with- 
drawn and  invested  in  United  States  Government  Bonds,  Series 
G,  bearing  21/>c/o  interest.  The  condition  of  the  investment 
market  continues  to  make  investment  of  our  town  funds  at  any 
greater  return  than  that  of  Government  bonds  an  exceedingly 
difficult  problem. 

The  details  of  the  changes  in  principal  investment  and  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  income  and  the  present  investment 
of  the  Trust  Funds  can  all  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Treas- 
urer and  Town  Accountant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  PLANNING  BOARD 

For  1944 


Nineteen  forty- four  was  a busy  year  for  the  Planning 
Board. 

The  joint  report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  Planning 
Board  tells  of  the  satisfactory  progress  made  in  the  development 
of  the  Town  Plan. 

The  intersection  at  the  end  of  Waltham  Road  and  Concord 
Road  has  been  improved  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  last 
town  meeting.  This  work,  correcting  a dangerous  condition, 
and  creating  the  Charles  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial,  has  been 
carried  out  in  a very  creditable  manner  by  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment with  the  advice  of  the  Memorial  Committee  and  of  this 
Board.  The  finishing  touches  await  the  coming  of  spring.  The 
memorial  is  in  the  form  of  a stone  marker  of  Chelmsford 
granite  which  will  bear  a memorial  inscription  and  directional 
road  signs,  to  be  engraved  in  the  granite.  With  suitable  plant- 
ing, this  will  form  a simple  and  appropriate  memorial  to  the 
first  Way  land  citizen  to  lose  his  life  in  the  great  World  War  II. 
The  Memorial  Committee,  the  Highway  Commissioners,  and 
the  Highway  Surveyor  deserve  appreciation  for  the  manner  in 
which  the  work  has  been  carried  out.  The  dangerous  intersec- 
tion at  the  junction  of  Bow  Road  and  Concord  Road  is  also  in 
process  of  correction  and  relocation. 

Another  matter  committed  to  the  Board  by  the  last  two 
town  meetings  is  the  acquirement  of  unused  available  land  in 
Riverview  Terrace.  Good  progress  has  been  made  in  this  res- 
pect this  year  by  one  of  the  Board’s  sub-committees,  with  the 
cooperation  of  other  town  officials.  A total  of  six  or  seven 
acres,  mostly  lowland  along  the  river  front  has  been  acquired. 
This  would  never  have  been  suitable  building  land ; but  it  is 
good  potential  park  land  and  its  acquisition  helps  the  whole 
neighborhood.  This  activity  should  be  continued. 

A survey  has  been  made  of  Pemberton  Road,  Harrison 
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Street,  and  Shawmut  Avenue  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  the 
street  lines.  Work  on  the  Shaw  Estate  contour  plan  has  been 
continued.  The  importance  and  timeliness  of  this  study  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  one  large  lot  has  already  been  sold  by  the 
Estate,  and  is  being  improved. 

An  application  was  received  for  a sub-division  on  State 
Road  East  adjoining  White  Road.  Revisions  suggested  by  the 
Board  were  incorporated  in  the  plan  and  it  has  been  given  final 
approval,  with  a sale  already  negotiated. 

During  the  nineteen  years  of  the  Board’s  existence,  a large 
number  of  valuable  plans  have  been  accumulated.  Most  of  these 
have  now  been  incorporated  in  the  town  map.  To  make  sure 
that  the  basic  map  should  never  be  lost  through  fire,  gelitho 
prints  have  been  prepared  and  placed  for  safety  in  the  town 
vault.  The  same  practice  is  to  be  followed  with  the  plans  of  all 
new  real  estate  developments  hereafter  approved  by  the  Board. 

Continuing  its  effort  for  traffic  safety,  the  Board  has  rec- 
ommended to  the  Highway  Surveyors  and  the  Selectmen  that 
Lake  Shore  Drive  be  made  a one-way  street.  It  is  now  a nar- 
row dangerous  road  with  steep  banks  and  blind  corners.  The 
Board  has  also  consulted  with  the  State  highway  engineers  re- 
garding the  proposed  relocation  of  the  state  road. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  well 
attended,  testifying  to  the  deep  interest  taken  by  all  members. 
The  most  cordial  cooperation  has  been  received  from  all  other 
town  officers  and  boards,  and  for  this  the  Planning  Board  ex- 
tends its  deep  appreciation.

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REPORT  ON  THE  WAYLAND  TOWN  MAP 
For  the  Year  1944 


Progress  in  mapping  the  Town,  under  joint  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board,  continued  dur- 
ing 1944.  In  1942,  the  first  year,  approximately  1,200  acres 
were  surveyed  and  mapped.  In  1943,  such  work  was  completed 
over  an  additional  2,000  acres.  During  the  past  year  a total  of 
approximately  3,300  acres  were  mapped.  In  all,  therefore,  6,500 
acres,  or  approximately  10  square  miles — two-thirds  of  the  area 
of  the  town — have  now  been  surveyed  and  recorded  in  map 
form.  In  general  terms,  this  includes:  (1)  substantially  all  of 
the  area  east  of  Cochituate  and  Concord  Roads  to  the  Weston 
line;  (2)  substantially  all  of  the  northern  part  of  the  town 
above  Glezen  Lane;  (3)  all  of  the  area  surrounding  the  south- 
ern half  of  Dudley  Pond,  for  the  most  part  south  to  Lake 
Cochituate ; and  (4)  most  of  the  center  of  Cochituate. 

Copies  of  the  ecompleted  sections  of  the  map  are  kept  at 
the  Town  Hall,  and  are  available  for  public  use.  The  Boards 
take  this  opportunity  to  invite  your  inspection  of  the  maps  in 
the  Assessors’  Room  following  the  close  of  the  Town’s  Annual 
Meeting  in  March. 

For  the  year  1945  it  is  hoped  to  complete  a large  part  of  the 
remaining  area  of  the  town,  mostly  west  of  Cochituate  Road, 
and  including  Wayland  Center. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board  again 
express  their  enthusiastic  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
and  hearty  cooperation  of  Mr.  Everett  Brooks,  engineer  in 
charge,  and  his  co-workers  in  the  preparation  of  the  map.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1944 


The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  of  the  Town  of  Wayland 
organized  with  the  same  officers  as  in  1943,  Theodore  H.  Har- 
rington, Chief ; Ernest  H.  Damon,  Deputy  Chief  and  clerk  of 
the  Board;  Homer  L.  MacDonald,  Superintendent  of  Fire 
Alarms;  George  F.  Dickey,  District  Chief,  and  Thomas  E. 
Hynes,  clerk  of  the  Wayland  Company. 

The  department  responded  to  132  calls  during  the  year, 
seven  more  than  in  1943.  There  were  seventeen  calls  for 
building  fires  including  chimney  fires;  seventy-four  calls  for 
woods,  grass  and  brush  fires.  Drownings,  out-of-town  calls  for 
assistance,  dump  fires,  false  alarms  and  minor  causes  accounted 
for  the  remainder. 

The  grass  fire  situation  in  the  early  Spring  was  very  serious 
as  many  of  the  early  fires  assumed  dangerous  proportions  and 
threatened  several  buildings. 

Greater  care  should  be  used  in  placing  incinerators  in  a safe 
location  as  they  are  the  principal  cause  of  the  large  number  of 
grass  fires. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  Forest 
Fire  Laws  which,  as  they  now  stand,  do  not  allow  the  issuance 
of  permits  for  fires  in  the  open  during  April  and  May  ; except 
on  rainy  days.  If  you  have  areas  which  you  wish  to  bum  over 
obtain  a permit  before  April. 

With  the  end  of  the  war  in  sight  the  future  for  the  depart- 
ment will  be  much  brighter  as  it  will  mean  the  return  of  eleven 
men  who  have  rendered  fine  service  as  firemen  in  the  past.  This 
will  solve  the  serious  man-power  shortage  which  is  now  the 
worst  thing  confronting  us.

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REPORT  OF  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
SERVICE— 1944 


Due  to  a shortage  of  manpower  in  the  County  Extension 
office  a general  report  is  given  rather  than  a detailed  report  as 
has  been  done  during  previous  years. 

The  Extension  Service  during  1944  turned  over  all  its 
facilities  to  the  war  effort  in  the  production  and  conservation 
of  food  and  other  factors  necessary  to  help  win  the  war.  The 
County  Trustees,  Town  Directors  and  Local  leaders  gave  freely 
of  their  time  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of  them  were  fully 
occupied  with  other  duties. 

Under  agriculture  most  of  the  time  was  spent  in  coopera- 
tion with  Selective  Service  Boards  in  furnishing  information 
relative  to  registrants  employed  on  farms.  This  probably  was 
the  most  important  job  of  the  year  as  the  food  production  pro- 
gram could  not  continue  unless  the  key  men  on  our  farms  were 
retained. 

Farm  labor  is  probably  the  next  important  item,  with  the 
local  director  cooperating  with  the  school  system  in  helping  to 
make  available  all  the  boys  and  girls  within  the  town  and  any 
other  available  people  to  help  meet  the  extreme  labor  shortage 
on  farms.  The  County  office  was  instrumental  in  finding  some 
outside  available  help  and  especially  during  the  harvest  season 
various  types  of  help  were  obtained  to  harvest  the  crop. 

General  assistance  was  given  in  all  production  problems  in 
order  that  the  maximum  amount  of  food  could  be  produced. 

Homemakers  were  assisted,  especially  in  the  conservation 
and  preservation  of  food,  a better  understanding  of  wise  use  of 
ration  points  and  food  that  had  to  be  purchased  along  with 
greater  use  of  home-grown  foods.  Good  nutrition  for  the  fam- 
ily was  especially  stressed  in  order  that  the  health  of  the  family 
could  be  maintained  under  war  conditions.  Clothing  renova- 
tion and  construction,  refinishing  and  upholstering  furniture 
were  all  projects  emphasized  to  help  the  homemaker  carry  on 
more  efficiently  under  war  conditions. 
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With  Boys’  and  Girls’  4-H  Club  Work,  it  was  difficult 
here  to  carry  on  due  to  lack  of  available  local  volunteer  leaders. 
Much  credit,  however,  should  go  to  the  leaders  who  gave  all 
their  available  time  to  help  our  boys  and  girls  carry  on  with 
their  various  projects.  The  club  members  of  your  town  were 
part  of  the  1,700,000  in  the  United  States  who  helped  4-H  earn 
the  recognition  of  having  made  the  largest  contribution  in  the 
war  effort  of  any  of  the  youth  organizations  of  the  nation. 
Food  Production,  Food  Preservation  and  Homemaking  were 
the  clubs  given  the  greatest  emphasis  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

The  Board  of  Road  Commissioners  was  organized  with 
Joseph  H.  Decatur  as  Chairman. 

Albert  E.  Potvin  was  unanimously  appointed  Superin- 
tendent of  Highways. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Highway  Department  to  surface 
additional  roads  as  fast  as  manpower  and  funds  make  this  pos- 
sible. During  the  past  year  we  have  surfaced  approximately 
two-thirds  of  a mile  of  Rice  Road. 

Plans  are  being  made  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of 
Framingham  to  repair,  replace  guard  rails  and  improve  the 
abutments  and  surfacing  of  Old  Stone  Bridge.  Care  has  been 
taken  in  making  these  plans  to  retain  the  historical  value. 

We  feel  that  a fund  should  be  allocated  each  year  to  the 
Highway  Department  for  the  purchase  of  new  machinery  or 
equipment. 

The  Department  has  met  with  the  Post-war  Planning  Com- 
mittee and  submitted  several  projects  for  their  consideration. 

We  have  had  several  meetings  throughout  the  year  with  the 
Superintendent  and  have  inspected  the  highways  and  equipment 
at  various  times. 

We  believe  that  the  Superintendent  has  done  an  excellent 
job  in  maintaining  and  improving  the  highways,  in  the  care  of 
supplies  and  equipment  and  also  in  the  supervision  of  the  dumps 
in  either  end  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  a report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment under  the  various  appropriations  during  the  past  year. 

General  Maintenance  work  consisted  of  cleaning  drainage 
systems,  gravelling,  mowing,  street  cleaning,  repairing  of  guard 
rails  and  brush  cutting.  Trees  and  stumps  were  removed  fol- 
lowing the  hurricane  in  September.  Drainage  was  installed  on 
Stone  Bridge  Road  and  Glen  Street.  Minor  repairs  were  made 
to  the  old  Stone  Bridge  on  Stone  Bridge  Road.  Paper  and  tin 
collections  were  made  throughout  the  year. 

Forty-five  trees,  consisting  of  maple,  elm  and  oak,  were 
planted  under  the  appropriation  set  up  for  that  purpose. 

Under  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  fences  and  catch  basins 
were  repaired.  Sections  of  North  Main  Street  and  Concord 
Road  were  given  surface  treatment. 

A new  sidewalk,  with  “hot  top”  surface,  was  constructed 
on  Harrison  Street. 

Final  grading  remains  to  be  done  at  the  Intersection  of 
Bow  and  Concord  Roads,  where  the  Kirby  Whittier  Memorial 
has  been  constructed,  and  at  the  Intersection  of  Waltham  and 
Concord  Roads,  which  has  been  widened. 

Bituminous  materials,  amounting  to  34,500  gallons,  were 
use  on  the  following  roads : — Gleason  Lane  East,  a section  of 
Gleason  Lane  West,  Training  Field  Road,  Plain  Road  and 
Sherman  Bridge  Road.  On  Rice  Road,  ledge  was  removed  and 
3500  feet  of  road  widened,  gravelled  and  surfaced. 

The  Dumps  have  been  cleaned  periodically.  Signs  have 
been  erected  asking  that  persons  using  the  Dump  throw  rubbish 
over  the  bank.  It  would  facilitate  the  cleaning  and  present  a 
neater  appearance  if  these  directions  were  followed.  Co-opera- 
tion would  be  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
For  the  Year  1944 


This  Department  has  carried  on  its  duties  subject  to  State 
and  Federal  regulations  and  control  which  continue  to  limit  the 
flexibility  of  the  operation  of  the  Board  and  its  authority  and 
to  standardize  over  the  State  the  amount  and  nature  of  the 
relief  given  for  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  dependent  children. 
State  budgets  control  and  are  subject  to  little  if  any  variation  by 
the  local  Board.  Since  the  close  of  the  year  a notice  has  been 
received  of  an  increase  in  certain  allowances  to  take  cafe  of  the 
increased  cost  of  living  as  figured  by  the  State.  This  will  neces- 
sarily increase  the  cost  of  operation. 

Considering  the  cost  of  operation  and  the  figures  presented 
herewith,  particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  a large 
portion  of  the  sum  appropriated  is  reimbursed.  The  result  is 
that  the  net  direct  cost  to  the  Town  is  very  much  less  than  the 
appropriations.  Reimbursements  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment are  available  for  use  by  the  Board.  Reimbursements  from 
the  State  and  other  cities  and  towns  are  not  available  and  go 
into  Excess  and  Deficiency.  Those  sums  tend  to  build  up  the 
Town  surplus  unless  they  are  appropriated  from  surplus  the 
succeeding  year  to  reduce  the  effect  of  that  year’s  appropriation. 
It  is  the  belief  of  the  Board  that  substantially  the  full  amount 
of  reimbursement  should  be  appropriated  from  surplus  each 
year  so  that  the  present  taxpayer  should  bear  only  the  present 
net  welfare  load. 

Careful  effort  is  made  to  obtain  all  reimbursements  to 
which  the  Town  is  entitled.  During  the  past  year  new  regula- 
tions of  the  Federal  authorities  in  regard  to  certain  methods  of 
payments  which  the  Board  had  adopted  caused  the  Town  to  lose 
a substantial  amount  of  reimbursement.  The  Board  believes 
these  regulations  are  unfortunate  and  that  its  methods  had  been 
saving  the  Town  substantial  sums  of  money,  and  that  the  Town 
is  likely  in  the  future  to  be  subjected  to  additional  costs  because 
of  the  Federal  regulations.  This  we  believe  to  be  unfortunate 
but  believe  cannot  be  avoided. 
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This  again  has  been  a year  when  the  high  rate  of  employ- 
ment and  the  high  wages  received  have  materially  reduced  the 
case  load,  both  of  old  age  assistance  and  general  relief,  so  that 
the  net  cost  of  the  past  calendar  year  may  be  considered  pretty 
nearly  at  an  irreducible  minimum. 

There  is  much  legislation  pending  which  may  substantially 
affect  future  welfare  costs,  both  of  general  relief  and  old  age 
assistance.  The  Board  has  asked  for  large  appropriation  this 
year  believing  that  it  is  better  to  make  the  appropriations  large 
enough  to  cover  the  uncertainties  of  the  coming  year,  and  that 
under  existing  conditions  the  burden  thereof  can  be  reduced  by 
a substantial  appropriation  from  surpluses  built  up  by  reim- 
bursements of  prior  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee, 

Wayland,  Massachusetts} 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  and  the  citizens  of 
Wayland  my  first  annual  report. 

Having  been  a member  of  the  School  Department  for  a 
period  of  only  six  months  and  since  most  of  the  schools’  activi- 
ties will  be  covered  by  reports  of  divisional  and  departmental 
heads  incorporated  herein.  I shall  attempt  to  present  a general 
overview  of  our  present  educational  set-up  and  invite  your 
attention  to  some  of  the  problems  which  should  engage  our 
thought  and  effort  in  the  immediate  future. 

War  has  brought  to  the  United  States  many  changes, 
adjustments,  sacrifices.  Most  of  our  citizens  are  making  these 
adjustments  willingly.  Our  social  agencies,  and  among  them 
the  schools,  must  expect  to  modify  their  practices  in  the  interest 
of  national  welfare.  Wartime  demands  must  be  met;  if  they 
are  not  met  we  shall  have  no  national  welfare. 

At  the  same  time  the  school  must  not  lose  sight  of  its  major 
function.  For  American  schools,  that  function  has  been,  and 
now  is,  to  provide  a program  of  wholesome  development  of 
abilities  of  all  youth  of  school  age.  This  program  has  been,  and 
will  continue  to  be,  thefoundation  upon  which  is  built  a citizen- 
ship that  can  either  continue  further  study  or  go  directly  into 
industry,  commerce,  agriculture,  and  the  home.  The  present 
program,  both  as  to  time  and  content,  is  the  result  of  years  of 
development  and  planning  designed  to  provide  a wholesome 
educational  life  for  youth.  The  premium  which  now  is  placed 
on  our  graduates  by  industry,  commerce,  and  the  military  forces 
is  evidence  of  the  fact  that  our  product  is  proving  its  worth. 
Yet  educational  shortages  are  presently  existent  in  our  program 


and  the  need  for  planning  for  the  years  ahead  becomes  more 
apparent  each  day. 

PERSONNEL 

Teachers  are  the  most  important  factors  in  our  whole  edu- 
cational scheme.  Good  buildings,  laboratories,  and  libraries  are 
essential,  but  without  good  teachers  to  utilize  them  they  are  of 
little  value.  The  guarantee  of  an  adequate,  modern  educational 
program  lies  in  a professionally  trained  staff  of  alert  and 
enthusiastic  teachers.  These  teachers  must  acquire  at  frequent 
intervals  graduate  training  which  will  broaden  their  vision  and 
enrich  their  classroom  procedures. 

Wayland  has  been  fortunate,  indeed,  in  retaining  the  ser- 
vices of  competent  teachers.  It  has  lost,  however,  the  services 
of  many  others  due  to  salary  inducements  in  other  communities. 
The  attractive  salaries  offered  in  industry,  an  area  in  which  sal- 
ary increases  have  risen  eighty  per  cent  against  a ten  per  cent 
rise  in  teaching,  has  been  responsible  for  an  exodus  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  teachers  from  the  profession.  This  has  created 
a major  shortage  and  with  teacher  training  institutions  operat- 
ing sixty  per  cent  under  normal  enrolment,  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation  is  increasing.  Facing  this  problem  squarely  we 
have  approached  a partial  solution  in  the  adoption  of  a salary 
schedule.  This  schedule  provides  more  attractive  starting  sal- 
aries, higher  maximum  salaries,  and  salary  incentives  for  pro- 
fessional improvement.  A comparison  with  six  of  our  neigh- 
boring communities,  however,  finds  salary  advantages  ranging 
as  high  as  $1,000  above  our  present  levels.  This  condition  will 
obviously  attract  the  better  teachers  to  those  communities. 
More  adequate  financial  support  with  possible  assistance  from 
state  and  federal  sources  could  eliminate  these  inequalities.  The 
increased  costs  of  the  finest  educational  program  available  is  a 
mere  pittance  in  comparison  to  the  costs  of  poverty,  broken 
health,  economic  incompetence,  crime  and  wars  which  are  in 
large  measure  the  product  of  poor,  inadequate  or  the  wrong 
kind  of  universal  public  education. 

The  addition  to  the  staff  of  a remedial  supervisor  is  con- 
templated to  round  out  our  present  personnel  needs.  This 
special  instructor  would  coordinate  the  remedial  and  testing 
programs  throughout  the  elementary  grades.  The  major 
emphasis  would  be  leveled  at  the  elimination  of  reading  diffi- 
culties present  in  our  student  body.  These  deficiencies  are 
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usually  caused  by  heterogeneous  groupings  in  large  classes,  stu- 
dent immaturities,  lack  of  readiness,  poor  study  habits,  lack  of 
application,  visual  defects,  language  backgrounds,  and  a multi- 
plicity of  other  causes.  Large  classes  prevent  the  classroom 
teacher  from  giving  individual  daily  attention  to  these  students 
and  constant,  discouraging  retardation  is  the  result.  The 
remedial  supervisor  works  with  these  groups  in  need  of  special 
attention  and  clears  difficulties  not  only  in  the  major  field  of 
reading  but  in  other  associated  subject  fields. 

Buildings 

Our  present  physical  plants  vary  sharply  in  terms  of  age, 
facilities,  structural  adaptation  to  a modern  school  program, 
equipment,  safety,  sanitation,  costs  of  operation,  and  other  com- 
parable items.  Certain  maintenance  needs  must  be  met  immedi- 
ately or  as  soon  as  certain  materials  are  released  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Among  these  needs  fall : ( 1 ) Replacing  the  stairways  in 
the  Cochituate  building  with  modern  fireproof  stairs,  (2)  gen- 
eral painting  of  the  interior,  classrooms,  corridors,  and  base- 
ments, to  improve  visual  conditions  in  the  Cochituate  and  Way- 
land  Center  buildings  and,  (3)  exterior  painting  and  staining 
of  the  Center  building. 

Consideration  should  also  be  given  to  the  improvement  of 
floors,  insulation,  replacement  of  obsolete  equipment,  portable 
seating,  and  adequate  physical  education  and  health  facilities. 

Certain  plant  needs  have  already  been  cared  for  this  year. 
In  the  High  School:  (1)  Installation  of  supplementary  units  to 
improve  the  heeating  system,  (2)  establishment  of  a library, 
(3)  establishment  of  offices  for  the  Dean,  Nurse  and  Physical 
Education  Supervisor,  (4)  improvement  of  the  teachers’  room 
and  headmaster’s  office,  (5)  cyclorama  for  the  auditorium 
stage,  (6)  painting  outside  trim  and  sash,  and  (7)  additional 
bulletin  boards  and  incidental  improvements.  In  the  Center 
building:  (1)  New  ceilings  and  painting  in  the  offices  of  super- 
intendent and  principal,  (2)  painting  of  the  basement  ceilings, 
(3)  repairs  in  plumbing  facilities,  (4)  re-roofing  in  sky-light 
areas  where  bad  leaks  had  developed,  and  (5)  repairs  of  the 
gutters  and  down-spouts.  In  the  Cochituate  building:  (1)  Roof 
flashing  repairs  to  eliminate  bad  leaks,  (2)  repairs  in  plumbing 
facilities,  and  (3)  installation  of  electric  Telechron  clocks  to 
replace  worn  and  obsolete  hand-wound  clocks. 

The  age,  design,  and  state  of  repair  of  our  two  elementary 
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buildings  present  many  problems  for  custodial  service.  Accom- 
panying the  above  mentioned  renovations  should  be  a constant 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  this  service.  Hygienic  and 
healthful  surroundings  are  a necessity  in  all  of  our  schools. 

Any  consideration  of  plant  facilities  should  include  plan- 
ning for  future  growth.  Present  and  post-war  trends  indicate 
a continuing  growth  of  communities  such  as  ours  on  the  outer 
suburban  rim  of  Boston.  This  year  eighty-three  children 
applied  for  admission  to  Grade  I.  This  growth  condition  is  tax- 
ing our  facilities  and  if  continued  will  undoubtedly  overtax 
them.  One  solution  to  the  problem  would  be  a revision  of  our 
present  8-4  organizational  plan  to  a 6-6  plan.  This  would  estab- 
lish the  Cochituate  and  Center  buildings  as  six-year  elementary 
schools  and  the  High  School  as  a six-year  secondary  school 
housing  grades  seven  through  twelve.  This,  of  course,  would 
call  for  plant  expansion  of  the  type  that  would  adequately  house 
and  care  for  the  educational,  vocational,  and  recreational  needs 
of  our  youth. 

Curriculum 

A school  should  be  judged  in  terms  of  the  extent  to  which 
it  meets  satisfactorily  the  educational  needs  of  all  pupils  who 
come  to  it.  These  basic  needs  for  all  youth  can  be  listed  as 
follows : 

1.  To  develop  salable  skills. 

2.  To  develop  and  maintain  good  health  and  physical 

fitness. 

3.  To  understand  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  citizen  of  a 

democratic  society. 

4.  To  understand  the  significance  of  the  family  for  the 

individual  and  society. 

5.  To  know  how  to  purchase  and  use  goods  and  services 

intelligently. 

6.  To  understand  the  influence  of  science  on  human  life. 

7.  To  appreciate  literature,  art,  music,  and  nature. 

8.  To  use  leisure  time  effectively  and  budget  it  wisely. 

9.  To  develop  respect  for  other  persons. 

10.  To  grow  in  ability  to  think  rationally. 

Together  these  common  needs  form  a pattern  around  which 
every  curriculum  is  built.  The  one  apparent  gap  in  our  present 
high  school  program  is  the  lack  of  vocational  training.  This 
program  should  not  be  designed  to  develop  highly  skilled  crafts- 
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men  but  rather  to  provide  initial  schooling  for  trade  experiences. 
That  our  present  curriculum  offerings  in  the  college-preparatory 
and  commercial  fields  are  sufficient  is  evident  from  the  fact  that 
we  retain  these  students  until  graduation.  The  fact,  however, 
that  of  every  one  hundred  freshmen  students  entering  New 
England  high  schools  only  thirty  remain  to  be  graduated  is 
definite  proof  of  present  curriculum  limitations.  Facilities 
should  be  provided  for  the  inclusion  of  suitable  shop  courses  in 
our  high  school. 

The  elementary  curriculum  is  of  the  traditional  variety  and 
is  in  need  of  broadening  to  include  expanded  and  improved  pro- 
grams of  health  and  physical  education,  music,  extra-curricular 
endeavors,  and  domestic  and  manual  arts.  In  the  major  subject 
fields,  our  recent  testing  program  showed  weaknesses  in  lan- 
guage and  work  study  skills.  These  may  be  remedied  through  a 
better  subject  continuity  from  grade  to  grade  with  the  teaching 
staff  meeting  regularly  to  develop  improved  courses  of  study. 
Curriculum  improvements  on  all  grade  levels  will  undoubtedly 
make  wider  use  of  visual  and  sound  equipment,  supplementary 
materials,  school  and  public  libraries,  playgrounds,  auditorium 
and  gymnasium  facilities,  and  the  rich  community  resources 
outside  the  school  buildings. 

Community  Relationships 

Tli£  education  of  any  boy  or  girl  is  the  joint  responsibility 
of  the  school  and  home,  aided  by  our  churches  and  other  com- 
munity organizations.  The  effective  discharge  of  this  all-im- 
portant responsibility  requires  a high  degree  of  mutual  under- 
standing between  school  and  home.  This  relationship  is  engen- 
dered by  home  visitation  by  teachers,  school  visitation  by  par- 
ents, parent-teacher  associations,  advisory  councils,  open  house 
and  exhibits,  school  publications,  and  purposeful  extra-cur- 
ricular activities. 

One  phase  in  need  of  improved  school-home  relations  is 
that  of  attendance.  For  that  reason  special  attention  is  called  to 
the  serious  consequences  of  irregular  attendance.  It  is  import- 
ant to  remember  that  the  loss  of  even  a portion  of  the  school 
session  often  proves  to  be  a serious  interruption  to  progress, 
and  tends  to  produce  a lack  of  interest  in  school  work.  In  gen- 
eral about  twenty  per  cent  of  our  enrolment  causes  ninety-five 
per  cent  of  all  absence  and  tardiness,  and  this  group  correspond- 
ingly  produces  the  highest  number  of  subject  failures.  Although 
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make-up  work  for  absence  is  compulsory,  the  habitual  absentee 
usually  meets  with  serious  retardation  and  seldom  achieves  high 
school  graduation.  It  has  also  been  noted  that  in  cases  of  habit- 
ual absenteeism,  parental  indifference  toward  the  school  exists 
in  the  home.  It  has  been  mainly  this  parental  indifference  and 
neglect  which  has  caused  juvenile  delinquency  to  rise  through- 
out the  nation.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  few  such  cases  and 
these  may  be  entirely  corrected  by  means  of  closer  school  and 
home  cooperation. 

In  closing  may  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  deep- 
est appreciation  to  the  teachers  and  staff  for  their  splendid  spirit 
of  cooperation,  to  the  School  Committee  for  conscientious  direc- 
tion, and  to  the  parents  and  patrons  for  contributing  toward  the 
goal  of  making  our  schools  the  finest  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I am  submitting  to  you  my  first  report  as  Headmaster  of 
Wayland  High  School. 

Before  the  completion  of  school  last  June,  I conferred  with 
the  high  school  faculty  to  study  the  needs  of  the  school  and  to 
acquaint  the  teachers  with  plans  for  the  present  school  year. 
Teachers  submitted  inventories  and  reports,  and  a careful  study 
was  made  of  the  student  records  and  subject  registrations. 

The  new  daily  program  of  classes  provides  for  a rotation 
in  the  order  of  classes  so  that  no  subject  is  penalized  by  coming 
last  each  day.  The  program  also  includes  a separate  daily 
period  which  is  devoted  to  study,  physical  education,  club  meet- 
ings, music,  and  special  activities.  Pupils  having  class  study 
periods  have  the  benefit  of  using  the  school  library  which  is  not 
interrupted  by  any  class  recitations.  A regular  assembly  calen- 
dar provides  such  educational  features  as  moving  pictures, 
lecturers,  student  dramatic  and  oral  presentations,  and  proper 
observation  of  holiday  and  patriotic  themes.  Armistice  Day 
was  observed  by  the  dedication  of  a Service  Flag  and  a brief 
address  by  a member  of  the  American  Legion.  The  purpose  of 
the  entire  program  is  to  stimulate  the  pupil  in  mental  and  physi- 
cal growth  through  creation  of  a challenging  school  day.  The 
students  themselves  take  a part  in  the  direction  of  school  affairs 
through  the  new  student  council  and  the  clubs.  The  production 
of  Dickens’  Christmas  Carol  by  the  Dramatic  Club  gave  public 
evidence  of  the  work  the  clubs  are  doing.  The  football  team 
performed  with  distinct  credit  in  spite  of  lack  of  experience, 
and  the  basketball  season  is  fully  scheduled  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  Students  have  enjoyed  themselves  thoroughly  at  the 
school  dances. 

The  number  one  item  on  our  school  calendar  is  the  mental 
growth  of  each  child.  To  measure  that  growth,  a standardized 
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achievement  test  was  given  in  September  to  all  pupils  in  the 
high  school.  Over  9,000  pupils  in  other  high  schools  have  been 
scored  in  this  test ; hence  the  rating  is  unbiased.  The  results 
showed  defintely  that  most  of  our  pupils  have  not  been  increas- 
ing their  knowledge  at  the  rate  of  the  average  in  other  schools. 
This  is  a serious  challenge,  and  we  have  tried  to  remedy  the 
present  situation  by  several  methods.  These  include  ( 1 ) a new 
method  of  planning  by  teachers,  (2)  afternoon  study  for  those 
students  frequently  absent  or  tardy,  (3)  a four- week  check  on 
failing  pupils  with  letters  to  parents,  (4)  more  intensive  home 
work  assignments,  (5)  teacher  visitation  of  other  outstanding 
schools  and  teachers,  (6)  eligibility  requirements  for  pupils  to 
participate  in  school  activities,  (7)  raising  the  class  standards 
for  much  of  our  present  work,  and  (8)  pupil,  teacher,  head- 
master, and  parental  conferences  on  particular  cases. 

Our  school  records  show  that  the  absent  and  tardy  pupils 
are  particularly  weak  in  school  achievement  so  that  their  absence 
and  tardiness  tends  to  lower  the  accomplishment  of  Wayland 
High  School.  Those  parents  who  struggle  against  so  many 
difficulties  of  these  times  to  get  their  children  into  school  on 
time  each  day  will  reap  a rich  reward  as  their  sons  and  daughters 
progress.  Our  percent  of  attendance  this  fall  and  at  the  same 
time  a year  ago  is  as  follows  :

Thus, 

we  have  made 

some  progress  over  a year  ago  but 

should  do  much  better.  The  school  year  percent  of  attendance 
in  the  high  school  last  year  was  88.64  while  that  of  a nearby 
town  was  94.2.  We  are  bending  our  every  effort  to  make 
parents  realize  the  importance  of  regular  school  attendance  for 
their  children. 

As  our  contribution  to  the  war  effort,  we  have  made  weekly 
sales  of  war  stamps  and  bonds.  In  several  courses  we  have 
introduced  materials  of  study  directly  related  to  (1)  our  war 
aims,  (2)  our  allies,  (3)  preparation  for  induction  into  the  ser- 
vices, (4)  mathematics  and  physics  of  aviation  and  navigation, 
(5)  currents  news  in  particular  relation  to  the  progress  of  the 
war,  (6)  problems  of  peace,  and  (7)  rationing. 

Both  pupils  and  teachers  have  accepted  the  challenge  which 
the  changes  of  this  year  have  brought.  I have  persistently  em- 
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phasized  that  we  must  all  strive  to  our  utmost  if  we  are  to  attain 
a worthy  goal.  On  many  sides  there  is  evidence  of  hard  work 
being  accomplished.  Students  generally  recognize  that  they 
must  work  faithfully  to  establish  a thorough  background  for 
their  future.  Wayland  High  School  teachers  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  indefatigable  willingness  to  work  long  hours. 
The  faculty  has  been  most  receptive  to  new  suggestions,  and 
Mr.  Allen  has  been  particularly  helpful  in  sharing  many  respon- 
sibilities. More  especially,  the  parents  and  townspeople  have 
enthusiastically  helped  the  efforts  of  our  ’teen  agers  by  support- 
ing our  seeveral  school  activities.  We  have  made  progress,  but 
there  are  yet  many  difficult  problems  for  us  to  solve. 

My  deepest  thanks  to  you  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  working  so  diligently  in  the  interest  of  Wayland 
Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Art  Supervisor  of 
the  Wayland  Public  Schools. 

The  past  year  I feel  progress  has  been  evident  in  the  art 
department,  and,  if  this  is  so,  obviously  a step  forward  has  been 
made.  It  is  often  difficult  to  see  any  outward  gain,  but  by  con- 
stant pressure  on  the  fundamentals,  an  inkling  of  previous 
training  along  the  line  is  apt  to  show. 

In  these  times  of  stress,  outside  diversified  interests  take 
such  a part  in  the  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  students’  lives 
it  is  difficult  to  adjust  any  program  to  fill  the  needs  of  their 
school  life.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  impress  upon  the 
student  the  necessity  of  absorbing  the  basic  principles  of  art  and 
of  fitting  them  for  the  adjustments  of  a later  period. 

In  the  many  articles  by  foremost  art  educators  the  stress  of 
the  future  and  the  vital  part  that  art  will  play  in  a changed 
world  is  noted  with  interest.  In  class  discussions,  particularly 
with  students  who  see  little  apparent  use  in  formal  study  of  the 
necessary  forms  of  art  education,  much  can  be  said  regarding 
the  place  of  art  in  the  future  of  our  country.  This  can  be  stim- 
ulating and  refreshing  and  I sincerely  hope  of  benefit  to  the 
students  in  later  life.  Under  the  constant  plan  of  finding  and 
experiencing  enjoyment  in  the  art  class,  particularly  in  the  lower 
grades,  there  is  a look  to  the  future.  It  is  my  opinion  if  this 
early  start  is  made  in  the  right  direction,  their  later  years  will 
be  enriched  by  an  enjoyment  of  craft  work  or  other  art  activi- 
ties, not  for  material  profit. 

I believe  it  would  be  most  helpful  if  more  time  could  be 
given  to  the  art  student,  as  it  seems  this  lack  of  time  is  serious, 
but  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  several  students  who  have 
furthered  their  art  training  and  are  doing  exceptionally  well. 
We  have  formed  an  art  group  that  meets  after  school  for  those 
students  who  have  schedule  conflicts  but  wish  to  give  some  time 
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to  drawing  under  guidance.  This,  we  trust,  will  be  interesting 
and  beneficial  to  the  group  giving  their  own  time  for  art 
instruction 

The  past  year  we  endeavored  to  help  in  various  outside 
activities  whenever  possible.  The  Library  had  a small  exhibit. 
Posters  were  made  for  Bond  Drives  and  this  fall  for  the  Blood 
Donor  Center.  The  program  is  varied  each  year  and  we  always 
enjoy  helping  in  any  way  we  can  in  community  activities. 

Where  the  schools  are  now  under  an  adjustment  program  I 
have  not  given  space  to  an  outline  of  the  art  course.  This  may 
be  had  at  any  time. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  and  to  you,  as  Superin- 
tendent. The  teachers  have  been  most  helpful  and  I am  indeed 
grateful  for  their  interest  in  keeping  up  a high  standard  of 
work  in  their  classes.

EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  the  Cochituate  and  Wayland  Grammar  Schools,  the  first 
and  second  grades  participated  in  games,  mimetics,  singing 
games,  story  plays,  and  rhythmic  fundamentals. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades  learned  simple  team  games, 
relay  races,  stunts,  and  rhythmic  fundamentals.  Beginning  at 
the  third  grade  level,  student  leadership  is  greatly  encouraged. 

Grades  five  and  six  were  instructed  in  marching  and  team 
games  such  as  simplified  soccer,  western  kickball,  and  basketball 
lead-up. 

Because  of  the  different  physical  education  facilities,  the 
girls  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  Cochituate  played 
western  kickball  and  soccer,  while  the  girls  at  Wayland  played 
western  kickball  and  volley  ball.  The  boys  participated  in  foot- 
ball and  simplified  socceer  at  Cochituate,  and  football  and  vol- 
ley ball  at  Wayland.  All  grades  played  classroom  games  on 
inclement  days. 

Throughout  the  grammar  school  program  much  attention 
has  been  given  to  posture. 

The  girls’  physical  education  program  in  High  School  began 
with  posture  examinations.  During  the  fall  the  girls  were  in- 
structed in  volley  ball,  badminton,  and  basketball.  A small 
group  of  girls  participated  in  an  afternoon  sports  program 
which  included  soccer,  badminton,  and  basketball.

I believe  with  the  modern 
treatments  available  that  there  is  no  reason  for  the  prevalancy 
of  these  diseases.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MJRSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  school  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1944. 

The  school  physician  was  assisted  in  making  the  annual 
physical  examination,  and  notices  of  defects  were  sent  to  the 
parents.  He  was  assisted  also  in  giving  the  toxoid  treatments. 

Each  child  was  weighed  and  measured  every  three  months. 
Sight  tests  were  given.  In  cases  of  defects  a notice  was  sent 
to  the  parents.  This  was  followed  by  a home  visit  whenever 
it  was  thought  necessary. 

Dr.  Rawding,  the  school  dentist,  was  assisted  two  school 
sessions  a week. 

A pre-school  clinic  was  conducted  last  June.  The  children 
entering  school  in  September  from  Cochituate  were  examined 
by  Dr.  Sparks.  Two  of  the  teachers,  Mrs.  Campbell  and  Miss 
Morrill,  assisted.  The  clinic  planned  for  Wayland  was  can- 
celled due  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Sparks. 

The  grade  schools  were  visited  every  day  when  possible. 
Home  visits  were  made  after  an  absence  record  of  three  days. 
If  a question  of  an  infection  arose,  a home  visit  wras  made  at 


once.

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SCHOOL  DENTAL  CLINIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  dental  work  accomplished 
at  Cochituate  and  Wayland  Center  Schools  for  the  year  1944: 

The  importance  of  dentistry  in  our  schools  today  should 
not  be  lost  sight  of  even  though  so  many  vital  and  disturbing 
matters  complicate  our  living.  The  long  depression  from  1929 
to  1939  is  over.  It  took  a war  to  bring  out  one  of  the  real 
disasters  of  that  period — of  tooth  decay  and  its  complications. 

For  these  reasons,  together  with  the  importance  dental 
health  always  has  in  our  lives,  we  are  trying  to  maintain  a dental 
health  program  at  both  the  Cochituate  School  and  the  Wayland 
Center  School.  Time  and  equipment  are  our  present  problems. 

The  first  six  months  of  1944  were  spent  at  the  Cochituate 
School  in  carrying  out  the  program  started  in  1943.  This  had 
to  be  terminated  in  June  of  this  year  in  order  to  start  a pro- 
gram at  Wayland  Center.  Here,  for  the  first  time,  we  exam- 
ined all  the  children  in  the  grammar  grades  for  dental  defects, 
charting  the  various  cavities,  noting  teeth  for  extraction,  clean- 
ing and  any  other  mouth  defects  harmful  to  the  child.  A record 
of  defects  was  sent  home  to  each  parent.  Of  these,  about  70% 
of  the  parents  signified  they  would  like  the  work  done  by  the 
school  dentist.  This  was  most  gratifying  and  a real  incentive 
for  a dental  program.

Librarian’s  Report 


After  two  years  of  faithful  service,  Miss  Ruth  Buchan 
resigned  her  position  as  Librarian  in  order  to  accept  a similar 
position  at  Fort  Devens.  Miss  Margaret  Gibbs  of  Waltham 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Trustees  are  very  grate- 
ful to  Mrs.  J.  Fred  Wheeler  for  filling  the  vacancy  from  June 
15th  to  October  1st. 

The  year  1944  afforded  the  Trustees  considerable  satisfac- 
tion inasmuch  as  the  circulation  figures  continued  upward.  This 
continued  increase  has  been  against  the  general  trend. 

Miss  Gibbs  is  continuing  to  cooperate  with  the  schools  and 
and  the  teachers  are  making  good  use  of  book  loans.  During 
the  year,  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Center  School  to 
have  one  class  a week  visit  the  library  during  their  school  period. 
Weather  permitting,  this  policy  will  continue  for  the  rest  of  the 
school  year. 

In  November,  during  Children’s  Book  Week,  we  had  our 
anuual  visit  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cronan  of  Boston.  As  users  of 
the  library  know,  the  Cronans  are  connected  with  the  Boston 
Public  Library  and  are  widely  known  for  their  story-telling. 
The  5th,  6th  and  7th  grades  from  both  Cochituate  and  Wayland 
came  to  the  library  and  enjoyed  well-told  stories. 

Also  during  Children’s  Book  Week,  a tea  was  held  and 
attended  by  the  mothers  and  children  from  Nursery  School 
through  the  second  grades.  While  the  mothers  enjoyed  tea,  the 
twenty-five  children  were  entertained  with  stories.  On  the 
Saturday  before  Christmas  another  Story  Hour  was  held  with  a 
popcorn  party  after  the  stories. 

At  Cochituate  considerable  renovations  were  made  on  the 
Reading  Room.  Space  was  added,  interior  painting  done  and  a 
new  stove  installed.  In  the  main  library  the  floors  were  sanded 
and  refinished. 
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In  November  the  “Friends  of  the  Wayland  Library”  was 
formed.  At  a meeting  presided  over  by  Mr.  Frank  Hatch  the 
following  officers  were  elected  :

Miss  Katherine  Sears,  Vice-Chairman 
Miss  Marjorie  Lareau,  Vice-Chairman 
Miss  Dorothy  Gallagher,  Secretary 
Mrs.  Kimball  Powning,  Treasurer 
The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  to  promote  the  interest 
of  the  library  and  to  assist  it  in  taking  an  active  part  in  the  life 
of  the  community.  It  was  decided  to  have  an  annual  member- 
ship charge  of  $1.00  but,  however,  townspeople  are  always  wel- 
come at  any  of  the  meetings. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  1942  when  Miss  Buchan 
began  the  job  of  re-registration,  1030  have  registered  for  cards. 
In  1944,  110  registration  cards  were  signed  by  people  living  in 
Cochituate  and  156  from  those  living  in  Wayland. 

The  Victory  Book  Campaign  is  still  interested  in  receiving 
up-to-date  books  for  the  boys  in  the  Armed  Services.  Books 
are  coming  in  at  both  libraries,  but  this  is  just  a reminder  that 
they  are  still  wanted  and  badly  needed.

BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

1944  found  very  few  changes  made  in  Park  Board  activ- 
ities. The  Board  concentrated,  with  the  available  help  and 
materials  to  keep  present  properties  in  good  condition. 

Playing  fields  were  kept  in  good  condition  and  were  used 
more  in  the  past  year. 

The  cleaning  out  of  weeds  from  the  Dudley  Pond  Bathing 
Beach  was  continued  and  with  the  help  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment some  progress  was  made  in  clearing  up  this  condition. 
Further  study  is  being  carried  on  with  the  hope  of  controlling 
this  condition  permanently. 

Both  bathing  beaches  were  again  excellently  supervised  and 
we  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Massachusetts  “Learn-to- 
Swim”  project,  sponsored  by  Governor  Saltonstall,  was  very 
successful.  Twenty-nine  primary  and  twenty  intermediate  cer- 
tificates were  issued.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 


The  Building  Inspection  Department  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

The  number  of  permits  issued  during  1944  are  as  follows :

The  total  estimated  cost  of  alterations  was  $24,600.00,  an 
increase  of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  per  cent  over  last 
year.  Government  limitations  remained  the  same  as  last  year, 
allowing  $200.00  worth  of  material  for  home  repairs.  A prior- 
ity was  granted  to  people  whose  homes  or  business  establish- 
ments, where  fires  occurred,  to  make  necessary  repairs  or 
replacements.  However,  cases  of  this  kind  were  not  limited  to 
$200.00. 

During  the  past  few  years  a number  of  summer  camps 
which  have  been  partially  burned  were  allowed  to  deteriorate  to 
such  an  extent  that  they  became  a menace  to  life  and  limb  and 
a fire  hazard.  People  whose  homes  were  in  these  communities 
where  these  camps  were  involved  asked  repeatedly  for  Town 
legislation  to  take  care  of  these  nuisances. 

At  the  March  Town  Meeting,  Sections  1 to  3 inclusive,  of 
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Chapter  139  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
Sections  6 to  11,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  143  of  said  General  Laws 
were  accepted  by  the  town  and  added  to  the  Building  Code. 

Since  these  laws  were  adopted  during  the  past  year  it  might 
be  well  at  this  time  to  outline  them  briefly. 

Owners  of  burnt,  delapidated  or  dangerous  buildings  are 
duly  notified  by  written  notice  from  the  Building  Inspection 
Department  to  either  repair  such  pieces  of  property  so  that  they 
will  meet  the  Building  Code  requirements  or  remove  the  prop- 
erty. In  case  the  owner  fails  to  comply  after  a reasonable 
length  of  time,  then  the  Building  Inspector  appoints  a board  of 
survey  consisting  of  the  Fire  Chief,  a civil  engineer  and  a dis- 
interested party  to  view  the  premises  and  either  approve  or  dis- 
approve the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector.  Assuming  that 
the  board  of  survey  substantiates  the  Inspector’s  decision,  then 
written  notice  is  served  again  upon  the  owner,  for  the  removal 
of  the  property.  A certain  time  limit  is  granted  after  the  second 
notice,  to  allow  the  owner  to  protect  his  rights  through  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court. 

Five  of  these  camps  have  been  removed  during  the  past 
year.  Two  of  these  camps  were  removed  by  a private  citizen 
and  much  credit  is  due  to  him  for  his  civic  pride  The  other 
three  were  removed  by  this  department.  There  was  not  any 
cost  involved  to  the  Town  in  the  removal  of  these  camps,  as 
people  in  the  communities  where  they  were  located  offered  to 
tear  them  down  and  clean  up  the  debris  for  the  fire-wood  and 
odds  and  ends  of  building  material  that  they  might  salvage. 
Incidentally  some  of  the  building  material  was  used  in  the  alter- 
ations listed  in  this  report  and  again  became  taxable  property. 

Although  our  town  may  never  be  visited  by  a circus,  or 
even  a large  carnival,  this  department  would  like  to  pass  on  to 
the  citizens  of  the  town,  who  are  circus  fans,  what  steps  have 
been  taken  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  since  the  circus  holocaust  at  Hartford, 
Connecticut  on  July  6,  1944.  Circuses  or  carnivals  seeking  a 
permit  to  give  shows,  performances  etc.  in  any  town  or  city  are 
to  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire  and  Building  Inspec- 
tion Departments.  Both  departments  are  to  work  jointly  in  the 
inspection  of  the  stability  and  security  of  the  seats,  platforms, 
poles,  etc.  and  the  provisions  made  for  adequate  emergency 
exits  and  aisles  and  for  lighted  and  unobstructed  passage-ways 
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to  areas  well  away  from  the  tents.  Adequate  first-aid  and  fire 
appliances  must  be  provided  by  management  of  the  circuses  and 
carnivals  and  must  be  operated  by  their  own  personnel.  At 
large  circuses  a special  detail  of  firemen  is  to  be  assigned  to  be 
in  attendance  at  every  performance. 

Fees  collected  from  both  building  and  wiring  permits  dur- 
ing 1944  amounted  to  $116.00  and  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

The  Building  Department  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank 
the  town  officials,  board  of  survey  and  citizens  who  have  helped 
in  the  affairs  of  this  office  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  Way  land  Committee  on  Public  Safety  upon  instruc- 
tions from  the  parent  committee,  The  Massachusetts  Committee 
on  Public  Safety,  remains  organized  in  personnel  and  material 
ready  for  an  emergency.  The  security  of  the  town  still  depends 
upon  the  regular  town  services  to  which  the  Civilian  Defense 
is  an  auxiliary. 

The  heads  of  all  the  Civilian  Defense  committees  remain 
as  of  the  previous  years,  assisted  by  the  formerly  trained  citizen- 
ry, who  are  willing  and  ready  as  always  to  serve  the  town 
effectively. 

Routine  services,  like  the  collection  of  paper,  tin,  and  other 
salvage  material  as  required  for  war  purposes,  the  dissimination 
of  information  through  the  channels  of  the  Civilian  Defense 
organization,  and  cooperation  with  the  Red  Cross,  still  carry  on 
in  a routine  manner.  This  is  indicated  by  the  attached  reports 
from  the  chairmen  of  committees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  VETERAN’S 
REHABILITATION  AND  REEMPLOYMENT 
COMMITTEE 


It  is  increasingly  evident  that  the  young  men  whom  war  has 
wrenched  out  of  the  peaceful  groove  of  everyday  life  have  been 
subjected  to  an  experience  jarring  and  perhaps  shattering  to 
mind  and  body.  The  Federal  Government  has  done  much  for 
the  Veteran  by  the  passage  of  the  G.I.  Bill  of  Rights ; and  other 
legislation  is  not  lacking.  But  our  service  men  will  also  need 
assurance  of  the  warm  interest  and  friendly  co-operation  of 
their  neighbors.  In  this  conviction,  Governor  Saltonstall  early 
in  1944  set  up  the  Massachusetts  State  Committee  for  Veterans 
Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment,  and  urged  local  governments 
throughout  the  State  to  organize  similar  agencies  to  function 
under  this  State  Committee.  Each  Town  in  this  way  may  wel- 
come effectively  its  own  service  men  and  women  on  their  return 
home  and  offer  them  advice  and  assistance  in  solving  the  prob- 
lems of  readjustment  to  civilian  life. 

In  accordance  with  the  Governor’s  suggestion,  the  Select- 
men of  the  Town  of  Wayland  appointed  a committee  repre- 
sentative of  the  principal  organizations  and  other  groups  of  the 
Town.  An  appropriation  of  $200.00  was  made  in  order  to  cover 
initial  expenses.  A fund  of  $200.00  was  also  given  to  the  com- 
mittee by  the  Charles  Alward  Post  of  the  American  Legion. 
With  this  gift,  so  generously  offered,  the  Committee  will  be  able 
to  relieve  some  cases  of  financial  need  not  provided  for  by  other 
agencies. 

The  Committee  originally  included  the  following  persons : 
Emily  W.  Blair,  August  Dath,  Frank  G.  MacKenna,  Carlisle  D. 
Scotland,  Sara  H.  Stites,  J.  Fred  Wheeler,  and  Frederick  S. 
Whiteside.  On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  McKenna,  because  of 
the  pressure  of  other  work,  the  Selectmen  appointed  in  his  place 
Mr.  Philip  Burbank.  The  Committee  elected  as  Chairman,  Sara 
H.  Stites,  and  as  Secretary,  Emily  W.  Blair.  Mrs.  Blair  has 


been  for  some  time  Chairman  of  the  Home  Service  Division  of 
the  Red  Cross  in  Wayland.  Already  acquainted  with  many 
families  of  service  men,  she  is  well  prepared  to  act  as  Executive 
Secretary  for  the  Rehabilitation  Committee. 

In  preparation  for  the  future,  after  consultation  with  the 
State  Advisory  Office,  and  correspondence  with  the  Chairmen 
of  several  Committees  already  established  in  other  towns,  the 
Wayland  organization  divided  its  activities  into  three  categories : 
(1)  Medical  and  Hospital  Service;  (2)  Job  Counselling;  (3) 
Educational  Counselling.  For  each  of  these  fields,  under  the 
leadership  of  a member  of  the  main  Committee,  a sub-com- 
mittee of  citizens  best  acquainted  with  the  situation  in  question 
will  be  ready  to  give  advice  and  assistance  to  returning  veterans. 
Later  on,  with  the  expected  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
requesting  conferences,  the  functions  of  the  sub-committees  will 
be  further  sub-divided.  For  instance,  there  should  be  a group 
formed  to  give  disinterested  and  expert  counsel  to  veterans 
wishing  to  take  advantage  of  the  financial  aid  offered  them  by 
the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights.  Another  step  taken  by  the  Wayland 
Committee  is  the  creation  of  a simple  filing  system  to  be  kept  in 
the  Town  Hall  and  to  be  available  to  members  of  the  advisory 
groups.  From  this  source,  necessary  information  with  regard 
to  service  men,  possibilities  of  employment,  action  taken  by  the 
Committee,  etc.  wil  be  obtainable  without  loss  of  time.  The 
Committee  also  expects  to  send  to  each  service  man’s  or 
woman’s  family,  a printed  card  informing  the  recipients  as  to 
the  existence  and  purposes  of  the  Committee,  and  inviting  them 
to  make  use  of  its  friendly  offices.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WAYLAND  LONG  RANGE 
PLANNING  COMMITTEE 
For  the  Year  1944 


Late  in  1942  the  Selectmen,  acting  in  cooperation  with  the 
State  authorities,  appointed  a Long  Range  Planning  Committee 
for  the  Town.  The  principal  function  of  this  committee  was  to 
be  twofold : (1)  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  the  coordina- 
tion and  budgeting  of  capital  expenditures,  such  as  for  roads, 
buildings,  and  equipment,  deemed  necessary  by  the  various  town 
departments ; (2)  in  this  way  to  build  up  a list  of  town  improve- 
ment projects  which  could  be  used  in  the  event  of  a postwar 
Federal  or  State  public  works  program.  Thus,  not  only  would 
the  less  permanent  projects  of  the  1930’s  be  avoided,  but  also 
the  Town  would  be  assured  of  its  local  voice  in  the  selection  of 
projects  which  would  be  of  real  long-term  usefulness  to  its 
inhabitants. 

The  activity  of  this  Committee  was  delayed  in  the  begin- 
ning by  the  unexpected  loss  of  advisory  personnel  among  the 
State  authorities  charged  with  coordinating  the  work  of  such 
committees  in  the  various  cities  and  towns.  In  1944,  however, 
the  Wayland  Committee  laid  the  groundwork  for  an  analysis 
of  the  Town’s  income  and  expenses  over  the  past  ten  years,  as 
a basis  for  determining  how  much  might  be  spent  out  of  local 
funds  annually  for  necessary  capital  improvements,  without 
increasing  the  tax  rate  over  the  average  of  recent  years.  This 
would  serve  as  a guide  for  the  budgeting  of  such  capital 
expenditures  as  the  Town’s  various  departments  recommend  to 
the  Town  as  necessary.  The  Committee  also  began  a program 
of  discussing  with  each  of  the  Town’s  departments  its  program 
of  postwar  projects. 

During  1945  the  Committee  plans  to  complete  its  study  of 
the  Town’s  income  and  expenses  for  budgetary  purposes,  and 
to  consult  with  other  departments  as  to  their  postwar  plans.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  WAYLAND  WATER 
DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

The  Board  organized  with  George  W.  Lewis,  Chairman ; 
Alfred  C.  Damon,  Clerk,  and  Fern  Taylor.  Alfred  A.  Lamarine 
was  appointed  Superintendent,  John  Phylis,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent and  Charles  Potvin,  Engineer.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Lewis 
was  appointed  Assistant  Clerk. 

For  your  convenience  the  Water  Department  Collector  will 
be  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wayland,  on  Thursdays,  (telephone  Way- 
land  259)  and  at  2 Damon  Street,  Cochituate,  other  week  day 
afternoons,  (telephone  Natick  464-W). 

As  disclosed  in  our  report  of  last  year,  we  were  forced  to 
discontinue  the  six  inch  well,  due  to  discoloration  of  water. 
This  procedure  caused  a serious  shortage  of  water  and  it  became 
necessary  to  obtain  it  elsewhere.  Upon  request,  the  Town  of 
Natick  Water  Department,  although  pumping  at  full  capacity  at 
the  time,  employed  a night  crew,  which  made  it  possible  for 
them  to  meet  our  urgent  demand. 

Bids  for  the  installation  of  a Gravel  Filter  well,  to  be 
installed  at  the  Pumping  Station,  were  submitted  by  D.  L. 
Maher  Company,  Lane  New  York  Company  Inc.,  and  Edward 
F.  Hughes.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  D.  L.  Maher  Com- 
pany as  their  bid  of  $5,600  was  the  lowest  submitted. 

D.  L.  Maher  started  operations  in  August  and  in  Septem- 
ber the  well  was  completed,  producing  750  gals,  of  water  per 
minute. 

The  well  is  a modern  type  gravel  pack  well,  24-inch  in 
diameter  by  60  feet  in  depth,  surrounded  by  a 12-inch  gravel 
pack  filter,  insuring  good  clear  water. 

The  addition  of  this  well  to  our  present  pumping  system 
insures  an  ample  supply  of  excellent  water  but  does  not  solve

the  problem  of  pumping  equipment  which  we  must  face  in  the 
near  future.

Unfortunately  the  returns  on  invested  funds  are, 
at  present,  at  so  low  a figure  that  the  amount  available  from 
these  funds  is  less  than  from  the  fewer  funds  of  several  years 
ago. 

Fifty-one  lot  owners  paid  for  the  care  of  their  lots  through 
the  year,  small  sums  amounting  in  all  to  $185.00.  The  slight 
but  steady  increase  in  these  two  items,  year  by  year,  leads  us  to 
hope  that  this  increase  may  be  due  to  a gradual  awakening  of 
lot  owners  to  the  fact  that  it  is  their  responsibility  to  provide 
for  the  care  of  their  lots. 

Ten  new  lots  were  sold ; seven  in  Lakeview,  two  in  the 
North  Cemetery  and  one  in  the  South ; and  final  payment  was 
made  on  one  previously  sold  in  the  North  Cemetery.  The  total 
receipts  from  this  source  was  $375.00. 

Twenty-seven  burials  were  made  in  the  town  cemeteries 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  as  against  thirty-nine  last  year  and 
thirty-six  in  the  previous  year.  Three  of  these  were  in  the 
South  Cemetery,  six  in  the  North,  and  eighteen  in  Lakeview. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  help  and  the  restrictions  on  tools 
and  materials,  little  has  been  attempted  this  year  beyond  the 
upkeep  of  the  grounds ; and  the  cost  of  this  has  been  kept  within 
the  funds  available,  in  spite  of  higher  costs  of  labor  and 
materials.  Restoration  work  in  the  North  Cemetery  would 
better  wait  for  more  favorable  circumstances. 

In  the  past  ten  years  your  Commissioners,  balked  in  their 
endeavors  to  secure  additional  land  adjoining  Lakeview  Ceme- 
tery, have  developed  to  the  limit  the  area  at  hand.  A short  and 
unnecessary  piece  of  roadway  between  sections  B and  C has 
been  discontinued  and  its  area  made  into  desirable  lots ; and,  at 
small  expense  to  the  town,  two  great  depressions  have  been  filled 
in  and  graded,  making  a very  considerable  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  the  grounds.  About  90  lots  have  been  created  in 
this  way,  putting  off  for  several  years  the  absolute  necessity  of 
securing  additional  land  for  cemetery  purposes ; and  the  lots  so 
created  have  a value  of  over  $3,000.00,  a considerable  part  of 
which  has  already  been  realized  for  the  town. 

In  the  ordinary  course  of  events  three  years  more  will  see 
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the  last  of  these  lots  taken.  Your  Commissioners  expect, 
therefore,  to  present  a proposition  looking  to  the  acquisition  of 
additional  land  later  in  the  year  or  at  the  annual  meeting  for 
1946,  and  trust  that  the  voters  will  consider  these  facts.
